If some one asks “WHY” we might reply, “that black fellow 
was bred and fed to make the best eating in the world,” and he has. 

Each year Angus breeders turn out better beef cattle than ever 
before. In the past years some have sold at prices netting a hand- 
some return making better breeding and management highly profit- 
able. At other times equally fine animals have sold for less than 
normal cost of production. 

We are justified in asking “WHY” the finest food in the world 
must be sold on a boom and bust market that has turned our beef 
industry into a nightmare of financial headaches? WHY can’t we 
develop stable markets in line with what many non-food industries 
enjoy? The answer is we CAN if we earnestly develop our food 
protein markets in a sound business like manner. 

If retailers were selling enough protein to satisfy our protein 
hunger three times a day we’d soon eat up and feed up our surplus- 
es. If we learned to bid a consistent price for protein at the retail

level we’d soon stabilize food and feed prices. These opportunities 
have existed for many years, but have unfortunately been sadly 
overlooked. 

I was born and raised in the beef industry and I’ve heard just 
about every argument. I have listened to all the great proponents 
of this or that political solution to our problems. With all due re- 
spect to their many sincere efforts over the past 30 years, the best 
they can possibly promise us is to sell all we can produce at a fair 
price. Such a promise they can never fulfill. But we can learn to 
achieve such a sales volume for ourselves. It will take a lot of 
study, common sense and teamwork all along the line, but it can 
be done. For the good of our industry and the national economy it 
is imperative that it be done. 

In this and the next few issues of the Angus Journal we will 
plan to visit about some of these opportunities and see how they 
can be cashed in on. 

People need more protein of high nutritive quality, and we 
have nutritions beef protein to sell. With the existing human need 
for our product, building sound protein markets, hence greater beef 
sales, is a straight forward teaching-selling job. It’s not half as 
complicated as many will lead you to believe. It can be made ex- 
tremely profitable for everyone from the man who supplies the 
farmer and ranchers to the retailer and finally the consumer who 
eats it. True prosperity is a state of ample abundance of the 
things we all need. The one single material most needed to vastly 
improve our material standard of living in this country and 
throughout the world is more protein of high nutritive quality, like 
that in beef. 

So let’s take a second look at that piece of beef. Do it with a 
clear, critical eye focused on its real dollars and cents value. That 
red stuff we see is PROTEIN. The white stuff is fat and bone. 
People buy it primarily for the protein, certainly not for the other 
things it contains. 

As a kid on the ranch, I knew we were in the animal nutrition 
business. Every article and bulletin on more efficient use of feed 
protein was read with avid interest, as I’m sure you do today. It 
is our business and it pays off in better developed animals at lower 
net production costs. Today I am much more keenly aware that 
everyone in the beef business is also in the human nutrition busi- 
ness and that this field has even more to do with developing profit- 
able markets for beef than what goes on in the feed lot. Anything 
which affects the nutritional attitudes or habits of consumers is 
very much our business, particularly as it has to do with protein. 

A fat beef carcass on an as-purchased basis is about 14% 
edible protein by weight and 24% fat.* It contains a very small 
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weight of common vitamins equalling about 0.01% and minerals in 
the meat amount to about 0.2%. There is practically no sugar or 
other carbohydrates in beef. About 15% of the carcass is refuse, 
including bones, and the balance is about 47% water contained in 
the edible portion. 

On June 1, 1956 choice beef carcasses sold wholesale for about 
$36 per hundred weight. Estimating the relative monetary value 
of the constituents of say a 500 pound carcass costing $180.00 is 
most informative. There is no precise and final authority on how 
this should be done, but here is a way that has taught me a good 
deal. 

The carcass will contain about 235 lbs. of water. Water selis 
rather cheap. Many water departments sell the average house- 
holder 1,000 gallons for less than a dollar. At that rate the water 
in a 500 lb. beef carcass is worth about 3 cents. 

Seventy-five pounds of bones contain a fine lot of calcium, 
phosphorous, protein and other constituents valuable as animal feed 
or fertilizer when converted to bone meal. Its monetary value is 
unfortunately also quite low. Figured at 2¢ a pound they would 
be worth about $1.50. 

One hundred and twenty pounds of tallow containing about 
4,000 calories per pound would have both great nutritive and mone- 
tary value in the arctic where fats are short, but in the calorie-con- 
scious U. S. A. fancy tallow sells for only about 7¢ per pound whole- 
sale. In spite of the fine flavor that a modest amount of fat im- 
parts to beef, its monetary value at 7¢ per pound is only $8.40. It 
is doubtful if we would raise beef for fat and flavor alone. 

Minerals are extremely cheap. One pound of them is probably 
worth about 10 or 15¢ at the most. Vitamins are also very cheap. 
To give you an idea of the quantity and monetary value of a few 
common vitamins based on current vitamin market reports, a 500 
lb. carcass contains about 0.135 grams of thiamine @ 15¢ per gram 
worth about 2¢; 0.28 grams of riboflavin @ 15¢ per gram worth 
about 4¢ and 7.6 grams of niacin @ 1.3¢ per gram worth about 10¢, 
totaling 16¢. One pound equals 453 grams.

beef carcass are worth wholesale not more than 25 or 30¢. 


say the vitamins and minerals are nutritionally unimportant, for 


without them we would die, but it’s obvious the beef industry can 
scarcely compete dollar wise on that market. 

On the basis of the above estimates the wholesale value of the 
non-protein constituents totals about $10. This is far short of $180. 
The balance of $170 is reasonably chargeable to the protein. As I 
said before we buy beef for the red stuff, certainly not for the fat, 
water and bones. I believe most will agree that about 95% of the 
dollar value of a beef carcass is protein. 

To emphasize this further, the demand for suet and bones is 
so weak and the price so low that our local butcher gives our eight 
year old son, Lary, all he wants for his coon hounds. Vitamins 
and minerals are so cheap we feed them to livestock at nearly 
negligible cost. But the cost of animal protein of human food 
grade is a horse of a different color. 

In hamburger, retailed in June 1956 at 38 cents per pound, con- 
taining about 16.1% protein, the protein actually cost about $1.84 
per pound. Round steak, 17.6% protein, at 83¢ yields protein for 
$4.55 per pound. This is nearly half the price of a pound of pure 
silver and over 10 times the price of copper. 

“Mighty valuable stuff,” you say. It surely is. That’s WHY 
butchers are not giving protein away like they do tallow, and WHY 
it’s smart for us cattlemen to get our eye on it and keep it there. 
When anything sells for these kind of prices, it deserves far more 
attention than has ever been given it before. Besides this, the 
protein markets are the expanding markets which we have all been 
looking for. 

There is a recent trend toward eating more protein foods 
throughout the world. It started in the U. S. A. back in 1938. 
From 1900 to 1910 we were eating 19 to 20.5 pounds of total red

meat protein (not meat, but pure meat protein) per person per 
year. This came from beef, pork, veal, lamb and mutton. Meat 
protein consumption per capita declined steadily from that time to 
the 1982-38 period when we averaged about 16 pounds. The low 
was reached in 1935 at 15 pounds per capita, off 5% pounds 
from the peak in 1908. 


We recall rumors about great surpluses of beef and pork dur- 
ing that ’32 to ’38 period. When measured in terms of human 
needs, they were strictly rumors. We were eating less meat pro- 
tein per capita during those years than in any other period in this 
century. That low protein consumption rate hurt millions of we 
Americans personally as well as our beef business. I must admit, 
I for one, was not doing a single thing about it at that time. The 
reason—I didn’t even know the situation existed, nor did the ex- 
perts either. 


In spite of the large surplus of beef and pork, we have heard 
about recently, in 1955 we scarcely reached the per capita meat 
protein consumption rate of 1908, nine years before I was born. 
That was the year my father, Charles J. Andrews moved from New 
York City to Sheridan County, Nebraska and took up a homestead. 
Those were horse and buggy days and tractors were hardly more 
than a curiosity. 


During the past 48 years of so-called great agricultural prog- 
ress, the net gain in meat protein production and consumption for 
each of us averages out to roughly zero. Fellows, call it what you 
may, but that is not progress. We’ve been lucky to keep up with 
our population growth. We only had about 80% enough protein to 
feed our people well and satisfy their protein hunger in 1908 and 
have returned to about that same level today. 


This Went unnoticed because we got our eye off the ball. It 
was caused in part by certain mistakes in judgment made from 
1903-1907 in attempts to determine protein requirements in the 
laboratory instead of at the dinner table and in the feed lot, as we 
now know it should be done. The experiments yielded values equal 
to only 1/3 to 1/4 the amount of protein humans and animals choose 
under conditions of free choice. The utter impracticability of such 
low feeding rates was recognized by animal nutritionists by 1912 
and eliminated from their feeding practices, but we humans didn’t 
fare so well. Such austerity seems to appeal to many human nu- 
tritionists and even today official civilian protein allowances are 
still set at only % the amount of protein men choose to eat. These 
allowances have adversely affected beef sales over the past many 
years and still do. With this assist from our own human nutrition 
schools, the U. S. D. A. and food industry nutritionists, practically 
everybody took his eye off protein and eventually got it on those 
miserable words “surplus” and “overproduction.” We completely 
lost sight of adequate protein consumption at the dinner table and 
failed to push protein sales to achieve it. 


Since World War I “Surplus” and “overproduction” have been 
ground so deeply into our minds that they have become a part of 
our thinking, a sort of mental cancer that tends to cripple our ag- 
ricultural leaders. For nearly 40 years surplus and overproduc- 
tion have been a bug-a-boo and still are. They are in reality a fig- 
ment of the imagination concocted by hardworking people trying 
to understand their marketing problems without sufficient facts at 
hand. I, too, was for years ensnared in the same costly mental 
trap. Billions have been, and are being spent trying to cut back 
production of the feeds which go into livestock yielding the one 
single material most needed to vastly improve our standard of liv- 
ing. That is Food Protein. These practices hurt the great majority 
of people everywhere. Angus breeders are denied the opportunity 
to breed and sell livestock which consumes feed that is purposely 
not produced. There has never been a surplus of good red meat 
and other animal protein foods in this country. There has never 
been enough of them to feed our people well and satisfy their pro- 
tein hunger. I'll explain this in greater detail in subsequent ar- 
ticles. In the meantime you can check the validity of these protein 
shortages by counting the people you know who don’t eat all the 
meat, milk, eggs, poultry, fish and cheese three times a day that 
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their hunger demands. This is protein hunger, and you will find 
there is a lot of it. 

Protein foods have clogged the channels of trade from time to 
time. This has been caused by the utter lack of purposeful ap- 
proaches to our opportunities of advertising, teaching and selling 
PROTEIN by everyone along the line from the producer, packer 
and wholesaler to the retailer and consumer. This was a failure, 
not of Washington, D. C. but of every fellow that handled protein 
foods including myself. I had failed to do a good job in my own 
business. I was one of those who has helped mess up Agriculture. 
This realization was a hard blow, but after carefully reexamining 
the facts the whole concept became as refreshing as a cool breeze 
after a thunderstorm. I saw light where before had been darkness 
and confusion. I am happy to report that there is a similar awaken- 
ing all over the world regarding protein, the tremendous unfilled 
protein markets and the opportunities the beef industry has to cash 
in on them. 

Let’s discuss this protein trend further and see how it has al- 
ready cropped up in our own operations. We know about beef car- 
cass grades and the re-appraisal they are receiving. Prime is get- 
ting into the same class with the old fashioned lard type hog. This 
overfat hog is fading out of the picture—we’re sorry to say, a little 
too slowly. He went out of style with chopping wood and walking 
behind plows, when men and women burned up 3500-6000 calories 
per day. They needed more fat then, supplies were shorter and 
they were willing to pay for it. 

In 1900 a pound of lard sold for 75% of the price of a pound of 
round steak. Now it sells for about 20% of the current price. Of 
course there is practically no retail market for tallow as such. 
There isn’t much money in fat today, but there surely is in protein. 
It fills vital nutritional needs and is non-fattening. 

In line with this thinking farmers want a lean hog, a low fat 
hog or a meat type hog. Put in positive terms, it’s a high protein 
hog they are after. Some of these days we will all be talking about 
high protein beef cattle. The net protein content will appear on 
packages of meat as it does on dog and cat food and livestock feed. 
This will save food shoppers a lot of guess work as well as money 
and overwrought nerves. 

Today if there isn’t enough red stuff in that T-bone, pork chop 
or hamburger, a food shopper raises cain with her butcher. She 
wants more protein and he better deliver it or else. So had we 
because she is our boss too. 

Mrs. American Homemaker is our paymaster. She is the Key 
buyer and seller of our products. It is up to her to buy them at 
the retail counter and sell them to her family over her dinner table. 
It is up to us to furnish her the high protein beef her family needs 
and enjoys. 


Unfortunately she may not know protein by its first name, nor 
does her butcher either. They only vaguely understand its health 
benefits and haven’t the slightest notion of how much protein they 
buy and sell, its nutritive quality or its net cost. This creates 
chaos in the market place and brings on the boom and bust. We 
mistakenly call this THE FARM PROBLEM. It is no more a farm 
problem than I am the man in the moon. It is a city retailer and 
consumer problem and should be labeled as such. 


Farmers and ranchers are merely at the front end of a long 
food protein production and distribution line. When food shoppers 
and their retailers, through innocent ignorance, give the whole line 
an economic jolt, the farmers and ranchers are the only boys on 
the team who can’t quickly pass the jolt on to someone else. They 
have to take it on the chin. The continual irrational and erratic 
bidding up and down of the price of food protein at the retail level 
has kept us in hot water most of the time since 1915, They eat all 
we produce, but boom and bust the market in face of only smail 
shifts in the total supply of protein. 

Retailers and food shoppers are not dummies, but they can’t 
buy and sell wisely and consistently upon the basis of the informa- 
tion they do not have in their possession. They must be given up- 
to-the-minute information on the nutritive quality, quantity and 
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net cost of protein, which they sell and buy to prevent overbidding, 
underbidding and neglecting various proteins. Their overbidding 
booms an industry and their underbidding busts it. With the proper 
information, food shoppers could and would bid consistent prices 
for all the proteins they buy thus smoothing out the hills and val- 
leys right in the market place at the source of the trouble, thus 
stabilizing farm prices. This approach is not new. We have been 
buying protein feeds on this basis for many years and it works. 

Speaking of protein for animal feed brings to mind some 
things that bedeviled me for years. When I was raising beef cattle 
in Western Nebraska, I had a lot of questions about protein. Why 
do animals need protein? Why can’t people live on the same pro- 
tein that cattle do? Why are some proteins complete and some 
incomplete? WHY, WHY, WHY? I couldn’t find the answers at 
that time. It was disgusting to know HOW but not WHY. We 
poured protein in and it cost us money. That much I knew for 
sure, but it was a mystery to me what happened after that protein 
hit the cow’s paunch. 

Our cattle lived and raised calves. They grew up and several 
each year turned up on our own dinner table, but all the while I 
felt certain there was a lot more to the protein story than was 
getting through. 

Sure I had heard of protein in meat. That is why meat scraps 
and tankage made good hog feed, but my knowledge of my own 
protein needs was blank. I couldn’t even have described what 
protein looked like if someone had asked me. I didn’t definitely 
know that the muscle fiber and the other firm tissue in meat was 
actually THE PROTEIN, nor did I know exactly how it got there. 
I didn’t know hoofs, horns, hide, hair, a large part of the bone 
structure and all sorts of parts inside were protein too. And this 
isn’t all, I didn’t even know the hand in front of my face was pro- 
tein. Brother! What an incredible state of ignorance, and I found 
I was no exception. There are millions today who don’t know it, 
many in the highest positions of education, industry and govern- 
ment. Here is an opportunity to do some teaching. 

I was jarred to the bottom of my boots when I learned that 
glamour is protein too. Beautiful hair, firm shapely muscles, 
sparkling eyes and peach blossom complexion are protein built with 
the food proteins the gals eat. 

“Wow,” I thought, “This protein business really has a future.” 

We don’t have to glamorize protein to sell it, just picture it in 
its more attractive forms. Teach the girls that protein can help 
build what they dearly desire and what the boys like to look at. If 
DuPont can drag in the dough for turning out nylon to make better 
looking stockings, what can beef men do with protein, the stuff 
that builds better looking legs? Man oh Man, the sky’s the limit! 

I can see a new era in advertising. Pictures of pin-ups hang- 
ing over the butcher’s block and every red blooded American with 
his eyes glued to the meat man’s TV commercials. Educational 
type advertising wil! be here to stay and what an education the 
folks have coming. 

A human body is only about 15% protein by weight, the bal- 
ance being water, fat and minerals, but it ain’t the fat and the 
water that makes the boys whistle, it’s that protein. And fellows, 
the bulging biceps and other manly features employed to back up 
that “wolf call” aren’t made of lard by a darned sight, they are 
protein too. 

This is one business where the truth is more interesting than 
fiction, and for the alert advertiser there is a sales appeal that will 
reach every customer that walks the face of the earth. 

Next month we’ll take a look at the nature of protein and 
what it does for both animal and man. In the meantime, I hope 
you have enjoyed the accompanying protein pictures. Just for the 
heck of it, ask your friends if they ever saw a picture of protein. 
If not they will enjoy being brought up to date. It will also im- 
press you with the extent of the teaching opportunities we have 
ahead of us. Protein is practical, tangible and down to earth. Let’s 
get everybody acquainted with it. Let them know that red stuff 
in beef is protein. Teaching and selling, as well as raising it is 
our business.

Solving any problem today 
depends on individual and collective thinking, 
and the means to make this research available to 
anyone interested in solving a specific problem. 
Unless we are willing to study the result of all 
research, including going up a few blind alleys 
along the way, we will not find any short-cuts for 
the early solution of any of our present problems. 


Some of the research of past years will not 
apply today, nor in the future. We know that de- 
pletion of our natural soil resources will result 
in diseases in coming years that are unheard of 
today. We know that as individuals a proper diet 
and plenty of rest is most important to our physi- 
cal well-being, just as it is for other specie of 
animal life. 


Proper nutrition and care of our herds is most 
important to give the individual animals the vi- 
tality to overcome various conditions. This vi- 
tality depends on the very vitality of the soil on 
which these cattle live. If life giving forage 
crops are Stunted by drought, or if the necessary 
elements are not to be had from the forage crops, 
then the diet must be Supplemented. 


A recognized authority on SOIL FERTILITY AND 
ANIMAL HEALTH is W. A. Albrecht, Chairman, De- 
partment of Soils, University of Missouri, who is 
preparing a special series for our own readers. 
The first chapter of his book starts on page 130 of 
this issue. 


In July 1953 an article by Albrecht appeared 
in another beef breed magazine and I quote ex- 
cerpts from that article, "Cow failures are the 
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Sequel to soil fertility failures . .. . Under 
declining soil fertility and corresponding de- 
cline in feed values, the load of reproduction is 
becoming too heavy to be carried successfully dur- 
ing the period of gestation. If the increasing 
abortions and the mounting percentages of so- 
called 'midget' calves are not studied more criti- 
cally in terms of nutrition, rather than dodged 
by putting the blame on some aspect offering more 
mental eScape, these losses may occur astound- 
ingly often... . But inthe case of the 'midgets' 
even the belief that it is a breeding problem is of 
no consolation. It is not limited to either beef 
or dairy types. Noris it limited to any one breed 
in either of these groups. 


Any struggle to escape via some hopeful as- 
pect of genetics suggests itself as only a delay 
of the day when the cause will be located. Reduced 
body size may well suggest reduced nutrition to 
the geneticist when the genes, the chromosomes, 
and the nuclei, as the very centers of genetic per- 
formances, are the most specific in their types of 
proteins for life-carrying activities. Whenever 
a chromosome is divided, each half must grow back

The jammed ringside crowd at the 1955 
International will not soon forget the wave 
of electrifying excitement that signaled the 
judging of the Grand Championship of the 
bull show. In the ring were two great bulls, 
the senior and the junior champion. Both 
had many friends. But the backers of the 
young bull—just 14 months old—knew they 
were facing prohibitive odds. Only in 1928 
and 1941 had the International grand cham- 
pionship gone to the junior champion bull. 


But Ankonian O. B. 13th turned the trick 
—the youngest bull ever to win The Big 
One at Chicago. So this is the story of the 
herd where the “13th” is top man today, 
Millarden Farms of Annville, Pennsylvania, 
and Woodbury, Georgia. We will confine 
this story largely to the operations of the 
home unit in Pennsylvania. 


Millarden Farms consists of 3,000 acres 
in the fertile Lebanon Valley of Pennsyl- 
vania and 2,000 acres in Georgia. Of the 
Pennsylvania, acreage, however, about 2,000 
acres is in farm land and 1,000 acres com- 
prises the quarry, crushers and kilns that 
make up the gigantic operation of the H. E. 
Millard Lime & Stone Company. Five gen- 
erations of the Millard family have been en- 
gaged in the mining and processing of lime- 
stone rock. Below the 3,000 acres of the 
farm is enough limestone rock to last 150 
years—and this in spite of the annual pro- 
duction of more than 1,000,000 tons of agri- 
cultural lime, rock for construction, lime 
for steel, cement, paper making and a hun- 
dred other industrial uses. 


Cattle operations at Millarden Farms 
date about to the time Henry Z. Gingrich 
came to the farm 30 years ago. The general 
manager of farm operations is a practical 
farmer and cattleman, Soon Henry Gingrich 
was feeding a lot of cattle from the forage 
and grain produced on these highly fertile 
acres. The first Aberdeen-Angus cows came 
to Millarden Farms about 21 years ago. 
Because of the grass and forage production 
it looked like a cow herd could make better 
use of the farm land, The first Angus were 
registered cows of average quality. A few 
descendants of the best of the original herd 
are still found at Millarden. 

In the mid-1940’s the well-bred herd of 
Benny Goodman, the orchestra leader, was 
bought in Bucks county, Pennsylvania. This 
was followed by purchases from Braricliff 
and Bethel Farms in New York state, and 
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7 Home of the Champion

with the constant use of good bulls, the 
quality of the herd was raised considerably 
from its modest beginning. Herd numbers, 
and quality, were further increased in the 
past year with the purchase of the Guy 
Leader herd at York, Pennsylvania. 

There are about 300 mature cows now in 
the Pennsylvania herd, with some 150 in 
the Georgia herd. The southern herd, man- 
aged by Jim Christian, is still in the process 
of building numbers, the home herd is about 
the right size for facilities, and is concen- 
trating on quality. At the present time a 
herd performance testing program is under 
way at Millarden with the grade and weight 
gain of each calf dropped is indexed. 

Even before the current International 


grand champion came into the picture at 
Millarden good bulls have been used in this 
herd. One of the recent top sires is Eileen- 
mere of Woodbarr. He is the senior sire in 
the herd, a son of Eileenmere 999th and out 
of a top Miss Burgess daughter of Eileen- 
mere 487th. This double-bred “487th” bull 
is a powerful indiviiual, and he is doing a 
great siring job, as those who attended the 
Millarden production sales in 1955 and 1956 
can testify. He is a sire of show cattle and 
his get has been in great demand from top 


herds. 


Not too much can be added to what has 
already been said about Ankonian O. B. 13th. 
He has flash and style and wonderful bal- 
ance from end to end. But there is always 
the question with a young bull—how will he 
develop? When seen at Millarden Farms re- 
cently the “13th” presented the answer in 
the affirmative. He is developing into a 
more impressive bull than he was as cham- 
pion. He may never be a ton bull, but he is 
not going to be small. He has a lot of char- 
acter about the head, he is very masculine, 
has a great body, and is exceptionally good 
behind—carrying his width all the way back, 
good quartered, deep in the twist, good on 
his back legs and good in the stifle. An-

In THE breeding of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle, a progres- 
sive breeder will endeavor to produce animals with the desired 
characteristics bred into their make-up for several generations. If 
he is successful in this, he is reasonably sure that they will repro- 
duce these qualities in their offspring and so in the beginning of 
his breeding program he must have definitely in mind the qualities 
that are of the greatest importance to a prepotent sire and a good 
breeding cow. 


Since the time eur herd was founded some 17 years ago, we 
have constantly selected our breeding animals with these thoughts 
in mind. In every Green Meadow animal we have required Quality, 
Type and Conformation. These must be bred in through proper 
selection and an eye for good cattle. Feeding will bring out the 
quality of an animal, if it is there, but nothing can change the 
Type and Conformation of a herd except the eye of the master. 


Our object is to breed cattle that will make good on the ranges 
of the Northwest and to produce bulls that will sire premium-com- 
manding calves for the commercial producer, To do this, we insist 
on strong legs set squarely under the animal; good heads, deep 
quarters, straight, broad backs and the ability to gain

The Kreycik-Mommsen, breeding-feeding combination has proven 
to be a highly successful operation which in addition to the Grand 
Champion carloads of the International, also produced the Grand 
Champion carload at last year’s American Royal in Kansas City. 
Of course, the thought immediately comes to mind as to which is 
the most important—breeding or feeding? Actually it takes the 
best in both to produce a Champion carload, but, as our story here 
is concerned with the Willow Grove herd we’ll put the emphasis on 
the fact that “you have to start with a good one.” 

During the past several years the Kreycik Brothers have been 
supplying the Mommsens with the good ones—the kind that take 
feed and put it in the right places in a short time. Conformation 
has also been an essential part of the Kreycik breeding program 
since its inception in 1917—the kind of conformation that gives the 
consumer the right size cut of beef. 

The purchase of a neighboring herd of Angus near Wood Lake 
gave the Kreyciks, who were producing commercia! Shorthorns at 
the time, their start with the Blacks. Retaining the top end of the 
Angus herd and a number of the best red heifers they commenced 
selection of the best Angus bulls to be found—a difficult problem 
during the early years of the century. Although the selection of 
bulls still remains a major issue, the increased number of purebred 
Angus herds affords a much better selection than in years gone by. 
Most important in commercial production is herd uniformity and 
bulls of similar breeding are necessary in order to achieve success 
along this line. 
3ulls from the Gauger Brothers herd at Clear Lake, South 
Dakota, have played a major role in the development of Kreycik 
quality along with bulls from the Walter Wilkinson herd at Marsh- 
alltown, Iowa.

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When your president, Mr. Harrer, asked 
me to attend this field day, he said that 
there was some difference of opinion and 
confusion among breeders as to just what 
kind of Angus cattle they should be pro- 
ducing. Since he did not ask for the answer 
—just my opinion—I accepted. Above all 
else, it is hoped that the opinions expressed 
will not result in still more confusion, Per- 
haps you breeders here in a great commer- 
cial cattle state are less confused than in 
some other areas. 

Since the only justification for the ex- 
istence of purebred herds is that of supply- 
ing breeding stock that will help the com- 
mercial cattiemen—all we have to do is to 
study the needs and demands of our ranch- 
ers and feeders. Also from the views and 
experiences of these practical cattlemen we 
can quickly determine the economic charac- 
teristics of good cattle. This eliminates from 
our thinking some of the non-economic frills 
and fads that have a way of sneaking into 
the minds of some purebred breeders. 


The commercial Angus herd owner has 
quite a definite economic advantage, in the 
management of his cattle. With no dehorn- 
ing and the much lower incidence of calving 
and eye troubles he has lower production 
costs and less waste of breeding stock. 
These highly desirable characteristics be- 
long to our breed. I doubt if we breeders 
could change this very much and certainly 
we do not want to. 


The next set of economic advantages of 
interest to the ranchers and farmers who 
have commercial cow herds is that of better 
prices for what he has to sell. These ad- 
vantages are not automatic as in the case 
in the managerial advantages. They go 
largely to the cattlemen who have the know- 
how to produce choice and fancy grades of 
feeder calves. This is where we purebred 
breeders really enter the picture. 


Basically, the commercial Angus business 
is that of producing and selling calves, An- 
gus calves that look right, weigh right and 
flesh right at weaning time have been sell- 
ing from 3 to 5 cents per pound premium 
over other calves, These choice and fancy 
calves are capable of topping the fat steer 
market as high choice and prime yearlings 
at 1100 lbs, or less, at around 18 months of 
age. This is a major advantage to ranchers 
and feeders alike and along with the man-

agerial advantages already mentioned is 
why Angus cattle are increasing in the 
West and elsewhere just about as fast as 
additional herd-founding she stock can be 
produced. 

I want to digress here briefly to point 
out that these price advantages are not ar- 
tificial. We are not enjoying a so-called 
scarcity market. It is entirely a producing, 
feeding, killing and cutting advantage. A 
500% increase in the number of Angus cat- 
tle will not alter these price relationships. 
Ranchers are paying $30 to $40 a head more 
for Angus cows because they pay off. Feed- 
ers are paying the previously mentioned 
premiums because it pays off. Packers are 
buying beef, so grade, weight and dressing 
percent dictates what they can pay. The 
retailer looks at every side of beef in terms 
of what he can cut out of it and what he 
can sell it for. 


To illustrate, a 1000 lb. choice steer pro- 
duces on the average about 75 (7.5%) Ibs. 
of hide and 75 (7.5%) lbs. of tallow (at re- 
tail level). About 15 years ago and previous- 
ly the hide and tallow would bring about 
what it cost on the live steer, In recent 
years they are worth only about 15% of 
what they cost on the live steer. So the 
thinner hided Angus steer that puts much 
of his tallow “in the meat” (marbling) and 
distributes the rest evenly over the carcass 
is enjoying about $1 ecwt. premium over 
other cattle of comparable weight and qual- 
ity. That is almost $3 ewt. advantage for the 
feeder calf. 


Now to get back to what kind should we 
produce as purebred breeders. Isn’t it quite 
obvious that the right kind must look right, 
weigh right and flesh right at 6 months of 
age when the rancher sells them. Also they 
must again meet these requirements at 
eighteen months of age when the feeder is 
finished with them. That’s pretty simple 
isn’t it and that is about all there is to it. 


Of course we want our mature cattle to 
be sound structurally and functionally. We 
must have sound legs, feet and joints in the 
range country. Fertility is also important 
but fortunately we have no special problem 
in getting a good calf crop. About all the 
rancher has to do is to follow good bull 
management practices and avoid too much 
“feed bucket poisioning” that belongs large- 
ly to highly fitted bulls. 


, 


In brief I’ve tried to point out the “why’ 
of the right kind. Of course you can produce 
and sell 2 and 3 year old bulls that are slow 
maturing. But if you want to produce cattle 
that will really “work” for your customers 
and their customers and build a real reputa- 
tion for your cattle, | suggest you select and 
use only herd bulls that look right, weigh 
right and flesh right at six and eighteen 
months of age. Actually you can completely 
ignore how they look after eighteen months 
and still be on very solid, realistic ground 
cattle breeding wise. Most of the disappoint- 
ment in cattle breeding are people who buy 
a fine looking 2 or 3 year old and wonder 
why his calves look like grey hounds. Don’t 
fight the laws of genetics, “cooperate and 
use them”. Early maturity and slow ma- 
turity are inheritable just as much as color 
and all other genetic characteristics. 

To illustrate, there is little or no relation- 
ship between mature weight and calf weight. 
1000 lb. cows often wean off heavier and 
typier calves than 1500 lb. cows. Ton bulls 
don’t necessarily produce heavy calves—just 
more ton bulls at maturity. 

In other words, if you want top calves 
select a bull “as a calf’ that looks just the 
Way you want your calves to look, Then you 
have got genetics on your side—otherwise 
you are just guessing and hoping. 

Here is another way to illustrate this 
matter of maturity. I can think of several 
International Champion bulls in years gone 
by whose calves if steered would have 
brought about 21¢ a lb. on last fall’s market. 
Now the good Angus ranchers in my part 
of Nebraska all got 25¢ to 30¢ last fall, 
mostly 26¢ to 27¢. Such bulls would ruin 
those ranchers. These champion bulls were 
very ordinary as calves and yearlings but 
as they approached maturity they developed 
into real champions to look at—but not to 
make money for ranchers and feeders. 

To you young breeders in particular, I 
suggest you quit looking at your cattle after 
they are eighteen months old, Also do not 
let older folks confuse you. You can’t breed 
cattle by pedigree alone. Trying to breed 
cattle on paper is just like setting in the 
living room dreaming about the big fish you 
are catching. 

Also don’t let little things trip you up. 
4th grade arithmetic dictates that the bull 
is half of the herd. They determine to a 
large extent your calf crop now and the 
kind of a cow herd you will have 5 years 
from now, You “could afford” to pay 30 to 
40 times as much for a herd bull as the 
average value of your cows—but it won’t 
be necessary because a lot of folks don’t 


know that. 


You will hear talk about strains or herds 
of cattle that throw a little more red, white, 
scurs or dwarfs and just size these matters 
up for yourself depending on their “econo- 
mic” importance. At the present time there 
appears to be no known strains of Angus 
cattle that are entirely free from these

Editor’s Note... 


The stand that dwarfism in cattle is not genetic ig the gist of 
the following article. While the idea goes counter to much of the 
current thinking on the matter the JOURNAL believes that its 
readers should have access to all available material in order to 
form their own conclusions. Other articles will follow. 

The author of this article, Dean W. Myers, has had many years 
of practical experience in cattle and hog production. He is nation- 
ally known for his control work in rhinitis in swine—a deforming 
condition which forced many purebred and commercial swine pro- 
ducers out of business. In working out his control of rhinitis, as in 
dwarfism in cattle, Mr. Myers did not follow accepted theories. In 
proving his point many thousands of hogs deformed by rhinitis 
went through the Myers experimental pens. 

In studying dwarfism in cattle Mr. Myers and his associates 
have assembled a herd of Hereford and Angus cows which have 
had from 1 to 3 dwarf calves each. The bulls used have sired dwarf 
calves. A following article will tell the recent production history 
of this control herd. 


The subject of Dwarfism needs no intro- 
duction to cattlemen and especially breed- 
ers of purebred cattle. This freak has be- 
come a plague to every beef breed and most 
dairy breeds of cattle. 

Vast sums of money have been spent on 
research of various types and yet the con- 
dition seems to be spreading at an alarm- 
ing rate. It is my understanding that most 
of the research work up to now has been 
done on the genetic theory. In some circles 
breeders and officials of various breeds have 
accepted this theory without reserve. They 
apparently are resigned to accept the con- 
dition as a geneticological freak that is 
spread from herd to herd by so-called car- 
rier animals. They accept this in view of 
the fact Dwarfism follows NO TRUE gene- 
tic pattern; they accept this in spite of the 
fact that the promotors of the genetic 
theory deal with a theory which has not 
been supported by definite tangible evidence. 

For the last 24 months, I have been re- 
searching Dwarfism from a different view- 
point. I believe the cause is nutritional. Our 
findings have produced ample evidence to 
sustain this belief. I feel that in fairness to 
all concerned, I should state here and now 
that I accept the merits and demerits of 
inbreeding and line-breeding to the extent 
that they may accelerate or magnify a 
deficiency or an outstanding vitality in an 
offspring. 

Starting with the genes in the chromosome 
chains, they have been identified and their 
function observed. However, no scientist has 
yet reported the discovery of an abnormal 
or dwarf gene, and I question if they ever 
will. 

In view of the fact that no abnormal gene 
has been found, we must assume that the 
genes start the journey of life as normal 
genes. Then somewhere along the line of 
development of the unborn calf, something 
goes wrong and the dwarf characteristics 
begin to develop. 


This could result from a weakened sperm 
cell from a deficient bull and/or a change 
in the body chemistry vf the mother. When 
the body chemistry undergoes this change, 
it is the result of something the mother eats, 
drinks, and/or breathes. This definitely, 
then, would classify the body changes in the 
offspring as due to a nutritional condition 
in the parents. 

Up to this point, this line of reasoning 
may be classed as theory, but let us follow 
on from here. We have conducted autopsies

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Nature’s Soil Pattern for Animal Nutrition and Health. 


“All flesh is grass,” were the words by which a prophetic pre- 
Christian scholar revealed his vision of how the soil, by growing 
the crops, can serve in creating animals and man, It duplicates to 
a fairly good degree any concepts we have even now of the many 
natural performances in the assembly line which starts with the 
soil to give what we call agricultural production. We know that 
the soil grows grass; that the grass feeds our livestock; and that 
these animals, in turn as meats, are our choice protein foods. Along 
the same thought line we may well consider the geological, the 
chemical, the biochemical and the biological performances by which 
the numerous streams of life take off from the soil and continue 
to flow through the many healthy species of plants and animals. 
We can, therefore, connect our soil with our health via nutrition. 
Since only the soil fertility, or that part of the soil made up of the 
elements essential for life, enters into the nutrition by which we 
are fed, we may well speak of animal health as premised on the 
soil fertility. 


That the health pattern of animals should be a result of the 
pattern of soil fertility is the suggestion from authors also of the 
Roman and early Christian era reporting their awareness of the 
fact that plants are no better than the soils on which they grow, 
and animals are no healthier than the plants which nourish them. 
Not quite so long ago in Great Britain, Izaak Walton, in his “The 
Compleat Angler,” pointed out that the soil fertility is a factor in 
determining the quality of sheep wool, and in the tastiness of the 
trout. “And so I shall proceed to tell you,” (1) he says, “it is cer- 
tain that certain fields in Leominster, a town in Herefordshire, are 
observed to make sheep that graze upon them more fat than the 
next, and also to bear finer wool; that is to say, that in that year 
in which they feed in a particular pasture, they shall yield finer 
wool than they did that year before they came to feed upon it, 
and coarser again if they shall return to their former pasture; and 
again return to a finer wool, being fed on the finer wool ground. 
Which I tell you that you may better believe that I am certain, if 
I catch a trout in one meadow he shall be white and faint, and 
very likely be lousy; and as certainly as if I catch a trout in the 
next meadow, he shall be strong and red and lusty and much better 
meat; trust me, scholar, I have caught many a trout in a particular 
meadow, that the very shape and enameled color of him was made 
such as hath joyed me to look on him; and I have then with much 
pleasure concluded with Solomon, ‘Everything is beautiful in its 


season!’” 


In that observation of 300 years ago, Izaak Walton saw (more 
clearly than in just a vision) the differences in the health, in the 
wool, in the quality of fiber, in the sheen of the body color, in the 
quality of the muscle meat, and even in the presence or the absence 
of insect infestations of the beast and the fish in the fields and

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streams, all related to the fertility of the soil. Hence our discus- 
sions to follow, as parts in the broader subject of “Soil Fertility 
and Animal Health,” are in reality an old and long familiar theme 
to the keenly observing naturalists, even though to us as scientists 
it may seem still new, strange and not entirely proved. 


Diseases As Deficiencies and Degeneration Of The Body 

There are increasing reports that animal afflictions are coming 
to be viewed as sins of omission, more than that our livestock is 
falling prey to some stealthy force, (possibly microbes). There is 
a growing interest in the relationship between their nutrition and 
their diseases. It is obvious that if an anmial is deprived of some 
essential body constituent, troubles in its health will be encountered. 
One may look for that trouble primarily in the direction in which 
the particular constituent functions. For instance, if a young 
animal is starved for protein, i.e. the flesh-forming constituent, the 
result will be (a) retarded growth replaced possibly by only a 
fattening; (b) a failure to protect against invasion and digestion 
by foreign proteins (microbes, viruses, etc.), and (c) a lack of 
fecund reproduction, which three functions the proteins alone can 
carry out. But as yet the functions of many compounds are still 
unknown, and the failing functions as reasons for the disturbed 
health are too often unrecognized. 


The supplies of carbohydrates, fats, and proteins, have received 
attention as to their quantities considered necessary for nutrition, 
but their qualities are not fully tabulated. For the carbohydrates, 
the latter is not so serious since as energy sources, or body fuels, 
they in their variety seem safely interchangeable. The fats in an 
extensive array, also as energy foods, seem to have only three 
specifically considered to date as indispensable. But for the pro- 
teins, too long considered in the group as a whole under this term, 
must now be viewed as to their quality by which they provide eight 
or ten specific amino acids as parts of the proteins molecule. These 
are considered the indispensables among nearly two dozen of them 
by which in total their functions are not fully understood. 


Only recently, however, as a relatively new phase of the science 
of animal nutrition, has concern arisen about the supplies of the 
inorganic constituents of the animal body. When it has been re- 
ported that animals deprived as completely as possible of the 
mineral elements in their food died sooner than animals deprived 
of food altogether (2) we can see the significance of the growing 
knowledge of the functions in nutrition of the inorganic elements. 
These include the “trace” elements as the central 
organic enzymes, by which many of the biochemical reactions of 
the body are propagated. We are recognizing the importance of 
the balance of the inorganic or “ash” elements more recently. 
Thereby, we are coming to see, via their source, the importance of 
the soil for the nutrition of microbes, plants, animals and man. 
It is the soil, then, that is the foundation of that entire biotic 
pyramid, and may well be studied in relation to health now that 
the knowledge of soil is organizing itself into one of the newer 
and none-the-less significant sciences. As such, soil science may 
well assume its responsibilities regarding possible contributions 
to better health for that purpose.

Look To Mother Nature First 

In dealing with this subject of the significance of the fertility 

of the soil as it feeds (or fails to feed) our animals into good 
health, we can use two methods of approach, either (a) the induc- 
tive or (b) the deductive one. In the former, i. e. the inductive 
method, we would first try and learn how each element or factor 
in soil fertility renders nutritional services to the plant and through 
that, in turn, to the animal under experiment. Then from that 
collection of data and experience we would piece together and tell 
the final story about managing soils to feed the animals so well

Upon getting their start in the registered Angus cattle business 
many new breeders have made the promise (to themselves or to 
others) that their aim is to develop a fine herd and then to put to- 
gether a highly respectable show herd to aid them in advertising 
their wares. While this plan is a laudable one, it is a known fact 
to anyone who has ever been in the registered cattle business that 
this is a pretty sizable campaign plan and the possibility of ful- 
filling it is rather more of a long-term program than the natural 
development of an Angus herd. Consequently, many planned show 
herds never materialize, while others sprout up, bloom and then 
fade away. Only the more determined, hard-working Angus breed- 
er has a chance of carrying on with a show herd for more than a 
couple of years. 

In this western country there are comparatively few real show 
herds, largely because the Angus cattle as a breed is just now 
coming into its own in the Western states, great strides having 
been made in these comparatively few years since the ending of 
World War II. It is a fact that there are several herds who have 
a very great potential in the show ring, but at the moment there 
is one Angus herd that has been in existance for less than 10 years, 
: but in that time it has established an enviable record with the out- 
a : : , standing show herd it has campaigned with for the past few years. 
, The herd not only competes in the smaller local fairs and compe- 
titions, but recently has become an international competitor, having 
made several of the Canadian shows in 1955. Not only hag this 
western Angus herd been an active campaigner but it has gone on 
to take far more than its share of the awards at practically all of 
the major livestock shows in the west and its name has become a 
byword around the circuit. 

By this time anyone from the Rocky Mountains on west knows

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that we have been referring to the herd maintained by Dale West 
of Merrill, Oregon, located in the south central part of the state and 
only a few miles from the California state line, about 25 miles south 
of the city of Klamath Falls, Oregon. 

The Angus herd maintained by Dale West is operated in con- 
nection with his regular business of potato grower and these two 
businesses are managed on a place that is made up of 200 acres of 
irrigated land, 400 acres of range land and 400 acres of potatoes. 
Previously West and his father operated a Shorthorn herd, but 
Dale’s brother Gerald has had an Angus herd in the Poe Valley 
near Klamath Falls, Oregon for some time. His brother’s herd in- 
terested Dale and as time wore on he decided that it was about 
time for him to establish an Angus herd of his own. That was in 
1947 and in that same year Dale went to the Angus sale at the 
Cow Palace in San Francisco where he bought his first blacks, 14 
head of females. He then bought three more females from the 
Wilton Farms herd maintained by Otto Nobis at Davenport, Iowa. 
His next move was to attend the Show Window sale at Chicago in 
1949 where he obtained his first bull, Great Oaks Var Mar 3d. 
Thus was the beginning of this great Oregon Angus herd. 

West went on with his breeding program and soon had a siz- 
able herd of females, but it was not until in 1952 that an event of 
great importance occurred in the West herd. In July of that year 
West made a bull purchase that was later to establish his herd as 
one of the tops in the country. He had been looking for a very

Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen. I 
consider it a distinct honor to be allowed 
to raise. the curtain on this Second Annual 
Angus Conference. You breeders of Angus 
cattle, through the development of this out- 
standing breed, have contributed much to 
the development of the United States. You 
have made a contribution not only to those 
people interested in Angus cattle and in 
agriculture but, as a producer of the No. 1 
item in the diet of the American people, you 
have contributed to the welfare and well- 
being of every man, woman and child in 
the United States. 


Again I say, it is an honor indeed to be 
allowed to appear on your program, par- 
ticularly to be permitted to be the first to 
address you at this gathering. It is gratify- 
ing to see such a large group of breeders 
gathered together to talk about the future 
of their breed, to discuss problems, if any, 
and to lay plans for further development 
and improvement. 


The production of beef is a business. The 
production of purebred livestock is a spec- 
ialized business. It is right and proper that 
we should have a trade organization and 
that we should gather together annually to 
view the accomplishments of the year past, 
and to chart a course for this year, and the 
years, ahead. 


The title of my discussion today is “The 
Farm Family Angus Breeder—His Role in 
the Beef Cattle Industry.” I assume that 
the people who assigned this title had in 
mind a small breeding operation when they 
used the term “Farm Family” so we will 
try to discuss the subject from the stand- 
point of the man who has a herd of Angus 
cattle of, for example, 50 cows or less. 
What is his role in the beef cattle industry? 


I think, first of all, we need to realize the 
magnitude of the beef cattle industry here 
in the United States. There are on farms 
and ranches according to the Federal cen- 
sus about 70 million head of beef cattle. 
There were marketed last year over 25,- 
000,000 head of cattle which produced ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 tons of beef. Now, 
this is a BIG business. I’m not talking 
about purebred cattle at the moment, I’m 
just talking about the production of beef, 
and whether we’re breeders of commercial, 
or purebred cattle, that is, in the final 
analysis, our goal—the production of beef 
for the American table. 
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Well, if you think of the figures that I 
have just quoted and then come back and 
ask the question, “What is the Role of the 
Farm-Family Angus Breeder,” in this kind 
of business, or a business of this magnitude, 
certainly we might have reason to pause 


ness. I’d suggest to you that the Farm 
Family Angus breeder can be likened to the 
small stream of breeding and production 
which makes possible the mighty Angus 
business of which he is a part, and that the 
kind of cattle he produces has its ultimate 


The Farm Family Angus Breeder 
—His Role in the Beef Cattle Industry.

and consider. With your permission I’ll try 
and use a few illustrations to point up the 
importance of the farm-family breeder. 


As we came to Knoxville we crossed the 
Mississippi River. Where we crossed it, it 
is quite an imposing stream. It becomes 
even larger south of here. I am told, al- 
though I’ve never seen it, that where the 
Mississippi rises in Minnesota it is pos- 
sible to step across it. The difference be- 
tween the Mississippi where it rises, and 
where we crossed it at Memphis, Tennessee, 
en route to this conference is entirely the 
contribution of other streams. The Missis- 
sippi would still be a brook if it were not 
for the contribution of other streams. We 
might immediately say, well, it’s the Ohio 
River or the Chippewa, the Eau Claire, or 
the Missouri River, and not the small 
streams but, remember, it still is the small 
streams feeding into the larger streams 
which in turn drain into the Mississippi 
River that produces the Mississippi at its 
most tumultuous width and depth. It’s en- 
tirely possible that when the Mississippi 
bursts its levees near New Orleans this 
could have been prevented had the water in 
a small stream in Oklahoma been retained 
where it fell. The size of the river, and the 
character of its water, is to a noticeable ex- 
tent dependent on what is fed into it—so 
as this Mississippi river becomes a broad, 
slow-moving turgid stream near its mouth 
it becomes so as water and silt are poured 
into it from other streams along its way. 

It is the same with the beef cattle busi- 


effect on his breed’s total business and the 
pureness of that breed. 


I'd like to go back and say this: the role 
of Angus cattle in the production of beef is, 
in the last analysis, to produce the kind of 
cattle that will go into commercial herds, 
the results of which should be a better, 
cheaper, more palatable meat for the 
American diet. We might then, if you'll 
accept this kind of a definition, turn to the 
role of the farmer-breeder in the beef cattle 
industry and talk about this role in the 
Angus business since all people in the 
Angus business have the same goal in mind. 


Since this Angus breed has become a 
force to be reckoned with in these United 
States, having registered almost 2% mil- 
lion head of cattle as of this date, it has 
become formidable not because there were 
a few large breeders, but because there 
were innumerable small breeders. And, if 
we compare the Angus breed to the Missis- 
sippi River that I referred to a moment 
ago, we have this mighty stream of good 
cattle and the smallest breeder among you 
cannot but have some influence on the 
breed either for good, or for ill. If the 
small breeder chooses to disregard his ob- 
ligations, and if thousands of them choose 
to do likewise, then the breeder can be 
likened to the river that is over-burdened 
with silt and trash. I dare say that the 
man with a limited number of cows some- 
times becomes discouraged and decides in 
his own mind that he cannot breed an out-

He may then permit him- 
self to think his herd has little to contribute 
to the well-being of the breed as a whole. 
It is entirely possible that this is true, but 
We can look about 
us and see herds and men who have made a 
real contribution to the improvement of the 
breed with a small start. Otto Battles, 
when he started breeding Angus, was not a 
wealthy man with a large herd, he was a 
boy with a dream. He didn’t produce good 
cattle because he had a large herd but he 
finally got a large herd pro- 
duced good cattle. Garrett Tolan was not 
a wealthy man who started with several 
hundred herd started 
with a dream and determination. He built 
a herd, he buiit a reputation, and he helped 
to build the Angus breed. John Brown 
didn’t start at the top and work down. He 
started at the bottom and worked up. He, 
likewise, has made a real contribution to 
your breed. Judge Fullerton started in the

Angus business in a modest way and al- 
though he was a man of some substance he 
did not buy a herd, he bred and built a herd. 

Perhaps I shouldn’t mention these men 
since I can’t mention all of the men who 
have had outstanding success having started 
as small breeders. Don’t misunderstand 
me. I don’t mean to imply that there is 
anything wrong in having ample funds 
when one enters the Angus business, nor is 
there anything wrong with beginning with 
a large herd of well-established blood lines. 
That’s just another way of getting in the 
Angus business but it isn’t the only way 
and it need not discourage anyone that he 
doesn’t have enough money to start with a 
large herd. The beautiful part of the story 
is that the men who started small and. made 
a reputation didn’t put money into Angus 
cattle but Angus cattle put money into their 
bank accounts. They built a herd and built 
a fortune at the same time. 

I say that the small breeder has just as

great a responsibility as the large breeder. 
Perhaps not as much influence because if 
one man has 25 cows and another man has 
400 actually there will be more inheritance 
passed down from the large herd than there 
will be from the herd with just 25 cows. On 
the other hand, if there are 16 breeders 
with 25 head each, and these 16 breeders 
are careless, and disinterested, they can 
feed into the Angus breed debris and trash 
that cannot be overcome by the good that 
is being done by the larger breeder. And, 
too, if the large breeder chooses to disre- 
gard this responsibility it would take many, 
many small breeders to make up for his 
mistakes. So I say, as far as responsibility 
is concerned, we are abreast, all of us, 
whether we have ten cows, or a thousand. 


I have said on occasion that no one has 
the right to go into the breeding of pure- 
bred cattle unless he is determined to do 
everything possible to improve the breed. 
I think it isn’t something to be entered into 
lightly. It isn’t something that someone 
should go into expecting to have results 
within a few years. This is a breed that 
has been hundreds of years in the building. 
Generation after generation of dedicated 
men have given their lives, their substance, 
their efforts to the building of this breed. 
In doing so they certainly have made a con- 
tribution to the development of the world 
and, in so doing, have developed this beau- 
tiful masterpiece we call Angus cattle. Any- 
one who takes lightly his responsibility as a 
breeder I liken to the man who enters a 
beautiful cathedral and defiles it, or the 
man who because of lack of appreciation 
and understanding passes by or helps to 
destroy one of the old masterpieces. Some 
in this audience today have travelled miles 
to see hanging on the walls of some of the 
art galleries of this, as well as other con- 
tinents, some of the old masters. Have you 
ever thought how much more simple it is 
for one man to put on canvas a masterpiece 
than it is for hundreds of men and tens of 
generations to put together the germ plasm 
that has resulted in the modern masterpiece 
known as Angus cattle? The fact that it is 
not the work of a single individual rather 
than detracting from the greatness of the 
achievement should add to the stature of 
the work itself. 


I have a deep-seated feeling that the man 
who engages in the breeding of purebred 
livestock should do so with a good deal of 
awe. He should approach his task thought- 
fully and with the determination that he 
will give whatever talents he has to the 
breed and the improvement of the breed. 
And, at no time should he consider it es- 
sential that the breed contribute to him. I 
don’t mean to imply, of course, that there 
is anything wrong with making money out 
of this business, because I think that if you 
do a good job you'll make money. I’ve 
heard it said on occasion that the man who 
goes into the purebred livestock business to 
make money will go broke, the man who 
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100 of his calves on the farm for your inspection.

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goes into it because he loves the business 
will make money. There isn’t any question 
that there’s money to be made but it isn’t 
to be done by shortcuts. I feel that if there 
is a man or a Woman among you that 
doesn’t thrill to the sight of a good beast, 
and who doesn’t thrill to the knowledge that 
men of giant stature have done much to 
mold the breed, then that man or woman is 
not a true breeder. 


What I’m trying to say is that your re- 
sponsibility is to the breed. The breed 
doesn’t owe you a thing. You don’t have to 
sit in on this game at all, but once you sit 
in, then I think that you have to be a mem- 
ber of the team. 


Now let’s talk about the small breeder 
again for just a moment. I would use an- 
other allegory and say that the small breed- 
er is the hub of the wheel and who is there 
to say that the hub is less important than 
the spoke, or the rim, or the tire of the 
wheel? On the other hand, if you take out 
any part of it you no longer have the wheel. 
I was talking to a business man in Kansas 
City not long ago. He made the statement 
that over 90% of the large business organi- 
zations in Kansas City were started there 
as small one, two, three to five men opera- 
tions. He was emphasizing the fact that 
big business didn’t move from elsewhere 
into Kansas City but it grew up in Kansas 
City. Just so, the small breeder, as he be- 
comes successful, can well become the large 
breeder. And if we trace back the blood 
lines of Angus cattle and determine, if pos- 
sible, where the outstanding blood lines had 
their roots, I think you would find the lines 
running like a spider web all over this con- 
tinent and Britain, many of them leading 
directly back to small, perhaps never-heard- 
of, herds of Angus cattle. 


Now to be sure this small breeder has 
problems. So also has he opportunities. 
Just as he has opportunities so he has re- 
sponsibilities, and if the problems seem in- 
surmountable then my advice to you is, 
don’t get into the Angus business. There’s 
no reason to get into the Angus business 
and then to sit down and wail. You can do 
that elsewhere and let the Angus breed 
alone. It’s too precious a thing for you to 
mess with. But if the Angus cattle are go- 
ing to continue to make a contribution to 
the production of commercial beef in these 
United States, I suggest that 90% of the 
bulls to be used for that purpose will come 
from the Farm-Family Breeder. I’m not 
suggesting that every family-sized herd is 
going to produce a grand champion or that 
in ten generations, even though some of 
those cattle get into the hands of master 
breeders, that they will produce champions. 
After all, they can’t all be champions, but 
they can all be good, they can all be gradu- 
ally improved, and we can make a very 
rapid improvement by elimination of the 
bottom of the breed. 
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Most encouraging, I believe, is a survey 
recently conducted by the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal which came up with facts and 
figures on the “average breeder-subscriber” 
to that magazine. This “average breeder- 
subscriber” has a herd of 61 purebred Aber- 
deen-Angus, with 42 females of breeding 
age. He sells 70% of surplus cattle as 
breeding stock. That points to the fact that 
he is making a contribution to the beef 
cattle industry. 


Where would the breed be if we didn’t 
have the small breeder? We _ probably 
wouldn’t have any breeders. We'd still be 
fooling around with a longhorn or hunting 
buffalo. I don’t believe we should ever 
think of one of our fellow breeders as being 
relegated to the second table. Fact of the 
matter is if I were going to seat all the 
Angus breeders in the United States for a 
dinner I’d put them at a round table—there 


wouldn’t be anyone ahead of anyone else, 
and I would defy you or breeders elsewhere 
to pick out the master breeders under those 
circumstances. 

President Eisenhower said in his speech 
the other day that the two most important 
things were People and Principles. We 
have a great breed of cattle. The breed can 
do nothing by itself. It must depend on 
the people who have it to determine whether 
or not it prospers, improves and flourishes 
and this will depend on the ability of the 
men who handle the breed’s germ plasm. 
And the breed will prosper and improve and 
flourish as long as you breeders fulfill your 
obligations with integrity, with principle, 
with ability, with dedication and with per- 
serverance. That is what is required to in- 
sure the continued progress of this breed 
as it has insured its progress up to this 
good hour. 


You folks who are here today, I am go- 
ing to guess, already have the answers to 
how to make money in the Angus cattle 
business and what I would say to you 
would be of little or no benefit to you, but 
you and I together have a few other prob- 
lems that may be if we can think out these 
things together it might be of some help. 


We might have a neighbor that is in dis- 
tress that we might help out. We might 
have a prospective buyer that we might 
help get started in the right direction. 


So I think our big job today is not what 
we can learn as individuals, but what we 
can learn that is good for Angus cattle, 
what we will learn to help our neighbor 
over the rough spot, and what we can learn 
to help the new man ease the burden and 
make the Angus business as attractive as 
possible. We can begin with the challenge 
Dr. Darlow told us about this morning. It 
is something that we need to work toward 
and improve our breed or we shouldn’t be 
in this business. 


Any breeder, regardless of what kind of 
livestock he is producing, is charged with 
making it better as he goes along or he has 
really let down the bars on his responsi- 
bility. I believe that just as firmly as I 
am standing here. 

I don’t believe breed improvement is 
something which will happen on a day-to- 
day basis, so to speak. For there will be 
years when we make very little progress, 
but our challenge is to do our best and to

work toward improving our breed: in a 
period of a lifetime. 

I think what makes you"and I, the smaller 
breeders, and men classified as the big 
breeders, breeders of merit, is pride of 
ownership. 


Pride of ownership enables you to over- 
come a lot of the obstacles that otherwise 
might throw you. I think the pride of a 
new born calf or the pride of helping some 
cow through a sick spell or the pride of 
being able to provide the proper food nutri- 
ents, the proper management, and proper 
thinking for our cattle to perform their best 
is the keynote to success or failure. If you 
can do it, I think in the beginning you 
should be building your herd and planning 
in terms of a lifetime proposition and not 
in terms of one year or a few months. 

I don’t believe we can help ourselves in 
the business in terms of only a few months. 
The cattle business is much slower. It is 
almost in the same relationship as the 
reproduction. You have a baby heifer calf 
or a baby bull calf. It is another 12 to 18 
months before it can be used. It is another 
period of feeding and developing before 
another calf is born and it is another series 
of feeding and developing before you have 
something for sale. 

Then, if we accept our jeb, accept those 
responsibilities over a lifetime, I think our 
chances of success are greatly enhanced. I 
think if we are going to look at our busi- 
ness on a short-term basis we are going to

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be out more often than we will ever be in 
business. 

I am convinced in my mind that you need 
some diversity along with your cattle to go 
over these rough years, and to get through 
a herd building program. I don’t know, it 
might be cotton, or tobacco, or pecans, or 
it might be grass seed. It might be almost 
anything. Up in my section it is the pro- 
duction of orchard grass seed, using an ex- 
ample, which I think is a necessity to ade- 
quately find the answers to the road to 
profit. Diversity is an absolute necessity 
if you expect to be a breeder and improver. 

I think also you must have very clearly 
in mind what Angus type and what this 
beef business is. What is the thing that it 
is going to be? I think you must be vision- 
ary in ascertaining the future of the kind 
of cattle you are producing. I don’t believe 
that all of the improvements of the breed 
has been accomplished by any means. I 
think there is still much to be done. 


I think in the future you will study about 
and think about more red meat in a steer 
and less waste. You are going to breed 
toward that. In spite of all the talk and 
thinking we are doing about increasing the 
size of the cattle, I think you will find very 
little will be done toward increasing the size 
of beef cattle. You may build a little bone 
in them but there are some factors that I 
think will keep from changing the size in 
the immediate future. Our buying public 
has pretty definitely set on a size cut that 
will stay with us. 

There are also other factors. Coarseness 
is one of those things which seems to go 
along with slow maturing cattle. There has 
been some confusion about weight for age, 
gainability and other things. 

I am firmly convinced those gaining 
cattle are coming out of our good cattle. 
Not out of our extremes. I say if we are 
going to increase the size of our cattle and 
increase the width and depth and get away

from tallow and wastiness, I still think we 
have a challenge as a breeder and as an 
improver. I think we still have a long way 
to go. 

I think any lad starting out today, as a 
club boy, as a breeder, has as much chance 
for success, if he is visionary as anybody 
else that has climbed to the top rung of 
success breeding good cattle. So I think 
you have to have a high standard in your 
mind on this road to profit, and you need 
to be a pretty good judge of livestock if 
you expect to reach your goal. It is very 
simple to go to a sale some place and buy a 
set of cattle, maybe sired by the Interna- 
tional grand champion bull, or some bull 
you never heard of, and have a little set of 
calves born. Later on you can offer them 
to the public and find you only thought you 
were on top of the ladder, but you were 
more nearly at the foot of it. 

So I think you need to be a pretty good 
judge if you are producing meat animals. 
And especially true if you are producing 
purebred livestock. 

I think you need certain standards to go 
by in your cow herd, particularly because 
as I see it, you and [ as smaller breeders 
have not and probably never will be known 
as suppliers of females. We are going to 
do mostly our work toward supplying com- 
mercial bulls in a 50 to 100-mile radius of 
where we live. 

That should be our big market. We are 
then charged with the leadership and re- 
sponsibility of producing commercial bulls 
which will go into a man’s herd and will sire 
good to choice feeder calves, and the kind 
of heifers which will keep that man in the 
business. Will they be good 
milkers? Will he have a lot of trouble at 
calving time? Will they have ill-shaped 
udders as 99 per cent of those little baby 
calves are born by themselves, and they 
have to find the teats by themselves to get 
the first load of milk? 

If you and I, as purebred breeders, are 
breeding and promoting purebred cattle, 
and they won’t do that thing, I think we are 
on the wrong track. 

In addition I think to build a cow herd 
we must not sell the few real top cows that 
will advance the quality of our herds. This 
is one big reason why we have so few really 
top breeding herds of long standing. 


No one bull you and I will ever own will 
ever satisfy us with all the job we want to 
do with Angus cattle. A _ constructive 
breeding program is a succession of good 
bulls from good cow lines which will 
steadily sire a set of calves better than the 
mothers they come out of. 


So I think with high standards to go by 
we will do a lot better than we ever dreamed 
that we could and we will be further on 
the road to profit.

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I say it runs from 10 to 50 per cent of the 
females that we breeders produce are prob- 
ably too low to reach the low round of per- 
fection we set up for our cow herd. The 
best job you can do for yourself, your 
neighbor and the Angus breed is to see that 
these females find their way into the feed- 
lot and make choice prime beef, rather than 
a mediocre commercial cow. 

You and I as small breeders cannot set 
ourselves up as dispensers of great females. 
We will never be able to build a herd of 
cattle that way for the simple reason we 
will not have the money to go to the top 
herds of the land and buy their top females. 
I think the one or two females you produce 
each year which will take your cow herd up 


the ladder of improvement must stay in the 
herd and be used to strengthen it. That is 
the building program which might help 
lead us along the road to profit. 

I think another thing that saps our 
strength is this business, and it is very apt 
to give us trouble, is the continuous use of 
a bull. You and I can’t afford to use a bull 
too long. For anything that is wrong with 
cattle, unless it is starvation or malnutri- 
tion, we can get rid of only by breeding it 
out of them. 

Now I believe so far as a selling program 
is concerned it is a big job and a hard job. 
Because the people who are seeking new 
animals for purebred herds are compara- 
tively few and they have to be sought out.

These men have to be sought out and maybe 
screened, They need to know a lot of 
things and a lot of the pitfalls that they 
can avoid and that is the reason we are 
talking together here today about our 
Angus business. 


I believe it can be done and I believe 
firmly that your personality and honesty 
and integrity of purpose is your greatest 
selling attribute. You have heard it said, 
one man in particular in the Angus busi- 
ness has a whale of a big sale and gets 
decent prices as compared to what the rest 
of us get. They said, I wonder how much 
is for the cattle and how much is for the 
man. His honesty and integrity and his 
reputation as a breeder have helped sell his 
cattle at a premium. 


Now you and I are probably not big 
enough we think to carry on a tremendous 
advertising program or be gone from home 
all the time. So we have to think of the 
sales opportunities back home again within 
a radius of 50 to 100 miles from our home. 
What about our own little district shows 
and sales and state sales? It is a whole 
lot better to have a champion at a little 
district sale than it is to be the tail-end of 
the state sale. As you go up you will be 
surprised how nice a reputation you can 
build and how many more dollars your 
cattle will bring in if you keep them in the 
proper competition and keep them moving 
in the places where they can do good. 


You probably are going to find that a card 
or letter or telephone call to your customer 
will help. I don’t care if it is only a com- 
mercial bull you sold, ask him if the bull 
got started off all right. If it is in the 
wintertime, for example, a sack of feed 
given when the bull is bought, to start him 
off, is a big help. It makes the customer 
feel much better to have this happen to 
him. So I know that a great deal can be 
done on that score to build a good will. 


I also believe that there is an awfully lot 
that can be done in the preparation of our 
cattle for sale which will make us friends. 
If you are selling two-year-old bulls, in 
place of standing them in a dry lot and 
feeding them grain until they are two years 
old, I think those bulls will have to be de- 
veloped on grass with more silage and hay 
and with a short conditioning period, rather 
than fed too much grain. Bred females 
should be developed in a similar manner. 


I think we must put our production pro- 
gram so far as feed and labor are concerned 
on a commercial level, rather than on a 
level where we know the cattle can’t pos- 
sibly pay out. 


I think in advising a new man or in plan- 
ning your own program it is also necessary 
to stay as far away from fads as you pos- 
sibly can. In other words, steaks, roasts 
and good hamburger are the things we’re 
producing. Some of those other things are 
lovely, they are romantic, they are great 
promoters of our breed, and we get an aw-

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ful lot of publicity from them, but I don’t 
know how much you and I as smaller breed- 
ers can afford to indulge in some things 
that actually can’t produce any more pounds 
of beef for us. I am not taking anything 
away from anybody’s program, but I believe 


for us smaller fellows on the way up and 
trying to make progress we need to stay 
pretty well away from a lot of those things. 
If we breed and sell better Angus, we'll 
probably find it easier to stay on the road 
to profit. 


First Question and Answer Period .. . 


Questions from the floor regarding the talks by Dr. 
A. E. Darlow and Kenneth Litton—which were the 
opening discussions at the Second Annual Conference. 


General Chairman Frank Richards: Last 
year there were not enough question and 
answer sessions in our conference. I don’t 
like to plant questions. I don’t like to play 
with a marked deck, I like the questions to 
come from the floor of the meeting and I 
hope some of you now have questions you 
would like to ask Dr. A. E. Darlow and Ken- 
neth Litton. 

Jim McGregor: We hear a lot more about 


the bull and how much money is spent for 


bulls and I wonder how important is the 
cow herd? 

Kenneth Litton: The improvement of the 
cow herd must gradually come about by 
saving two or three of the best heifers each 
year as replacements. I guess if you would 
follow that over a 10 or 15-year period you 


would find the greater part of your herd 
was built up around one, two or three cows. 
And in this case families are important be- 
cause we have kept our herd replacements 
from families which have done good. To 
make the proper selection is a very impor- 
tant thing in building the cow herd. Your 
cows must be free from these difficulties so 
they will calve normally, milk well, ete. It 
would be possible to lose the usefulness of a 
top Angus bull if the cows aren’t kept up 
to a top level. 

Jim McGregor: If you have already got 
the cow herd where do you go from there? 

Kenneth Litton: I want to tell you about 
going to Highlands. I went over there to 
work on a set-up where we had the poorest 
land that could be obtained in Virginia and

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low quality Angus heifers which we ob- 
tained at a reasonable price for demonstra- 
tion purposes. That’s how we started at 
Highlands with one exception, a good bull. 
Within less than ten years, we were using 
granddaughters and great-granddaughters 
of those original females. And they were 
good enough in those years to be around 
the top in our local district sales and state 
sales in Virginia. So if you want to build a 
good herd from a low start, it is possible 
through the use of good bulls. 

Tom Marlow: You made reference Mr. 
Litton to this weight for age in cattle. I 
don’t think any of us are interested in 
growing extremely large cattle but we are 
interested in how fast they grow up to a 
certain point. Do you feel we can stay 
within the quality cattle we have now, what 
we consider our top quality cattle? Can’t 
we separate them from those that haven’t 
the rapid growth potential? Couldn’t we 
use this information to help select replace- 
ments? Can’t we improve the growth po- 
tential of our cattle without losing quality? 

Kenneth Litton: Yes, I believe that with 
all my heart, and if we don’t do it that way 
we will have wasted years and years of 
possible breed improvement and the money 
of the best breeders we have. 

Dr. L. M. Cropsey: I would like to ask 
Dr. Darlow if he can give us a little more 
idea what is a family-sized herd? Is it 
15,000 or 70 cows? There must be an av- 
erage somewhere near. As I understand 
some family herds maybe have 10 cows. 
What is the economical size of family 
herds? 

Dr. A. E. Darlow: I don’t know, but the 
point is this. Regardless of how large or 
how small the herd may be, a man has an 
opportunity to improve his breed. Kenneth 
suggested a minute ago that if a breeder 
will really select his good females and put 
them back in the herd he will find out after 
while his entire herd is based on one, or two 
or three cows, and I think you will find that 
is true. 

Now regarding a family-sized herd, you 
will come back to the proposition of the 
bull. Somebody told me there was a grand 
champion bull two years in a row at the 
Perth show in Scotland, and the gentleman 
that produced the bulls had only one cow, 
and that would be the minimum I reckon. 


I would say if a man starts with as few 
as 15 cows, with this ability and judgment 
that Kenneth Litton talked about, a deter- 
mination to do a job, he can sure get it done. 
I don’t anticipate he will stay at 15 cows, 
but I don’t think the number is important 
as the kinds of two things. The kind of 
cattle and the kind of men who have those 
cattle. 

Start with 15 and get as big as you like, 
but it can be done and has been done.

It is 
fundamental and basic. Its pattern and de- 
sign is something we have to keep in mind 
all the time. 

Now as we crossed the road out here at 
the State Police Station possibly you saw a 
sign which says “Information.” I saw a 
sign over at the Union Building this morn- 
ing, it said “Information.” Now this infor- 
mation is something that we read about on 
So this morning I am going to chart 


signs. 
a course. Chart an outline. Make a plan 
for you. Now a good breeding program is 


the only plan that can be used in a journey 
from the starting point to the land of 
achievement as far as this industry is con- 
cerned. And I consider it an extremely im- 
portant industry. I think the same thing 
applies to industry, applies to this beef 
cattle business, because it is a big industry 
and it needs major consideration in terms 
of planning a program. 

I have outlined briefly some of the things

that cross-section the entire industry. Now 
the first is Information. We won’t spend 
very much time on it but I consider it ex- 
tremely basic in America and to me infor- 
mation helps fight three of the major ene- 
mies of mankind of which the first is “Star- 
vation.” 

We use “Information” here in America to 
help fight starvation. We take this infor- 
mation all over the world in a point 4 pro- 
gram to help fight starvation. 

The second thing “Information” does is 
help fight disease. The third thing is, of 
course, that it helps fight ignorance and 
those three things are threats so far as the 
progress of humanity is concerned. That is 
the real reason for Land Grant Colleges and 
for Universities to be established to secure 
this “Information” and make it available 
to the public. 

Now after information has been made 
available we need to be able to use this in- 
formation. And I just outlined briefly the 
way that this information can be used. After 
all the information is available in the li- 
braries.

to go out and observe things. 
about this observation. 
First of all it should be accurate. 


Second 
it should be complete. The third thing is 
comparison. In the classroom we think 
about two or three or four of maybe half a 
dozen animals but today this Institution of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle cuts clear across 
the world. With modern means of trans- 
portation this field of comparison is not 
only in your own county, but also in your 
own state and nation. 

The fourth thing is making a Conclusion 
and to make a sound conclusion you must 
have the proper information. You must 
make an accurate, complete observation and 
you must compare the entire animal in the 
pool of comparison which is the entire Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle population in the world 
today. 


I listed a fifth thing. I was rather im- 
pressed at the airport at Fort Worth, Texas, 
is carved these words in the imperishable 
rock. It says, “The deeds of yesterday and 
today are but stepping stones to the future.” 

Now I want to emphasize this stepping 
stone business so far as honesty is concern- 
ed. If we lack some of this stuff they call 
honesty, they can be stumbling blocks as 
well as stepping stones. So I think honesty, 
being honest with yourself, as well as in 
terms of judging. Sometimes fancy may 
play too important a role in drawing con- 
clusions. So honesty should also be our 
objective just as Dean Darlow mentioned 
this morning in his talk.

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A breed is a group of individuals possess- 
ing distinctive characters not common to 
other members of the same species, and 
these characteristics are well enough estab- 
lished so they will be transmitted to the 
next generation te a great degree of uni- 
formity. And that is true in the things we 
are talking about. 

They are black. They don’t have horns 
and their muscular system is extremely im- 
portant for that is what you consume. We 
like to view them from a rectangular ap- 
proach. Deep in the fore and rear flanks. 

I like to think of an Aberdeen-Angus in 
terms of beef type and breed type. I would 
like to think of the top line being straight 
as a die and for that comparison I would 
like to use a gun barrel. You can say they 
are straight as a gun barrel, and should be 
smooth from end to end. If you sawed the 
gun barrel in two and set it in this region 
you will have a little swell above the skele- 
tal processes that really makes the con- 
sumer like him 

When we are thinking in terms of breed 
type, Sex Character is an important factor. 
The cow should be feminine. She should 
have mature instincts of a good mother. 
She should be a cow with a good udder so 
she can feed her young for five or six 
months. A bull should be masculine. There 
are items to be considered in the breeding 
of beef cattle, and of course, they are im- 
portant things so far as the skeletal struc- 
ture is concerned. 

Now this top conformation might be de- 
sign or pattern. In selecting beef cattle 
we should know just a few things about 
conformation. The general dimensions of 
beef cattle, most of you are pretty familiar 
with them. First of all, they should be 
straight in their lines. Any way you look 
at them, they should be straight. Their 
legs should be set on the corners in such a 
way they will carry the animal. Most herds 
don’t earn all their living just standing in 
the feedlot. Probably most beef cattle have 
to harvest the surface vegetation of this 
land in the form of grass and roughage. 
Most of the time they have to get around 
and walk to do this. 

It is extremely important that our cattle 
should be balanced in conformation. We 
can be extremely fooled in animals that may 
be good in one part and not so good in 
others. 

In our state they produce a lot of auto- 
mobiles and trucks. They buy a lot of land 
and put those items to a test. They call it 
a proving ground and if they are not bal- 
anced they want to find out why they are 
not balanced. I don’t think we have made 
enough study, thinking in terms of balance 
in animal skeletal structure. It is extreme- 
ly important so far as conformation is con- 
cerned, because there is a great relationship 
between form and function. I think they 
are completely related. 

Thinking in terms of quality, it might be 
defined as refinement of fibre—head, hide,

When 
we take the hide off, there are other fea- 
tures where you look for quality. Quality 
is important. 


Size is a dangerous thing to bring up. 
There is a little difference in opinion on 
size, but I think when you add it all up, we 
all agree on size. I know in herd estab- 
lishment, and in maintaining a herd of 
cattle, it is an important item to consider. 


We hear about the middle of the road 
kind of beef cattle. I don’t think you should 
go to sleep on it. I don’t think you should 
want a little or big skeletal structure. You 
will be in trouble, but I think the middle of 
the road kind can be illustrated. 


Talking about roads, there are a lot of 
you here that can remember the pioneers 
who built the roads of this country. Most 
of them who built roads to stay built them 
just a shade higher in the center than on 
the sides so the water would run off. And 
then the smart pioneers who had to haul 
their produce on these roads, hitched their 
teams to the wagon to pull those loads to 
town with the smaller horse on the near 
side. He was the closest to the center of 
the road. He was pulling his share down 
hill all the time and the big horse was pull-

should use more common sense when we 
think of size in those cattle and keep our

team hitched so it will take up the slack 
and keep pulling on the upgrade. 

Natural fleshing, that is muscling. That 
is the thing we eat. Talk about meat type 
hogs. I expect some day to talk about meat 
type cattle, because this natural fleshing is 
the thing that makes Angus bring the high 
prices on the market, and it is important 
that animals are made right in the region 
of valuable cuts. 

I am thinking of one region especially. 
This natural fleshing or muscling is im- 
portant in the rear end from the hooks 
back; the rump especially. Why? The 
valuable meat is there. There are also eco- 
nomic reasons. 

They tell us in research that muscle is 
only 50 per cent efficient. That means it 
is efficient only when he contracts, and if 
an animal is propelled in this rear quarter. 
A long quarter is important, thinking in 
terms of his transportation. 

Another important thing mentioned this 
morning. You want these cows to have 
calves without a lot of assistance, and it 
looks to me like a straight road and a long 
road is the easiest way out for a calf. If 
the consumer wants it, he will pay for it. 
So far as transportation on the range, it is 
important. So far as reproduction, it is 
important. So far as looks are concerned, 
it contributes to good looks. 

There are three factors to discuss when 
you consider “Condition.” Is the cow fat 
enough? Is the bull fat enough? 

Second, what kind is its quality? 


And third, Where is it? In other words, 
is he smooth as the gun barrel down the top 
or is he rough over his shoulders or along 
his ribs, or patchy around his tail head? 


Condition takes in three things: the 
amount, the kind and the place. 


I have talked about and will talk about 
Action. I mentioned the fact these animals 
earn their living a lot by walking. For 
this reason I think it is important that we 
know a little something about action in beef 
cattle. And two things here go hand in 
hand, and that is: Action and Soundness. 
There is a relationship between action and 
soundness in beef cattle. The way the 
front end of this animal is tied together in 
fluences how this animal moves in fron 
and I mentioned it when we talked about 
the length of that rump. It determines 
how he moves behind and, of course, the 
super structure slope at the shoulder, the 
way that neck comes out at the top of the 
shoulder or whether it comes out down the 
middle of the shoulders, or whether it comes 
to a point at the shoulders, determines this 
animal’s stride, as he goes forward. The 
way he stands on his front feet determines 
the direction of movement. The way those 
joints are made, the way those feet are 
made and the size and shape of them in- 
fluences his wearing qualities, contributes 
to his balance, and contributes to his ef- 
ficiency. 
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If an animal is standing with all four 
feet balanced, what foot moves first? What 
foot moves second, third and fourth if the 
animal has a four beat gait. 

Now there are degrees so far as the walk 
is concerned. The length is from point of 
breaking-over to point of contact. The di- 
rectness has to do whether an animal stands 
straight, whether he stands pigeon-toed or 
whether he stands splay-footed. 

They tell us the shortest distance between 
two points is a straight line, and I imagine 
it is the most efficient. Those are things 
you think of in terms of directness. 

How far does he get that foot off the 
ground? In other words, does he push it 
or roll corn cobs? They should be able to 
clear the ground when they break over. 

Power, of course, is an indication of gen- 
eral vigor and vitality. Rapidity is not so 
important here but is awfully important in 
the animals running in the Kentucky Derby 
next Saturday. 

And then the spring. That is an indica- 
tion of his wearing quality. Regularity. 
Lameness will break up regularity in an 
animal. 

Balance, of course, is the blending to- 
gether of the things we have just discussed. 
Balance is important all the way through as 
far as your animal is concerned. As far as 
the skeletal structure is concerned, and he 
should be developed well in the regions of 
valuable cuts. 

In the majority of instances, I think ef- 
ficiency is what we are looking for as far 
as the producer is concerned. So far as re- 
production is concerned, I think that is the 
one animal we are looking for. The most 
information on the business. Thinking in 
terms of an economic analysis. 


There is an old saying that the hand is 
faster than the eye. When these animals 
move out here today, you may have to 
watch them and check them and double 
check to tell me what foot moved first, what 
second and what third. If the same one 
starts on whatever cycle. In other words, 
there is preparatory phase, and then break 
over and contact, and then there is recovery. 
I don’t expect you to become experts in this, 
but I think if you are going to become con- 
structive, you will study some of these 
things that are under the hide. Some of 
the things there influence the economy of 
animals. I think they should stand an eco- 
nomic analysis and | really think an eco- 
nomic combination will combine beauty 
with utility for actual farm use. 

In closing I would like to compliment you 
as a group of animal breeders. I think you 
have done an excellent job. I think you are 
going to have a lot of competition in the 
future. I think you will have to do a bet- 
ter job in the future than you have done in 
the past on some things. That is the way 
it is with industry. There is a lot of change 
taking place. We are traveling on a fast 
track. It is not an easy job to produce 
these good ones.

Angus Carcass Value Improvements

We tried to pick a steer from one of our 
district shows that we thought might be a 
wasty sort of steer. We picked this steer 
to my left. He was ninth place winner in 
the district show and he was about the 
wastiest thing we found in this particular 
show with a black hide on him, and we have 
this live picture beside him. I think most 
of you would agree that he is a pretty 
blocky type of steer and we were going to 
match him up with another steer. A home 
grown steer that we had here at the uni- 
versity farm that maybe had too much leg 


under him and maybe some other things 
that you might not like. We have both car- 
casses here. 

Actually they both graded prime. The 
steer on your right, being the farm grown 
steer, looks pretty straight in his lines. The 
one of the left has a little ridginess in the 
carcass. 

As we cut the carcass we can see the fat. 
It is something that the consumer is becom- 
ing more and more conscious of, and we 
wanted you to see some cuts and data on 
these carcasses.

chemical composition of these steers. We 
compared them with some work we are do- 
ing on grades of cattle and if you wi!l look 
at your sheet you will find chemical compo- 
sition by grade. 

The prime steers represented are these 
two animals. When you bone out the fat 
and lean these two carcasses produced about 
50 per cent fat and 50 per cent lean which 
makes you wonder if we aren’t getting a 
little too much fat in some of these whole- 
sale cuts. 

I would like to show you a steak from the 
steer on your left. You can see there is 
plenty of fat on it. Here is the pot roast 
from the shoulder, called the arm pot roast. 
There again you see quite a bit of fat, and 
that is what the housewife objects to. Ac- 
tually the two steers I would say, all in 
all were a little disappointing. 

We expected one to be a little wastier and 
the other a little trimmer. Actually we 
found one with a big eye of beef and he 
doesn’t show it on foot. He has plenty of 
fat, and he is superior to the other steer. 

We did make an interesting observation. 
We did a cost analysis on the protein, on 
the various grades. We took current prices 
and figured out the protein would have cost 
$3.69 a pound on the prime versus, $1.88 on 
the good and $1.66 on commercial, so the 
beef is a good source of protein. Then we 
are paying quite a bit for protein when we 
get it from these two steers. 

How many have considered only about 25 
per cent of the beef carcass, that is the 
loin and the rib, is recommended for dry 
heat cookery? That is, it can be broiled or 
roasted. The other 75 per cent is either pot 
roast, ground or stewed. When we finish 
an animal to grade prime, we are improv- 
ing the eating qualities of maybe these two 
cuts but I doubt if we are improving the 
eating qualities of the other 75 per cent of 
the carcass. 

Now I will turn the subject over to Pro- 
fessor Kunkle.

The goal of beef production is meat to 
eat. Someone has calculated that 5% tons 
would be the weight of grass and other feed 
consumed annually by animals in order to 
furnish each of us our fair share of meat. 
We do not envy these cattle of their pur- 
pose in life but are glad for them because 
all normal human beings enjoy eating beef. 
Our basis of living enables us to rate beef 
as the standard meat, just as gold is our 
standard for money. 


Beef is defined as the flesh of the mature 
or nearly mature bovine animal. Carcass 
beef from the black doddie—Aberdeen- 
Angus to you—has long been known as the 
ideal in packinghouse coolers and among 
men who are responsible for grading and 
selling. Historically the live animal of the 
Angus breed was identified as a_ barrel 


shaped beast in contrast to the long bodied, 
long horned bovines that inhibited these 
parts in the days of trailing to the Balti- 
more Market. 

At the risk of duplication of some of the 
anatomy ideals previously suggested on this 
program let’s reason together on the ge- 
ometry of live animals that are conductive 
to maximum carcass yield so far as dress- 
ing percentage is concerned. 

The ball shape would provide the most in 
the smallest space. The ellipse might be a 
more practical figure, but the rectangle has 
been modified to most nearly simulate the 
beef bred animal. Those long-legged, long 
shallow bodied animals in many instances 
were allowed to grow and survive on fresh 
air and sunshine with just a suggestion of 
feed. Their skeleton was proportionately

too large and since bone is inedible such 
shaped animals were thought to be poor 
sources of edible portion. 


The typical Angus steer that you know 
most about might be described as a rotund 
figure. His shoulders may seem to be bold 
but there is so much muscle behind the arm 
and blade bones that the front legs have to 
be prominent. The rib and loin regions are 
never too wide so long as muscle is the pri- 
mary component. Rumps and rounds are 
also important regions to observe in three 
dimensions. Where else would you look for 
the ideal source of roast and steak? Flanks, 
plates and shanks may come but more lean 
and less fat is always complimented. 


Let’s move on to the conclusion of the 
“Quality” contribution to beef carcass im- 
provement by proposing that we minimize 
total yield of carcass weight as expressed 
by dressing percentage in favor of more 
bites of lean meat with fat limited to %- 
inch thickness. This might be called edible 
portion. 


The rib eye as shown on this sample is 
usually considered to be a cross-section of 
the carcass physical composition. This wide, 
thick eye (longissimus dorsi muscle) has 
been traced and found to measure almost 
13 square inches—it is Angus. The live 
steer weighed 975 pounds on April 7, 1956. 
In contrast we have a comparable rib sec- 
tion from a utility grade cow carcass that 
measures only 7.2 square inches—it ain’t 
Angus. 


In addition to edible portion as con- 
tributed to the consumer via carcass shape 
we must consider “Quality.” Let’s use this 
over worked word to denote meat eating 
characteristics of tenderness, juiciness and 
flavor. The age of beef animals is usually 
associated with tenderness. Until we know 
more about muscle chemistry we can bet 
upon youthfulness and usual feed and man- 
agement to correlate directly. 

This prime sample is typical of a long 
yearling that never knew a hungry day in 
its life. We have it for an example and 
also for insurance of the anxiety on the 
part of our Ohio director Edward O. Elliott. 
There isn’t any need for more quality as 
exhibited in these two hanging sides. Cer- 
tainly Professor Cole and associates have 
done well to demonstrate quality in this 
beef exhibit, but can we—you Angus breed- 
ers—afford to rest upon such laurels? 

The association booklet “Blacks Breed 
Better Beef” is telling the story of your 
carcass successes. You are very vulnerable 
to have to defend the long list of carcass 
championships. Todays emphasis upon car- 
cass evaluation and consumer preference 
demands work upon your part. The diction- 
ary is the only place where “success” holds 
its place ahead of “work.” Your competi- 
tion is out to beat your claims so well stated 
in the 4 B’s publication of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

Carcass studies, contests and other beef 
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merchandising experiences call for the best 
you have to offer. 

Performance testing that includes the 
carcass is the least you can do to guarantee 
~ your goal. 

Last year you considered some improve- 


ments to strive for, may I add this chal- 
lenge? Let’s try for: 
° 1. 80 per cent edible portion of carcass 
weight. 
2. 6 per cent trimmable fat of carcass 
weight. 


3. 14 per cent Bone. 

This goal will probably require 16 square 
inches of rib eye from steers. To be eco- 
nomical they should weigh 900 to 950 
pounds alive at 18 months of age. You'll 
have to use the eye of the master to stop 
’em at the right time to market this am- 
bitious ideal carcass. To feed ’em a little 
longer may defeat the purpose and just 
make ’em too fat. 

In closing the success of Angus carcass 
production can be achieved by devoted folks 
when you are determined to make improve- 
ment. Then such market animals will not 
give their lives in vain but rather that you 
and-all Americans may enjoy a longer, hap- 
pier more abundant life in these United 
States. 


Second Question and 
Answer Period 


Chairman Frank Richards: We are ready 
for some questions if you have any. 

Question: How much is due to feeding 
and how much is due to breeding the size 
of the eye in that rib? 

Professor Kunkle: We probably ought to 
stop feeding steers when they are not more 
than 18 months of age and approximately 
900 to 950 pounds of live weight. Just like 
the tree, the beast reaches a stage of ma- 
turity. If you let the tree go, what hap- 
pens? It goes down hill and you don’t 
have much lumber one of these days. Straw- 
berries have to be picked in Tennessee to- 
day. You don’t put it off. Likewise, when 
the farmer fattens his cattle he must be 
responsible for the time the cattle are mar- 
keted. We are trying to feed them to get 
a higher dressing percentage, and I am 
against that. We need to know when to stop 
these animals. As a matter of fact, if we 
had done this beast real justice we would 
have stopped him when he was weighing 
just past 900 pounds. That was probably 
back in January, because he was used for 
educating boys all through February and 
March. It takes a little courage to stop 
these beautiful shining black beasts, but 
they wouldn’t have had a chance to live, had 
it not been for this purpose. We don’t like 
this island of fat, but we better take that in 
competition with a hunk of fat like this.

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better than grass fat. When they said in 
Texas grass is not an obscene word I start- 
ed to back up. I have tasted some very 
decent flavored beef that looked a little 
lean and I have been nauseated by fat 
which wasn’t refrigerated and probably was 
being eaten three or four weeks after 
slaughter. 

Our Cuban friends are accused of eating 
hard meat, and it comes from bulls that 
just live on fresh air, sunshine, and a little 
water. And they apologize to us because 
they are feeding us hard meat, but they 
learned long ago that too much fat is a 
fault rather than a virtue. I think we bet- 
ter be catching on pretty soon. 

It takes more feed to make a pound of 
fat than a pound of muscle. We can’t seem 
to get a hold of ourselves and say, “Today 
is the day to sell our steers.” 

Question: What about the government 
graders? 

Answer: The boys in Washington are 
human beings just like every one of us here, 
and they are living by a rule book just the 
same as the Preacher uses the Bible. When 
everybody quits thinking that because this 
beast has stayed at home, has eaten so 
much feed, and looks so beautiful it is now 
prime; then the meat grader can change. 
But I can’t think of anybody that will get 
more criticism than the meat grader that 
would say, “I can’t call it prime.” And if 
you were Selling this steer and if the buyer 
didn’t call it prime, we would recommend 
disposing of him. 

Now the sooner we wake up and tell Fred 
Beard and John Pierce and others that 
there must be a ceiling on the amount of 
fat that comes on prime beef, the sooner we 
will get the rules changed. I have been 
their critic and I will also run to their de- 
fense. They are human beings and they 
need help if we are going to correct this 
situation. Why cut fat off and put it in the 
tallow barrel under the butcher table and 
sell it for $3.00 a hundred pounds. At no 
time does it approach the original price the 
packer paid. 

General Chairman Frank Richards: I 
have wished that those of you in the Aber- 
deen-Angus business could take more time 
to follow the carcass contest at the Inter- 
national and become better acquainted with 
the kind of beasts that are winning the 
grand championship for us. I don’t know 
whether you recognize the winner of the 
show that really has the glamor, the Grand 
Champion Steer of the International, would 
never place in the first 20 carcasses of the 
carcass contest because he has been taken 
too far down the road. He has too much 
of what you are asking questions about. 
How much fat would have to be trimmed 
off before they would ever buy it in a high 
class night club? I want to pass along 
something that Dean H. H. Kildee said to 
me a few years ago when we were talking 
about changing type of Aberdeen-Angus. 
The Dean said as long as you can breed an 
animal that will have a big red muscle go-

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You Dont Have to Disperse or Sell a Herd Just Because You 


I have heard that some breeders have become dis- 
couraged and sold off their herds because dwarf cattle 
were prevalent in their cattle. Some of these breeders 
made the mistake of continuing to use a dwarf carrier 
bull long after he was proved to be a carrier. 


Let’s suppose John Doe has a very fine herd of 
Angus cattle, but has used a number of dwarf carrier 
bulls. He would like to continue breeding the same line 
of cattle. The solution looks easy to me. 


Select the best looking young bulls that have the 
right size and type that you can find in the herd, even 
though they may be sired by the dwarf carrier bull. 
Breed each of these young bulls to twelve or fifteen 
cows that are known to be carriers. If John Doe has 
always sold his dwarf carrier cows, then I suggest that 
he go out and buy some dwarf carrier Hereford cows 
that are known carriers and breed these good young 
bulls to these cows. The chances are that about half 
of the young bulls he tries will prove to be clean and 
will not throw any dwarf calves. 


Then, his next move should be to breed the clean, 
young bulls to his old cows that are 10 years old or old- 
er, that have never had a dwarf calf. If he’s been using 
dwarf carrier bulls for a number of years, then prob- 
ably any cows that have had 8 or 10 calves or more, 
probably are clean. They are not proved 100% without 
question, clean, but chances are that they’re clean. I 
would, therefore, suggest that John Doe go ahead and 
find clean, young bulls and breed them to these old, 
apparently, non-carrier cows. 


Then, I would suggest John Doe tell his customers

what he’s doing. That he has proved out certain bulls 
to be non-carriers. That he is selling young bulls with 
a guarantee that they’re non-carriers, and if they 
should happen to prove to be carriers, he will replace 
them with other young bulls that are felt to be non- 
carriers and take back the carrier bull and sell him 
for meat. 


I think it is foolish for good breeders to disperse or 
sell off their herds just because they have a problem 
like this. Other breeders have probably other problems 
that are almost as serious. The reason I suggest breed- 
ing for clean herds as far as dwarfism is concerned is, 
that it is so simple that it is amazing to me that it 
hasn’t been done before. Probably, it has been done 
before, but not on a very large scale. 


Why Not Hire a Good Geneticist ? 


Sometimes I have noticed wealthy men paying 
$10,000 to $30,000 for heifers with fancy family names 
and fancy pedigrees. Why wouldn’t it be real smart to 
employ a first class geneticist, from one of the good 
agricultural colleges and let him help you carry on a 
real breeding program? That way you can brag to 
your friends that you not only have some well bred 
cattle, but you even have a geneticist figuring out how 
to breed the cattle, and your geneticist is a real ‘“‘whiz- 
zer’. I don’t think beef cattle breeders make good use 
of our college trained men.

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Day, they pick a car that can go a fast 500 
miles. This kind of an automobile would 
compare with the so-called prime federally 
graded beef or the sire or dam of that kind 
of steer. It seems to me there is an excuse 
for the show ring standards to accept these 
kind of cattle and then sort of grade up 
the great common herd. The great popu- 
lation of cattle try to be relatives to those 
top kind. We see how close we can follow 
in the dust of those fast running automo- 
biles, or these fast running steers. 

I don’t know if that is a good comparison 
but that is the best one I can use to refute 
the criticism that comes from some of our 
friends who are strong on economy without 
having any of the fun and glamor that goes 
with show ring competition. 

Frank says there isn’t much glamor that 
goes with the carcass contest. I hope one 
of these days we can give away something 
to the folks that have the courage to stick 
their necks out and nominate their beautiful 
steer to compete in a carcass contest, even 
after he has achieved the blue ribbon. Then 
we will see what we are doing and we will 
get somewhere. 

Question: Do you think packers will ever 
buy beef on a cut out pattern? 

Answer: That is too complicated. I do 
think he will take time to be a little more 
critical than he has been in the past, and I 
think we can borrow this observation from 
our poultry friends. They take time to 
grade a four cent egg. We ought to take 
time to grade a $200 steer. 

Question: I would like to know what ef- 
fect the method of feeding has on the size 
of the eye of this beef? 

Frank Richards: We 
into Angus beef. 

Dr. Johnson: I was in a meeting about a 
year ago where one man got up and made 
the statement all we had done with our beef 
cattle since the days of Texas Longhorns 
Was put some more fat on them. So we 
got some Texas Longhorns at Iowa State.

I agree with Professor Kunkle. We will 
have to do a lot more meat research in the 
years ahead to get the answers you folks 
are asking. 

Question: What are we supposed to do? 
What are the first steps? 

Frank Richards: Make a steer out of a 
bull. 

Seriously the things we talk about are the 
things we select in our herd sires to improve 
our purebred herds. Most of us in the pure- 
bred business must recognize our job is to 
furnish the kind of bulls commercial cattle 
raisers want to produce, the right kind of

How much feed is required and what does 
it cost to raise a replacement cow for your 
herd? What effect will the level of nutri- 
tion have on the rate of growth and develop- 
ment of your heifers? What effect will the 
level of feeding have upon the size of the 
cow at maturity? But most important of 
all to the fellow who makes a living from 
his cows is, “How well should I develop my 
replacement heifers so that I can raise the 
heaviest calves each year and keep the cow 
doing this until she is 9 to 12 years old.” 
What we want is the maximum over-all life- 
time usefulness of a cow in producing the 
optimum calf per year with the 
minimum feed cost and with the optimum 
net profit.

Early research in Pennsylvania, Kansas, 
Oregon and Montana showed that when 
heifers calve as 2-year-olds they must have 
made excellent growth prior to calving and 
must have plenty of feed during the next 
year or they will probably be stunted and 
fail to produce properly. Under range con- 
ditions when heifers calve as 2-year-olds 
these showed that the following may occur: 

. Heifers are apt to have trouble at 

calving time. 

2. Some heifers will be lost at calving or 

injured to where they may never breed. 

3. Heifers calving as 2-year-olds compar- 

ed to heifers calving as 3-year-olds had 
an average of about 0.7 more calf 
weaned over the period of their life-

weaning, winter to gain about 1 lb. per 
day and good pasture and roughage 
thereafter. Present data shows that 
a higher level of feeding may be more 
expensive and reduce net return. The 
man who weans heifer calves weighing 
300 to 400 lbs. has a different problem. 

7. But, for the man who takes animals to 
shows or sales, it is very obvious that 
where grade and quality are equal in 
cattle that the difference in level of 
feeding will make the more highly fit- 
ted animal show wider, deeper, lower 
set, etc.

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News is made by the man who throws the 
rock through the plate glass window, The 
rest of us just go along in our semi-peace- 
able way and are taken for granted. This 
will explain perhaps why so few of you will 
ever be concerned with the work of the 
arbitration committee; why you might have 
enjoyed additional sleep this morning. 


Let me start off with what I believe is 
called in lawyers’ language, a “disclaimer.” 
The only reason you are confronted with 
me this morning is because our President 
and good friend, Otto G. Nobis, for some 
reason saw fit to appoint me the chairman 
of this committee, when I became a member 
of the board of directors this year. Let us 
understand that in being so bold as to un- 
dertake this subject, I do so only because 
of my appointed position, and with no idea 
that my ethics or practices are any differ- 
ent from those of the great majority of all 
the breeders in this country. Years ago, an 
old man very wise in the ways of the world 
told me that there is a little larceny in the 
best of us. Still, our business is founded on 
integrity. There is no phase of the blood- 
stock breeders occupation that does not de- 
mand integrity. By the very habits and 
traditions which common practice develops 
into legal codes, the breeder who is success- 
ful through the years is, in addition to his 
other attributes, a man of fair play and fair 
dealings. No enterprise is so strong, no 
firm is so clever, that it can withstand the 
force of an accumulated opinion which 
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brands it guilty of bad practice. And think 
how farm names benefit and the industry 
improves when men like Bob Lazear—and 
we have hundreds in the Angus end of the 
cattle business too—take care of their cus- 
tomers as Dr. McFarland told us at the 
banquet last night. 

This does not suggest that there cannot 
be very real and honest differences of opin- 
ion; that there are not instances of unin- 
tentional error or uninformed conclusion. 
Very occasionally, there may be the dispute 
in which one party is convinced that he is 
the victim of a deliberate deception. 

Last year at our first conference in Still- 
water, your Vice-President, John C. Gall, 
discussed the background of the Committee 
on Ethics and Adjustment of Disputes. 
Little by little, our association, which start- 
ed out as a registration association to cer- 
tify the purebred ancestry of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and to maintain the Herd 
Book, has broadened its scope as occasion 
demanded under its flexible charter and by- 
laws. In the original Petition for Charter, 
the business and objects of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association are 
set forth and include the words, “and to do 
and perform such other acts incidental and 
supplementary thereto as will, in the judg- 
ment of such association, best promote the 
interests of said breed of cattle in Ameri- 
ca.” As the demands of the industry have 
required, the board of directors has at- 
tempted to serve the breed in the best pos- 
sible way. Constructive leadership calls for 
expanding patterns. 

So, on June 17, 1955 the board of direc- 
tors approved a report of the ethics com- 
mittee which set forth the rules and regu- 
lations under which the committee would 
consent to act as an arbitration facility. 

My predecessor, Mr. Gall, who unfor- 
tunately is not with us today because of an 
important appointment with one of the bet- 
ter courts, before which he is arguing an 
important case, has made a significant con- 
tribution to our breed and its progress, as 
chairman of the committee last year. He 
has consented to serve you again this year 
as counsel to the committee, which con- 
sists of George W. Graham, Major W. A. 
Rafferty, Ralph L. Smith and myself as 
chairman. Trained and brilliantly equipped 
to handle problems with which lawyers deal, 
Mr. Gall has organized for us a system of 
arbitration procedure which is not only 
practical but of substantial value to every 
breeder, just by reason of the very fact 
that it is available, if neded. 

So much for the background, now, let us 
see the way in which the committee works 
and the function that it attempts to fulfill. 
Let’s take a look at what might happen 
when two parties cannot agree. All sorts 
of causes prevail. One person feels that he 
is being imposed upon. There is an alleged 
breach of contract. There are honest dif- 
ferences of opinion. There is the uninten- 
tional error. Whatever the cause, the par-

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ties involved cannot come to a settlement 
which is mutually acceptable. The usual 
next step is ta see a lawyer. If there is no 
result from the added pressure of the legal 
letterhead, perhaps finally it boils down to 
the old case of “put up or shut up.” In due 
course, both sides suitably equipped with 
the necessary evidence and attorneys walk 
into a courtroom and tell their story to the 
court. It could just be that neither the 
judge nor the jury, if there were one, would 
know anything about the livestock business. 
It might be that they would have to take 
the case under advisement for some time 
and not being familiar with the courtesies 
and customs of the trade, find it very dif- 
ficult to arrive at a proper solution. 

Let me make it very clear right now that 
either party naturally has the right to at- 
tempt to successfully defend his position 
in court. Our committee is authorized to 
hear and decide any dispute of usual char- 
acter, only, provided both parties to the dis- 
pute are willing to submit to arbitration 
under the rules adopted by the board of 
directors, instead of taking the matter into 
a law court. In other words, this commit- 
tee is a convenience. It is available where 
both parties agree that they would like to 
have a dispute settled by the committee. 
We cannot arbitrate where one of the par- 
ties is unwilling to do so because, as you 
know, he has the privilege of asking the 
courts to decide the dispute. All we can 
do is to try to find a way for the parties 
to settle it directly between themselves or 
if they cannot do so, then to submit it to 
our committee for final decision, instead of 
taking it into court. If the case has gone 
to court, there is no way we can take juris- 
diction over it, unless the complainant is 
willing to dismiss the law suit and submit 
the matter for arbitration. 

In order to understand the basis for the 
work of the committee, I should like to read 
to you the Rules for Arbitration under 
which the Committee on Ethics and Adjust- 
ment of Disputes operates:

circumstances may require and the board may 


deem necessary and proper. 


3. The committee shal] accord all parties to a dis- 


pute reasonable opportunity to appear, and to pro- 
duce witnesses or other evidence bearing upon the 


issues. Where the parties so agree, the committee 


may act upon written submissions without oral 


testimony. 


All decisions and awards of the committee shall 


be filed with the board of directors, and any de- 


cision or award may, in the discretion of the 
board, be published to the membership. 


. No member of the committee shall act in any mat- 


ter as to which he has a personal or pecuniary 
interest. In any such case, the interested member 


shall disqualify himself. Should the absence of a 


member, for any reason, deprive the committee of 


a quorum, the board of directors (or the president, 


if the board be not in session prior to the hearing 
before the committee) may appoint a substitute for 
the particular case. Three members of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum. 


>. The committee shal] sit at such times and places 


as it shall determine. A transcript of a testimony 
before the committee shall not be required, but any 
party to a dispute may, upon request duly made, 


have a reporter present and a transcript made at 


his own expense. In such case, the party so re- 
questing shall furnish the committee a copy of the 


transcript without cost to the committee, and shall 


likewise furnish a copy to the opposing party or 
parties at a reasonable cost, if they so request in 
advance 


. Every decision or award of the committee shall be 


in writing and shall contain a brief summary of 


the issues, the finding of fact, and the opinion, 


decision or award of the committee.

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mittee. It is our purpose to render this 
service at as low a charge as possible. For 
that reason, we meet at the time of the 
usual board of directors meetings and dis- 
cuss these cases usually on the day previous. 
This may not render service as promptly 
as some would like, but even the regular 
courts have a busy schedule and sometimes 
it takes months to get a case on a court 
calendar; weeks more before it gets in 
front of a jury or a judge. The judge may 
reserve his decision for additional weeks. 
This committee will work as quickly as it 
can, but if there are delays in processing 
some of the work, we know that you will be 
patient. 

Our cases usually get started with a let- 
ter to your good Secretary, Mr. Richards, in 
which an alleged injustice is spelled out. 
The member wants to know what can be 
done about it. So the letter is either re- 
ferred to me as chairman of the committee, 
and | write to the member telling him of 
the work of the committee and enclosing 
the usual form for submission of the dis- 
pute, or Mr. Richards replies to the letter 
and sends him one of the forms. Now so 
far we do not have a case. We just have a 
request for help. In my letter or in the 
letter which Mr. Richards usually writes, 
we try to urge the member to make another 
try to settle the dispute with the other 
party. However, it may be that the form 
for submission is returned with the details 
of the controversy. When this happens, 
we then write to the other party and inform 
him that we have received an application 
for the submission of the dispute to the 
committee from Party No. 1 and we are 
writing to find out if Party No. 2 wants to 
submit the dispute for arbitration also. We 
ask the complainant also to communicate 
with the other party and inform him that 
the details are being submitted to the com- 
mittee for arbitration. Sometimes just do- 
ing this finds a way towards settlement; 
motivates a more friendly exchange of ideas 
and a mutually satisfactory agreement is 
reached without any further interest on our 
part. Sometimes the other party refuses to 
arbitrate, which is his right, of course. We 
do not have a case until each party signs 
and submits the dispute under the Rules of 
Arbitration to our committee. 

When this happens, a date is set for a 
hearing. Either or both parties can submit 
a statement backed up with any evidence 
which they may choose to present and the 
committee will discuss the case on the basis 
of the submissions. Either party can appear 
at the hearing or be represented and bring 
witnesses. There is nothing secret about 
the way in which the committee operates. 
It is perfectly proper in our estimation that 
either side should have the ability to see the 
submissions of the opponent. We hold a 
hearing and ask such questions of the wit- 
nesses, if they are present, as we believe 
pertinent in accordance with the usual Rules 
of Order for such a hearing. The oppor- 


HERD REFERENCE EDITION 
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tunity for cross-examination is permitted, 
if desired. We attempt to get at the facts, 
which bear upon the points at issue, and 
apply good common sense in reaching a 
solution. 

This committee has no idea of making 
any decisions on matters which are not pri- 
marily a concern of the committee. To un- 
derstand what I mean, you will realize that 
some of these cases involve evidence which 
bears upon other phases of the industry. We 
are only able to decide problems in terms of 
the evidence submitted and the relationship 
of these to sound ethical practice, as estab- 
lished and understood in our business. 

We operate the committee on usual legal 
standards. Practical rules of evidence are 
observed. In addition, we are building up, 
little by little, just as legal codes have been 
developed, a set of principles which in the 
course of time may serve to help settle 
other disputes without recourse to the com- 
mittee. This, we believe, will be a contri- 
bution to the future of our business. 

Now we will assume a hearing has been 
held, or the case discussed, and a conclu- 
sion reached among the members of the 
committee. Our work is not over. We must 
then take the notes which have bean made 
at the hearing, plus the evidence, and our 
decision, and put these in satisfactory form. 
Mr. Gall at a considerable contribution of 
time and effort has done this for the com- 
mittee in the cases which we have heard so 
far. These decisions are then returned to 
me with necessary copies. They must then 
be circulated by mail to each member of the 
committee for signature. There is no real 
shortcut to this. The original and two 
copies come back to the chairman. Then 
the original goes to the board of directors 
in accordance with the Rules of Arbitration 
and a conformed copy of the decision is sent 
to each of the parties. The committee holds 
jurisdiction of the case until such time that 
it is informed of compliance. 

It is, of course, human nature for both 
parties to a dispute to feel that once the 
committee has held a hearing, the decision 
can be announced and the necessary action 
completed at once. Delays are unfortunate 
and I assure you that we are attempting to 
hold these to a minimum. Still an orderly 
procedure requires time, and I know that if 
you do have recourse to the committee, you 
will understand there are unavoidable de- 
lays which can hold up the final issuance of 
our decision. There are also delays in the 
courts for the very same reason. The 
committee reserves the right to make 
known its decision “in due course,” and I 
believe you know we will try our best to 
speed the conclusion of the dispute. 

But, maybe we cannot settle the case at 
one hearing. Let us suppose a number of 
affidavits have been attached to the sub- 
mission. If we have received these previous 
to the date of the hearing so that there is 
time to circulate the case among the mem- 
bers of the committee, we will do so. Usual- 
ly this does not happen. The entire submis-

These are only suggested. Much time and 
effort has been spent in trying to make 
them as nearly proper as can be done. 
Copies have gone to state and local associa- 
tions, and if you want one, I am sure the 
office will be very glad to forward it to you. 
These conditions are applicable to consign- 
ment sales, state and local association sales, 
production sales and yes, even dispersal 
sales. By the use of these suggested Stand- 
ard Terms and Conditions, into which has 
gone much thought and deliberation, it is 
our belief that at least some of the circum- 
stances which give cause to misunderstand- 
ing might be avoided. Perhaps more con- 
troversy originates in buyer and seller re- 
lationships than in any other aspect of our 
business, as would be natural, and enough 
of these get their start in Terms and Con- 
ditions which are not sufficiently specific 
for all parties to understand thoroughly, to 
impress upon all who conduct sales the ad- 
visability of using these suggested terms, 
which while not guaranteed to avoid dis- 
putes have, at lease, been aimed with care 
in that direction. 

There is no time this morning to review 
this thoughtfully prepared set of terms. I 
would call your attention to one portion of 
paragraph 7—Breeding Guarantee—“All 
animals sold are guaranteed to be breeders. 
All females shall be sold either as ‘open’ 
or as guaranteed ‘safe in calf.’ Open 
heifers have not been served. Those re- 
ported as ‘safe in calf’ are so guaranteed.” 
Would it be unbecoming of me to suggest 
that no matter what inconvenience the use 
of such a guarantee might involve in last- 
minute substitutions for a sale, realistically, 
the percentages will pay off? 

As the chairman of the committee which, 
this year, will attempt to be of help in solv- 
ing such misunderstandings as are brought 
for our attention, may I urge all who in- 
tend to have something to do with holding 
a Sale, to consider, to study these standard 
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paragraphs and adopt them, if possible. 
Prevention is worth pounds of cure, any- 
time. 


Now previously, you will recall I men- 

» tioned our attempt to build up a set of 
principles which might be useful in helping 

a breeder, who has a misunderstanding 

with another breed, settle this difference 

« without recourse to the committee. As I 
have told you, the full text of committee 
decisions will not ordinarily be made pub- 


* 

. lic, but the board reserves the right to make 

t them public where the conduct of a party 

i warrants such publicity and the good of the 
association and the breed indicates the de- 
sirability of so doing. In cases involving 

5 serious questions of improper or unethical 


conduct, the board reserves the right, and 
has the duty, of taking disciplinary meas- 
ures against the offending member, in ad- 
dition to such remedial order as the com- 
mittee may make. However, the committee 
is authorized to release a summary of the 
issues in any case, and to outline the prin- 
ciples of decision followed. It is the pur- 
pose of the board and the committee, 
through a series of decisions in specific 
cases, to build up a body of precedents and 
principles which will aid members of the 
association in settling as many of their dis- 
putes as possible through direct and volun- 
tary action. This being the primary pur- 


a 


pose of such information, the names of 
parties in individual cases will not ordin- 
arily be published, although the rules pro- 
vide that the board may authorize this if 
it sees fit. 

In two cases decided by the committee, 
these summaries indicate several such prin- 
ciples:

ARBITRATION NO. 2 


In this case, one of the parties consigned 
to a sale a young heifer, about ten months 
old, which was represented as an “open” 
heifer. The other party bought her. When 
the heifer approached eighteen months of 
age, the buyer observed that she was in 
calf and so advised the seller. The day the 
heifer was eighteen months of age, she at- 
tempted to deliver a calf. Veterinarians 
were called in and every precaution taken, 
but the calf had to be removed sectionally. 
The heifer herself died six days later. 

The parties were unable to agree as to 
what adjustment, if any, should be made. 
The seller contended he should not be re- 
quired to make refund for one or all of the 
following reasons: 

(a) That he had made reasonable offers 
of adjustment by replacing the heifer 
with another animal or animals; 

(b) That the buyer did not notify him 
that the heifer was in calf within 
the customary six months time for 
complaints; 

(c) That when the buyer discovered the 
heifer was in calf he should have 
returned her at once. 

The committee considered all the evi-

This case involved a claim for refund on 
the ground that a cow and heifer calf were 
sold when in fact 
they were not such. By the time this case 
reached the committee, it had become clear 
that the cow was not a “Blackcap Bessie,” 
and the parties had attempted to settle the 
matter directly but could not agree as to 
the terms of settlement.

This was a sale at private treaty, not at 
public auction. 

The seller contended that he had not tried 
to induce the buyer to purchase the cow, 
but that the buyer had taken all the initia- 
tive. He further contended that he had 
never stated the cow was a “Blackcap Bes- 
and that he himself 
with family names and did not buy or sell 
on the basis of family but on individual 
quality. 

The buyer, however, offered in evidence 
an extended pedigree furnished by the seller 
which described the cow as a “Bessie.” 

The committee in deciding the case said: 

“Our committee expresses no opinion as 
to the value which should be added to an 
animal by virtue of her family or represen- 
tations with relation thereto. It is sufficient 
to say that in the trade considerable weight 
is attached to the matter of family and that 
it is well known that family plays a great 
part in the matter of determining the value 
and thus the selling price of animals of this 
breed.” The committee further held that 
irrespective of lack of oral representation, 
the buyer had a right to rely on the pedi- 
gree presented to him. 

As to the seller’s lack of knowledge of 
families, the said: “We cannot 
proceed on the common law basis of ‘caveat 
emptor’—let the buyer beware. The stated 
family of an animal is an important con-

sideration. Any representation by the seller 
as to the family is a warranty as to a ma- 
terial fact. Lack of knowledge is not an 
excuse. It is the responsibility of a seller 
to make sure by appropriate investigation 
that an animal is correctly represented.” 

The committee considered all relevant 
factors and ordered alternative terms of ad- 
justment deemed fair to the parties. 

Now it has been my intention this morn- 
ing to take up the story of our arbitration 
machinery and carry it forward from what 
has been published about this previously in 
our Conference Report to where it stands at 
the present time. This sort of conference 
isn’t a propaganda meeting. It is a work 
session to help us become better equipped 
to carry on our individual businesses and so 
contribute to the betterment of our breed. 
To my mind, it is a time to be practical; to 
deal with the facts of our trade. 

So even if it was early in the morning 
when I started; even if, as in Dr. McFar- 
land’s “purchasing power” story last night, 
the program committee’s persuasiveness 
was a lot better than my judgment in ac- 
cepting this assignment, I have not hesi- 
tated to try to explore with you a valuable 
mechanism that is available to you and 
which might prove of considerable assist- 
ance at some time. Our business, for its 
size, for the complexities which are a part 
of it, for the area it encompasses, is like 
most livestock enterprises, very free of 
serious altercation. Justice, fair play, com- 
mon sense, and “Golden Rule” practice are 
the kind of advertising that cannot be 
bought—the kind of climate in which repu- 
tations are built. That is why the great 
majority of disputes are settled by those 
involved, which is as it should be, and all 
suspicion settled with full satisfaction. 
While the committee is working, and avail- 
able to you, please do not construe anything 
said here as an advertisement for “Work 
Wanted.” We will do what we can, if you 
must come, but we will be very happy to 
have you undertake your own arbitrations. 


Current Developments in Beef 
Cattle Dwarfism Research 


by Dr. Leslie E. Johnson, Head Animal Husbandry 
Department, lowa State College, Ames, lowa. . . . 


Dwarfism, as the name indicates, repre- 
sents a condition in which an animal fails to 
grow and develop normally. Hereditary 
types of dwarfism have been recorded in 
man, cattle, sheep, swine, mice and other 
species of animal life. In most species the 


frequency of the defect has been small. 
Kinds of Dwarfism in Beef Cattle 
Previous to the last decade several kinds 
of dwarfism had been reported from various 
breeds of beef cattle in several countries. 


In general, each of the early type of heredi-

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tary dwarfism appeared to be inherited as 
a sample recessive and caused little loss to 
producers. In recent years, however, a new 
type has appeared which has increased 
rapidly in occurrence and has caused much 
concern to both purebred and commercial 
producers. This type has been called by 
many the “Snorter” dwarf. It was first re- 
. ported in the Hereford breed but has since 
been shown to exist in the Angus breed. 


The “Snorter” dwarfs are usually born 
alive with a fair chance of survival. While 
there is considerable variation among the 
dwarfs, they are characterized by their 
blocky appearance; short, compact body; 
bulging forehead; prominent eyes; protrud- 
ing lower jaw and tongue; and low hanging 
head. At times, the better dwarfs have 
been mistaken at birth for outstanding show 
prospects. None develop normally, how- 
ever, and incoordinate gait, large middle, 
and heavy breathing are common develop- 
ments in the affected calves. Rate of mor- 
tality following weaning of dwarfs may be 
high under some conditions. Many dwarfs 
both male and female, however, do live and 
will produce offspring if well cared for. It 
is usually necessary to take the young from 
dwarf mothers by a Caesarean operation. 


Inheritance of “Snorter” Dwarfism

troubles all come from matings of type 3, 
although those troubles do not occur until 
after some matings of type 2 have brought 
the dwarf gene into the herd. NN and Nn 
animals look so much alike that as yet we 
are not able surely to tell them apart by 
their own appearance or physiology. The 
fact that this type of dwarfism has in- 
creased so rapidly, however, seems to indi- 
cate that Nn (Carrier animals) are prefer- 
red in our selection practices even though 
we cannot definitely state what causes the 
preference. 

When a dwarf calf is born to normal par- 
ents, the mating is thereby known to have 
been a type 3 mating and the sire and dam 


is concerned: 1) normals; 2) ¢arriers; and 
3) dwarfs. 


If we let n represent the gene (unit of 
heredity) for this dwarfism and N repre- 
sent the corresponding gene for normal de- 
velopment, the truly normal cattle are NN, 
the carriers are Nn, and the dwarfs are nn. 
Six types of matings are possible, theoreti- 
cally, if we make no distinction between 
which is the bull and which the cow when 
the two are not alike in their ability to 
transmit dwarfism. parent pro- 
duces a germ cell containing only one gene 
of each set (in this case either N or n but 
not both), the offspring produced by the six 
types of matings are as follows:

occur in small samples. Bulls which are 
known as “high transmitters” are bulls that 
happened by chance to transmit an unusual- 
ly large number of dwarf genes to the small 
samples of calves they produced, or who 
were used in a herd where the percentage 
of carrier cows was unusually high. If a 
carrier bull is used in a herd where most 
of the cows are NN and only a few are Nn, 
he won’t have a chance to produce many 
dwarf calves. Such a bull might be known 
as a low transmitter. But the very same 
bull would appear to be a high transmitter 
if he were used in a herd where nearly all 
cows were Nn. In our project, a bull who 
has produced only 1 dwarf in 75 calves was 
later mated to carrier cows. Three of his 
next eight calves were dwarfs. 

The dwarf gene is usually introduced into 
a herd through a carrier bull. All of his 
calves may appear normal because the cow 
herd consisted entirely of NN cows at the 
time he was used, and, therefore, all the 
matings were of type 2. But about half of 
his calves will be carriers. If the next bull 
is not a carrier, the breeder may never 
know that dwarf genes were introduced. But 
if the next bull is a carrier, about % of his 
calves from daughters of the first bull will 
be dwarfs. This again is an average state- 
ment and one must allow for some variation 
due to chance in small samples. The second 
bull is likely to get all the blame because no 
dwarfs had occurred in the herd until his 
calves began to come. But he could not 
have sired dwarfs if the n genes had not 
already been in some of the cows in the 
herd. 

The dwarf gene could be introduced into 
a herd through purchased cows instead of 
through a bull, of course, but each cow has 
so few calves that few Nn cows are likely 
to enter the herd that way unless most of 
the herd is assembled by purchasing fe- 
males from herds where Nn bulis had been 
used extensively. 


The Problem of Dwarfism 

The effect of dwarfism in a commercial 
herd is chiefly that of a reduction in per- 
centage of calf crop. To the producer of 
seed stock, however, it is a reduction of calf 
crop plus a greatly reduced value of all 
stock for sale as breeding animals. This 
has caused some to dispose of all dwarfs at 
birth and continue marketing of all other 
animals as usual, thus greatly spreading 
the defect. 

The actual percentage of dwarfism in 
beef herds is unknown. Those who have 
had little trouble often feel it is unimpor- 
tant while those who have had much trouble 
believe every herd is troubled with it. This 
has led to much confusion and many good 
breeders have dispersed their herds. Such 
action is certainly unnecessary in view of 
known facts about the defect. The most 
practical policy seems to be to recognize the 
defect and do all that is practical to elimi- 
nate it or make it very scarce in the ani- 
mals which one has elected to breed. 
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Elimination by Pedigree 

Certain herds and families are claimed to 
be free from dwarfism. If this is really 
true, breeders can avoid dwarfism by using 
bulls from the “free” families. However, 
the gene may be in such a family but in so 
few animals that it merely hasn’t shown up 
yet. If that is so, or if the gene gets intro- 
duced later my mistake, or by errors in 
pedigrees, it can become abundant in a 
family which was once clean or at least was 
honestly thought to be so. This will be par- 
ticularly true if the carrier animals do in 
fact appear to be better individuals than the 
non-carriers. Trying to classify families as 
clean or as carriers is likely to help a 
little, since families will differ widely in the 
proportions of NN and Nn animals they 
contain, but is by no means a completely 
satisfactory answer since: 1) Pedigree bar- 
riers are not completely rigid; 2) Mistakes 
may occur; and 3) Many of the individual 
animals in carrier blood lines are non-car- 
riers. 

Discarding the very close relatives of 
dwarfs helps materially but quickly loses 
its usefulness as the relationship becomes 
remote. For instance, the probability that 
a normal-appearing animal which is related 
to a dwarf is itself a carrier is about as fol- 
lows for some of the common close relation- 
ships: 

Relationship to Probability of 

a dwarf being a carrier 
Parent 100% 
Full sib (brother or sister) 67% 
Half sib A bit over 50% 
Son or daughter of a half sib 30% to 40% 
For comparison, the average normal-appear- 
ing animal in the beef breeds at present has 
a probability of something like 15 to 25% 
of being a carrier, although that figure is 
not well established and doubtless varies 
from family to family. In short, cleaning 
up by attention to individual pedigree is 
subject to much individual error, except in 
the case of parents of dwarfs. Dwarfness 
in individual pedigrees should lead to severe 
culling of parents of dwarfs, less severe 
culling of sibs of dwarfs, and might well be 
used a little to sway otherwise close de- 
cisions in the case of those whose parents 
had dwarf sibs, but deserve little attention 
in eases where the relationship is more re- 
mote than that. 

Eliminating by Progeny Test 

The most certain way of telling whether 
a bull is a carrier is by mating him to other 
carriers. Each time a carrier bull is mated 
to a carrier cow, the probability is “4 that 
he will produce a dwarf calf. Three-fourths 
of the truly carrier bulls would escape de- 
tection if they each sired only 1 calf out of 
a carrier cow. However, escaping detection 
in one such mating doesn’t help him escape 
in the next. Consequently, the probability 
of a carrier bull never revealing his true 
nature in even one of the matings becomes 
smaller and smaller the more calves he sires 
out of carrier cows. The following table 
shows how the percentage of carrier bulls 
which would be expected to escape detection

A suspected bull must produce 10 or more 
normal calves from carrier cows before one 
begins to be reasonably sure that he is not 
a carrier, although even one dwarf calf 
which was surely by him will convict him 
of being a carrier.

If known carrier cows cannot be found in 
numbers sufficient to make the above test, 
daughters of a known carrier bull can be 
used for progeny testing sires, since at 
least half of such daughters are carriers, 
although the breeder will not know which 
ones these are. In using daughters of a 
known carrier sire one must be sure to al- 
low for any known carrier daughters that 
have already been sorted out from the sire 
groups being used. 

Bulls could be progeny tested by mating 
them to their own daughters but not many 
breeders will care to do this because: 1) It 
involves intense inbreeding; 2) The bull 
would have to be around 5 or 6 years old

before the results of the test are known; 
and 3) It is no more accurate a test for this 
dwarfism than mating him to the daughters 
of some other bull known to be a carrier. 
However, it does have the advantage of 
testing him at the same time for all other 
kinds of undesirable recessive genes, not 
just for this kind of dwarfness alone. It 
will probably not be used much, as long as 
dwarfism is common enough that known. 
carrier cows are fairly abundant and avail- 
able, but will become more nearly the only 
practical progeny test for sires when dwarf- 
ness becomes very rare. 

Cows never produce enough calves to be 
progeny tested systematically. If the sires 
are tested so carefully that only NN bulls 
are used in the breeding herd, the fraction 
of cows which are Nn will be halved each 
generation and the problem of carrier cows 
in the herd will tend to disappear. But if 
an Nn bull gets used occasionally, some of 
the cows are likely to be carriers. Sires 
can always be tested on carrier cows if that 
is considered desirable, but keeping the cow 
herd clean is most important if the animals

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sold are to be guaranteed free of dwarfism. 

Unless and until some highly accurate 
and usably simple way to tell which bulls 
are carriers and which are wholly normal is 
found, keeping the cow herd entirely clean 
will be an uphill fight. The nearest thing 
to a single way to do that is to keep enough 
tester cows to test all prospective herd 
sires and be reasonably sure that only clean 
bulls are used on the pedigree cows, The 
number of tester cows necessary might be 
impractically large fraction of a small herd 
but ought to be economically possible for 
the larger herds. Discriminating a bit 
against the very close relatives of dwarfs 
will help to keep the percentage of dwarfs 
lower than otherwise but cannot be per- 
fectly accurate except only in the case of 
the parents of a dwarf. Other pedigree dis- 
crimination will cause some needless sacri- 
fices of good stock. About one-third of even 
the full brothers and sisters of a dwarf will 
be completely free of dwarfism and _ in- 
capable of transmitting it. 

Other Details About Dwarfism 

The “Snorter” type of dwarfism is not 
related to sex. The sex ratio among dwarfs 
is about 50:50. Males and females are 
equally likely to transmit it and both par- 
ents are equally responsible for a dwarf. 

The “Snorter” type of dwarfism seems 
utterly different genetically from the fairly 
common short-legged types of small cattle 
commonly known as “comprest” or “com- 
pact.” The snorter type is recessive and

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the dwarfs are seriously handicapped. The 
comprest or compact type is dominant, or at 
least semi-dominant, and its vitality is good 
enough that some breeders have been en- 
thusiastic about them, although that view 
is held less commonly now. 

One single pair of genes must be respon- 
sible for the “Snorter” type of dwarfness, 
else the subsequent calves produced by mat- 
ing cows and bulls who had already pro- 
duced dwarfs with other mates would not 
come as close to the expected ratio of 3 
normals to 1 dwarf as they do. 

Nutrition or other non-genetic material 
influences have nothing to do with causing 
the snorter type of dwarfism, although nu- 
tritional deficiencies are reported to cause 
the type of calves known in California as 
“acorn calves.” At least five sets of twins, 
in which one twin was normal and the other 
was a snorter dwarf, have been described. 

A herd which has an unusually high per- 
centage of dwarfs in one year is likely to 
have less trouble the next year, no matter 
what is done, or even if nothing is done. 
The reason is simply the sampling and 
chance which go with small numbers. For 
example, if the bull and half the cows in a 
40-cow herd are carriers while the other 
cows are clean, the most probable result is 
5 dwarf calves but, by chance, a few of such 
herds would have more than 8 dwarfs in a 
given year and a few could have less than 
2. Owners of the former or “trouble” herds 


would probably become alarmed enough to 
seek a remedy. Owners of the latter might 
just shrug it off as “one of those things.” 
In either case, if the same bulls are used 
again and the proportion of carrier cows 
stays the same, the probable number of 
dwarf calves next year is 5. That is, the 
“trouble herds” are likely to improve, while 
those which appeared to be nearly clean are 
likely to have more trouble. The herd must 
contain both Nn bulls and Nn cows if it is 
to produce any dwarfs at all but, given the 
possibility that it can produce some dwarfs, 
chance will play some part in making the 
actual percentage of dwarfs high or low in 
a given year. Whatever part chance does 
play in one year is unrelated to the part it 
will play next year, since next year’s calves 
are a fresh sample. When we pick out the 
herds where the trouble was worst in a 
given year, we do, of course, tend to pick 
out herds which contained a high fraction 
of Nn cows and bulls but we also pick out 
those in which the fraction of dwarf calves 
from Nn to Nn matings happened by chance 
to be more than 4. 
those which had little trouble this year ac- 
tually had many Nn x Nn matings but, by 
chance, these produced less than the expect- 
ed average of 4 dwarfs. Whatever part 
chance played in causing the actual fraction 
of dwarf calves from Nn x Nn matings to 
be less than the expected % is not likely to 
be repeated next year but whatever part 


Conversely, some of 


was really due to the fraction of Nn x Nn 
matings being high or low will tend to be 
repeated, except as it is changed by using 
different bulls or by the fraction of Nn 
cows among the new ones being different 
from what it was in those they replace. 

If this part which chance can play in the 
outcome of the Nn x Nn matings is not 
understood, especially what it can do to a 
comparison between past and future per- 
formance of groups already sorted on their 
past performance, one can be seriously 
misled about the effectiveness of a remedy 
which is tried. For example, suppose a herd 
has 100 calves out of NN cows and 100 out 
of Nn cows and all the sires of those calves 
are Nn. The most probable result is 25 
dwarf calves, but any number between 20 
and 30 is almost as likely and, in rare cases, 
such a herd might even have fewer than 16 
or more than 34 dwarfs. Suppose the ac- 
tual number is 24 and a salesman offers to 
“prove” that remedy X is effective by us- 
ing it on the dams of the 24 dwarfs. If the 
same bulls are used again, the most prob- 
able result from these 24 cows, even if no 
remedy were used or if this one has no ef- 
fect one way or the other, is 18 normal 
calves and 6 dwarfs. This reduction of the 
dwarfs out of those cows in one year from 
24 to 6 might seem to demonstrate that the 
remedy was effective enough to be worth 
quite a little money, if one didn’t look at the 
rest of the story.

produce dwarf calves this year and, if bred THE HOME OF THE QUADS 
to Nn bulls, about 4 of them, or 19, is the 
most probable number that will do so.

When dwarf calves are born into a herd, 
the owner knows the following things: 
1. Their sires and their dams are all 
carriers. That is certain. 

. Slightly more than half the normal 
calves by those same sires are car- 
riers. This fraction can vary up or 
down a bit, by chance. It can vary 
upward toward 2/3 according to how 
many of the dams of those normal 
calves were carriers.

Present evidence on the prevalence of 
dwarfism is, for many reasons, sketchy and 
highly undependable. It points, we think, 
more toward b or ¢ than toward a or d, al- 
though the real prevalence in whole breeds 
might well be lower than in ¢. These figures 
are what is expected in groups so large that 
chance would have little effect on the out- 
come. Actually, the individual herds are 
small enough that chance can swing the 
fractions up or down from these population 
averages rather wildly from year to year 
and from herd to herd. The breeder who 
has used three Nn sires in a row and hap- 
pens to get 12 or 15% dwarfs in a certain 
year may find it only very cold comfort to 
know that the average for men in his cir- 
cumstances is only about 8 or 9%, for ex- 
ample, or for his whole breed is only about 
3%. 


Status of Research to Identify 
Carrier Animals 

Research workers are diligently striving 
to find some way of identifying Nn animals 
by means other than a progeny test. Meth- 
ods studied in some detail include 1) pro- 
filometer reading of head, 2) X-ray read- 
ings of lumbar vertabrae, 3) blood tests, 4) 
urine tests, 5) endocrine tests, and 6) cere- 
bral spinal fluid pressure measurements. 
Of these the profilometer technique has 
been released for use in the field on mature 
horned bulls in the Hereford breed. Its 
usefulness to date has been limited since 
most workers find that it places more ani- 
mals in the carrier class than can possibly 
exist in unculled groups. A detailed de- 
scription of the use of the profilometer can 
be found in Hilgardia 22:407-450, 1953. The 
X-ray technique has not yet been released 
for use. In the work to date it classes 
slightly more animals in the carrier class 
than seems reasonable. A general descrip- 
tion of the X-ray technique is given in the 
Journal of the American Veterinary Medical 
Association, 128:381-390, 1956. 


Third Question and Answer Period 


Questions From the 


Chairman Lyle Springer: Thank you Dr. 
Johnson. I am sure that each and every 
one of us, whether or not we have any idea 
on the problems of dwarfism, at least will 
leave here with the knowledge that we have 
been properly exposed to this economic 
problem confronting the beef cattle indus- 
try. 

I believe the only danger we are facing 
in the immediate future as pointed out in 
Dr. Johnson’s talk is through the ignorance 
and reticence on the part of breeders to re- 
fuse to acknowledge that we do have a 
problem. You don’t have to believe the 
scientists, however, if you just will listen to 
the data they give you and at least carry 
that knowledge around with you. I know 
the problem will eventually be defeated, and 
the breed will be better for it. 

I will ask Dr. Johnson and Mr. Brainard, 
if they will accept their questions as they 
are stated from the floor. Please give your 
name when you stand. 

Dr. James Ferguson: Do you figure the 
long-headed dwarf as_ so-called genetic 
trash? If so doesn’t that complicate the 
problem of the snorter dwarf? 

Dr. Johnson: That is my honest belief. 
Doyle is more of an authority on that, than 
Iam. Where is Doyle? 

Dr. Doyle Chambers: My observation is 
limited to two snorter types. Dr. Hazel 
showed me one. I don’t say they do not 
constitute a problem because I am not in 
that area. It is a problem the same as any 
place where there are dwarf genes. It is 
true we have more than one kind of dwarf- 
ism. We have a compressed dwarf that is

in a different location than the snorter 
dwarf. The snorter dwarf is a problem. 
The snorter dwarf, they tell me, occurred 
as early as 1906 and it wasn’t a problem 
until 1919. 

Dr. L. M. Cropsey: Of course if you have 
a problem you must try and get a clean bull 
or herd sire. 

In selecting a clean bull out of a dwarf 
carrier bull I find most people run into 
trouble as this one line you indicated in 
1942. Isn’t there some correlation as to 
the parent type that we don’t have a 50-50 
chance independent of theoretical ratios 
when we try to select a clean bull out of a 
carrier bull? 

Dr. Leslie E. Johnson: That has been our 
experience, at least my own. That when 
you work awfully hard to get this good son 
out of a carrier bull that by the time you 
have the bull located you want to test, 
you’re almost dead sure he is a carrier, but 
that isn’t always true. There must be some 
awfully good sons scattered around some- 
where but I certainly don’t think there is a 
50-50 chance, in my opinion. 

Question: I am in full agreement that the 
dwarf gene is doing something to the wrong 
animal that causes the breeder to select 
him more often than not, but I believe that 
this young animal loses that advantage as 
he matures and [I just wondered if that is 
your observation because when you go into 
a cow herd and look at the cows that have 
produced dwarfs or look at bulls that have 
sired dwarfs, they don’t look at an advan- 
tage as they get older. Is that your ex- 
perience ? 


Dr. Leslie E. Johnson: I wouldn’t want to 
say. 

Jim McGregor: Dr. Johnson, assuming a 
man has a problem and he realizes he has 
a job and accepts the problem, what, step 
by step, would the procedure be, what do 
you recommend ? 

Dr. Leslie E. Johnson: Well to be honest 
with you, I would give very very careful 
consideration to the pedigrees, and I would 
start right in my own herd. The fortunate 
thing in your own herd when you have 
dwarfism you already have progeny testing 
program available. When I found a clean 
bull I would use him just as fast as I could. 

Question: Would you cull the cows that 
you thought were carriers? Which cattle 
would you cull and which would you keep? 

Dr. Johnson: Of course, that is a pretty 
hard one to answer, but I think it would 
depend on how many cattle I could keep 
around. Those carrier cows and daughters 
of carrier cows are pretty valuable cows if 
you can afford a test herd. 

Question: I would like to ask Dr. John- 
son if he feels there are certain body meas- 
urements that may be correlated to carrier 
cows? The reason I ask, last summer there 
were 25 cows I saw, where there was one 
known carrier, and this man said, “Let me 
see if I can figure out which one she is,” 
and he did. And that was his basis primar- 
ily, at least as I saw it, it was the shape of 
that foreshank in that cow. Do you think 
that is possible? 

Dr. Johnson: Doyle you have traveled 
with this man to more of those meetings 
than I have, what do you think? 

Doyle Chambers: He can do it pretty well. 

Question: Do you think you can do it? 

Doyle Chambers: No. 

Floyd Dievert: Has there been any test- 
ing on particular lines of breeding of strains 
of animals in the Angus breed? 

Dr. Johnson: Frankly I can’t answer that 
because I haven’t worked on that enough. 

Question: Wouldn’t pedigree selection re- 
quire quite a bit of background ? 

Dr. Doyle Chambers: Yes but most of us 
can get it from our own experience. My 
first experience was with the Hereford 
breed. We had our first dwarf calf with 
one of the herds we were working with back 
in 1942. It didn’t take us long to tell where 
our trouble was. 

VOICE: I am thinking of a very good 
friend of mine in the Hereford breed. 
Naturally, being an Angus breeder I think 
we need to profit by the experiences of 
other people. Our Angus cattle, being a 
younger breed than the other two beef 
breeds of cattle in America, I think we have 
a jump on them in one respect, we can 
profit some by other breeders of other 
cattle, and I wondered if there has been 
any particular line of testing done in the 
Angus breed? 

Answer: We have worked on it. I know 
some places where there has been some 
trouble but I couldn’t answer that.

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Question: A}| the purebred breeders are 
doing some inbreeding to establish lines. 
Is there any evidence that inbreeding is a 
contributing factor to dwarfism? 

Dr. Johnson: No, we would be very sure 
inbreeding in itself does not. Inbreeding 
would bring some of it out, especially when 
it is very rare in a breed, because when you 
mate relatives your chances are greater 
than ever. Actually inbreeding is one way 
of bringing it out and getting rid of it. 

You see every time you cull a dwarf two 
of those genes are eliminated. 

Dr. Ferguson: I want to ask a question. 
Don’t you feel that pedigree culling, except 
in your own herd, or if you have specific 
knowledge, is a very dangerous thing? 

Don’t you feel it is dangerous to cull a 
pedigree unless you have actual personal 
knowledge or actual observation? 

Dr. Johnson: Oh yes, | would answer you 
that way. This thing on pedigree culling, 
of course can raise a lot of trouble within 
your own breed. There is one thing about 
dwarfism we all have to remember. If you 
do nothing that in about five more years or 
10, as a breed, I am sure you will not be 
able to hide it, because every man out here 
raising commercial cattle will have some 
tester cows once we get it spread. When 
you first get it, you can weed it out with- 
out noticing it. 

Dr. L. M. Cropsey: Looking at a McCall 
application of X-ray technique, don’t you 
feel the practicality will be rather limited 
because of the procedural practices on 
young calves? 

Most breeders don’t realize a good calf 
until they are past the age of post X-ray. 

Dr. Johnson: Well I have this feeling, if 
we could really guarantee to that breeder, 
our big breeders would not have trouble in 
having every calf X-rayed and I believe 
with the veterinarian’s help, we can get on 
this. I am willing to say it is practical. 

You folks have done a lot of X-raying 
here, do you think it is practical Dr. Hobbs? 

Dr. Hobbs: For your information we have 
a machine. We X-ray every calf in our 
herd, whether Angus or Hereford. We X- 
ray in this state, at Greenville, Knoxville, 
Crossville, and Springfield with the same 
mathine. If we knew the thing worked I 
don’t think there is any question that we 
could do it for $2 to $5 a calf. 

Bob Williams: I don’t want Bill Brainard 
to feel slighted in this session. I would like 
to ask Bill a question that might correlate 
the two texts. Bill has your arbitration 
committee yet had any cases regarding 
dwarfism brought up before them? 

Mr. W. W. Brainard, Jr.: Bob, no, we 
haven’t and may I say | trust we won’t. 

Ralph Hess: I was wanting to ask Dr. 
Johnson of any data you could give us on 
imported bloodlines in any of the three 
breeds? 

Dr. Johnson: Well I can say this month, I 
am sure the Hereford people have imported 
some bulls that were clean. I am dead sure 
of that. Now if you are asking me do I

think this problem exists in some other 
countries, I would have to say I don’t know. 

Actually I don’t know if they exist in 
other places or not. Doyle, would you want 
to make a comment on that? 

Doyle Chambers: I don’t want to make « 
statement on that. I do want to make one 
statement because I can see there is a mis- 
understanding on what Dr. Leslie Johnson 
is callin, pedigree selection and what Floyd 
is talking about. 

Here is the difference. Pedigree selec- 
tions as Dr. Johnson mentioned in his talk 
is this. An animal sired a dwarf that you 
know about. It probably is a carrier—its 
chances are 50-50. Now then the grand- 
parent is a carrier, it dilutes out again. Go 
back five generations and pick up a carrier 
and discriminate against every animal that 
has that animal in his pedigree. First thing 
you know you are incriminating a large 


portion of the breed based on five genera- 
tions back. 

Now pedigree selection is most useful in 
any herd where you have definite informa- 
tion on close relatives. 

To incriminate a line of breeding as was 
done in other clean up programs is not enly 
unfair but it is going to wreck or hurt a 
breed. 

The point is this, a whole line of cattle 
were incriminated on pedigree. Just a blan- 
ket over them, when really there were of- 
fenders within those lines that were causing 
the trouble, but we as breeders in our an- 
xiety get too excited and that was the thing 
Floyd had reference to. No one I think 
would recommend the use of a known car- 
rier bull if the man’s herd is already clean, 
I don’t think he would, but pedigrees will 
help do this. It will help cover it up. You 
won't eliminate it but you will reduce it. 


Report on Meeting of Association Officers 
by Scott L. French, Fieldman-Secretary, Pennsylvania 


Angus Association, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. . . . 


On Sunday afternoon there was a panel 
discussion on the opportunities and respon- 
sibilities of local associations. Sometimes 
we forget the importance of the local as- 
sociations. And I would like the liberty to 
give a few of my opinions in addition to the 
things that we might not have had time to 
cover Sunday afternoon. 

Maybe some of you don’t realize there are 
240 local, district and state associations 
connected with your Angus breed. Think 
what the national association would be if 
there weren’t any local associations, and 
you will soon realize the importance of your 
own little local association or your state 
association. 

The establishment of new herds occurs 
as the product of the activities of these local 
associations. Inasmuch as this conference 
is based on the family-sized breeder, which 
in my opinion is a small breeder with may- 
be a 30 to 50 cow herd, he himself can bet- 
ter promote his breed through the combined 
activities with his fellow breeders in his 
own district. 

As I look at it, all local associations were 
primarily established to promote the breed. 
The national association has one of the 
great promotion directors and he does a 
great job in promoting our breed. But, I 
believe Lloyd Miller will agree with me, 
they cannot reach all the grassroots, or get 
the news releases to all these little daily 
and weekly papers, and a lot of your farm 
papers, and it is the responsibility of the 
local associations to get that information 
to those grassroots, where it does a lot of 
the good. 

I hope you will bear with me if I use a 


few examples which we try to do in our 
State of Pennsylvania. 

I will give you just a few ways you can 
promote your breed through your local 
association. 

No. 1. The best way is the free way and 
it takes only a little time. Before each and 
every sale, if the sale manager would send 
out a news release to all local and weekly 
papers within a 50 to 100 mile radius from 
where the sales are going to be held, a lot 
of your daily and weekly newspapers would 
use it. Always send them releases on all 
important activities which you have. 

We have a mailing list that have all the 
newspapers on-the list in that locality and 
we also make‘it a point to send not only to 
the smallest papers but to the news wire 
services, and they use a considerable amount 
of it. We could not buy all of the space we 
get free in the papers. Maybe we overlook 
the importance of reaching the weekly 
papers and the daily papers in our own 
areas. Just a couple of days ago one of 
our breeders sent me a story which appear- 
ed in a little weekly paper. This story had 
a few pictures of his herd and had a write- 
up of what he was trying to do with the 
Angus breed on his own farm. 

True, maybe that paper only reached a 
small circulation but regardless of number 
he reached a lot of people who might be 
interested in Angus cattle and we have to 
convince a lot of people that we do have the 
best breed of cattle. True, we know it, but 
the man that is just starting in, is not sure 
of it, and it is our responsibility through 
the local associations and every breeder to 
prove to him and show him how we are

Maybe some as- 
sociations feel that their sale is their most 
important part. I do not believe this be- 
cause if an association is established solely 
for the purpose of having a sale, they can- 
not do the best for their breed. There 
probably are a lot of sale managers here or 
people who are managing their first sale 
this year. I will briefly go through the 
steps that I think the state associations 
take: Sam Spangler of Virginia, and Jim 
Colliver of Ohio and Neil Bell from Tennes- 
see, and a couple of others contributed. 


Our system in setting up a sale is pri- 
marily the same. It might save a few pit- 
falls which some of you sale managers or 
coming sale managers might avoid. First 
is plan your sale program early. Clear all 
your dates with your state fieldmen and 
national fieldmen and your breed publica- 
tions and it is important to clear it with 
other breeds, so you don’t have the sale on 
the same date as another breed that is 
within the radius of 50 miles. Plan the sale 
so you can meet that new breeder. Give 
the new breeders an opportunity to sell in 
the different sales, but I do not think it is 
the association’s responsibility to furnish a 
sale for every animal that is registered. I 
think we must keep our standards up high 
so we can be proud of the cattle we sell.

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Next notify all your breeders of what 
type of sale you are going to have. Send 
them a complete outline of the sale you are 
trying to establish. Inform them what ap- 
proximate sale expense will be and at the 
same time you notify him request his nomi- 
nations. Then it is important that a sale 
committee see all the cattle that are nomi- 
nated so that you can select the best pos- 
sible animals for that. Set the standards 
of your sale high. Remember the breeders 
of Angus cattle are a select group and if 
you are a breeder you are way above aver- 
age, so if we set the standards of our sale 
high, we will be proud of the rules and 
regulations of that sale and will be confi- 
dent your association is maintaining a rigid 
level of quality. 

It will be best to use the standard terms 
and conditions as established by the nation- 
al association that will set a pattern and 
remember the new breeder will also be sell- 
ing by those, and so he will build confidence 
in your organization. 

After the cattle are selected notify the 
consignors of all cattle that were selected. 
Give him an idea of the people he is selling 
with. He will do a better job of fitting his 
cattle and getting his cattle ready for that 
sale. Notify him of the advertising pro- 
gram which you are going to follow, so that 
he knows if he so desires, he can place an 
advertisement in one of the breed papers 
along with your ad. Set up a definite set of 
rules so he knows exactly what he is op- 
erating under. That is the sale manager’s 
responsibility and he should request ex- 
tended pedigrees at that time along with 
registration certificates. 

I remember we had a sale manager in 
Pennsylvania that always included in his 
sale rules that every animal was illegiti- 
mate until registered which is pretty close 
to the truth. It is the responsibility of the 
sale manager and also the consignors to 
have them registered and have the number, 
rather than have the registration applied 
for. 

Remember when you have sales you have 
a lot of people that are consigning for the 
first time. I send out what I call last 
minute instructions, giving them the final 
information when the building will be 
ready, what feed must be furnished, and 
what they should bring along to the sale. 

I request signed transfers from the con- 
signors at that time and remind the con- 
signors of their responsibility. Remember 
the sale manager is only a small part in 
making a sale a success. Each and every 
consignee must assume his responsibility. 
It would make it so much easier and your 
sale much more of a success if each con- 
signor would mail the sale manager a list 
of all the visitors to his farm that have 
shown interest in his cattle. The informa- 
tion should include the people he has sold 
cattle to within the past few months and 
also people in his area he thinks are po- 
tential breeders. 
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We send the consignor several extra 
copies of the cattle selected and reminders 
of the advertising and suggest that they 
write 15, or 20 or 30 letters to prospective 
customers and tell them what they are go- 
ing to have for sale and be sure they attend. 
If you analyze these sales you notice the 
man’s cattle that sell the highest, although 
they may not always be the best, is usually 
the man that has followed his pre-sale pro- 
motion program. 


At sale time it is important that you give 
exact breeding. Give a marked catalog to 
the auctioneer and that saves a lot of con- 
fusion. The sale manager reminds the con- 
signor it is his responsibility to see that the 
animal is paid for before he leaves the sale. 


In settling up the sale it is important that 
you get the transfers to the national as- 
sociation on time. You not only save the 
additional cost in the transfer but remember 
that man who purchased that animal wants 
the registration certificate in a very short 
time. You can speed that up. The sale 
manager can sign all the transfers but he 
must sign them and have on each transfer 
the breeder’s name and the way the cattle 
are registered to him. It is also important 
that all the breeding information be includ- 
ed on the registration certificate. After 
the sale, we always send the sellers a com- 
plete analysis on the sale, where we spent 
the money. Also a buyers list and we hope 
we have a fairly large check to send him

be a lot of your new breeders are most 
vulnerable to join a local association. And 
then follow up with a personal call, because 
personal contacts are very valuable. You 
can help that new breeder avoid some of the 
pitfalls which a lot of breeders encounter 
the first couple of years. 

In closing I know there are many things 
which I haven’t discussed and are important 
in the local association, but I want to leave 
these few things with you. Take them for 
what they are or for what they can do. I 
think it is the responsibility of every as- 
sociation to keep each and every sale they 
manage and sponsor on a high plane. I 
don’t mean it is the responsibility to sell 
only show cattle but keep it on a plane so 
you can be proud of your association. Try 
to make every sale just a little bit better 
than the corresponding sale of the previous 
year because when you think about it, that 
is why we are in the purebred business, to 
be a breeder of better beasts and if we can 
continue to improve each and every sale we 
will be going in the right direction. 

Then our association has focused con- 
siderable attention on the program. 
It is the responsibility of the association to 
see that good Aberdeen-Angus calves are 
placed in the hands of the 4-H club mem- 
and see that the new breeders are 
given all the attention that time will permit.

The empha- 
sis is on cows. If we are going to do any- 
thing in the commercial cattle business, we 
have to work with these cows. 

If we used one bull to 25 cows, we would 
need 223,000 bulls to service these cows in 
the Southeast and that is more bull than 
there is here today. 

We want to know what kind of bulls we 
are using in this Southeastern country. We 
would like to have time to go back in the 
audience here and get your ideas on the 
kind of bulls that are being used. But we 
will not take time for that. 

Each of our panel has submitted an opin- 
ion, a rough estimate here of the kind of 
bulls which are being used in these South- 
eastern states. We don’t have all the states 
represented here on the platform, but we 
do have several of them. And we have come 
up with this average figure. 

We estimate that 19 per cent of the bulls 
used in this territory are good purebred 
bulls. About 35 per cent are poor to fair 
purebred bulls, or a rough average of some 
54 per cent of the bulls used in this South- 
eastern territory are purebred bulls of all 
breeds. 

In regards to the grade bulls used, our 
figures show 24 per cent. The scrub bulls’ 
figure is 22 per cent. Total 46 per cent. 
That is our rough estimate. 

We don’t have any way of getting at 
these figures exactly. 

These figures show that we still have a 
lot of common bulls in the Southeastern 
states, a lot of grade bulls and a lot of 
scrub bulls. 

We tried to make an estimate of the per- 
centage of cows which were bred to Angus 
bulls. We want to know where we are with 
this Angus breed, this great breed of Angus 
cattle.

Answer: In 15 years, if we can’t double 
that goal we really haven’t accomplished

Professor Duncan: We will be standing 
still almost. Turning to the panel, Richey 
what can you do in South Carolina? 

Professor Richey: In South Carolina the 
Aberdeen-Angus is a relatively new breed. 
Now we have some very good breeders in 
our state, but most of these herds are com- 
paratively new. Ten years will cover most 
of them in age. Our commercial men in 
South Carolina until recently have thought 
that anything that was a beef breed had to 
have a white face. We are trying to cor- 
rect that, and we are meeting with some 
success. At our state institution for years 
we had only one breed and it wasn’t black. 
We have corrected that situation now and 
our boys are learning that the black breed 
has virtues of its own. For the past couple 
of years we have had pretty rough going 
so far as our bull sales are concerned. 

This year we will have probably a fairly 
normal peach crop. When we don’t have 
peaches or cotton or tobacco, we don’t have 
money in South Carolina to buy cattle. And 
our commercial breeders have not had the 
money. 

Now we are pushing the Angus breeders 
as rapidly as we can. I think it is an eco- 
nomic and educational program in South 
Carolina. 

Professor Duncan: What number of cows 
today are bred to Angus bulls? 

Answer: I would say for commercial 
cattle probably not more than 10 per cent 
are bred to Angus bulls. 

Professor Duncan: Our panel came up 
with about the percentage of these cows 
that we should be breeding to Angus bulls 
in 1970 and that is 50 per cent. 

Our panel feels that our breed has the 
characteristics and qualifications to get into 
this commercial field. If we go forward, 
we sell Angus bulls and prosper. We should 
really get on the ball and take over in the 
commercial cattle field, breeding at least 
half of these cows to Angus bulls. 

Let’s see what we can do to improve the 
commercial cattle situation, Angus-wise in 
the Southeast. Dave Pingrey, I believe you 
have a statement you want to make. 

Dave Pingrey: I am sure there are several 
good ways of attacking this problem such 
as Richey mentioned. Educatio: and some

mercial Angus cattle. The trouble is, we 
are not turning out enough of those good 
black bulls in our state. From October 1, 
1955, to date we have sold at auction in 
Mississippi 243 registered Angus heifers. 
In that same time at auction we have sold 
only 69 bulls. 49 of those bulls went in one 
range bull sale. 

Now except for a few tail end range 
bulls this was a very acceptable group of 
Angus bulls and they sold for the very 
gratifying average of $435 apiece. I think 
you will agree that is good acceptance of 
bulls, but unfortunately at every one of 
those sales we could have sold many more 
good bulls without hurting the average 
price. And at the present time there are 
virtually no desirable service age bulls for 
sale in the state. 

We are pleased about one thing, our 
breeders each year are doing a better job 
of recognizing the steer prospects that they 
find in these bull calf crops. And they are 
sending them to market as steers. Certain- 
ly nobody wants to change that. 

What we feel we do need to change is 
the emphasis in the breeding herd so that 
we can lower the percentage of steers we 
find in this bull calf crop each year. We 
need to change the emphasis so that instead 
of trying to produce a heifer with enough 
papers to tempt a collector, we are going 
to turn out a bull with enough beef to at- 
tract a cattleman. 

Nobody is talking against pedigree. Since 
this breed began, outstanding animals back- 
ed by strong bulls have been milestones in 
the development of the breed. And whether 
they belong to old herd sires or great pro- 
ducing old cows, great names in the pedi- 
grees of desirable Angus cattle always have 
and always will be valued. Nobody wants 
to disparage a pedigree. On the other 
hand, fancy pedigrees combined with high 
pressure salesmanship have done much to 
load our herds with dead weight. 

Cows that are simply name bequeathers, 
bulls that are simply pedigree sweeteners. 
The result—too many steers in the bull calf 
crop. When we replace this dead weight in 
our state, and I fear our state is not the 
only one, with cattle valued for type, pro- 
duction, and close up pedigree, then I think 
we will have taken a big step in the most 
important direction for improving and in- 
creasing the number of commercial Angus 
herds in our area. And then will be sup- 
plying the commercial Angus men with 
more good black bulls. 

Professor Duncan: What kind of Angus 
bull sales do you propose ? 

Dave Pingrey: I don’t think it is necessary 
that we continue this very fashionable idea 
we now have. Presently if we sell more 
than three bulls with 60 heifers, then we 
are out of line. Every sale we have had in 
Mississippi, the bulls have been a sur- 
prising factor. The people have come in 
expecting to take a beating on their bulls 
but they didn’t. I think that in place of 
these state sales, with three, five or eight

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bulls, there is nothing wrong in selling a 
larger proportion of the proper kind of 
bulls. I am not talking about steers that 
failed to have their credentials removed. I 
am talking about real Angus bulls. Let’s 
have an even number of bulls and heifers. 

Professor Duncan: Is there anything 
wrong with having a 100 per cent bull sale? 

Answer: We have had it in our state. Last 
March 7th our auctioneer got grounded and 
he left the folks sitting on the seats an 
hour before the sale started. We took the 
halters off, selling only bulls and commer- 
cial heifers and had a very successful sale. 

Question: You got the bulls in circula- 
tion? 

Answer: They all got homes. 

Professor Duncan: Mr. Gauger are you a 
bull man? 

Mr. Gauger: Yes. 

Professor Duncan: Do you sell most of 
your bulls to commercial cattlemen? 

Mr. Gauger: I presume over a period of 
close to 40 years, 90 per cent of our bulls 
have gone to commercial herds. However, 
in the past seven years, it has varied. We 
will sell 30 per cent to other purebred 
breeders this year. 

Question: Have some of these bulls gone 
into Nebraska and sired International cham- 
pion carlots of steers? 

Mr. Gauger: You want to remember it is 
not always the fellow who produces the 
bulls, but also the fellow who has the cow 
herd and has raised the calves. I am talk- 
ing now about the really honest to goodness 
commercial breeder. They must do their 
part if the expert feeder is to do his job 
successfully. It takes a group of people 
cooperating together. 


Question: What per cent of your income 
of purebred herd is from bulls? 


Mr. Gauger: As far as income is con- 
cerned, the bull business is what has made 
us what we are today. 

Professor Duncan: Don’t you believe, Mr. 
Gauger, that the bull is half the herd and 
the bull is a big factor in improving com- 
mercial cattle? 

Mr. Gauger: The bull is more than half 
the herd. If you are increasing your female 
herd and are retaining female replacements, 
certainly a bull has a lot more to do than 
50 per cent. His blood will carry on as the 
herd increases in size so in most instances 
a bull is more than half the herd. 

Question: You haven’t any trouble sell- 
ing your bulls? 

Mr. Gauger: I guess you would find it 
that way if you came out to the place. 

Question: They are all gone? 

Mr. Gauger: I wouldn’t say that because 
it is a continuous process, raising as many 
cattle as we do. One goes away and an- 
other group comes along. 

Professor Duncan: A lot of us are female 
producers and sellers. We don’t sell many 
of our bulls into commercial herds. And I 
am glad to have Mr. Gauger here to tell us

Tiny Williams, can you sell enough bulls 
down in Georgia and Florida? 

Tiny Williams: No. I'll go along with 
what our good friend said about the market 
for bulls in Mississippi. I think you can 
get this information from the extension 
services of Georgia and Florida that it 
takes 15,000 bulls a year for commercial 
herd replacements.

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commercial market and at the same time 
we are bucking a competitor that has been 
here a long time and on the job. Be sure 
that if you sell John Brown or Sam Smith 
a bull to go with his commercial cattle that 
you put a bull there that will impress his 
neighbors to secure some black bulls the fol- 
lowing year. 

Professor Duncan: Mr. Williams has been 
in Georgia and Florida for several years 
and he has built a lot of commercial herds. 

Mr. Williams: A few. 

Professor Duncan: That means a lot of 
commercial herds. 

Now our time is slipping by here. Our 
panel is all sold on the matter of getting 
out these bulls. These bulls will black up 
the cow and grade up the calf and get some 
good Angus herds in the South. 

There are a few points to mention here. 
I want to ask Sam Spangler what he has to 
say about developing commercial Angus 
cattle in the Southeast? 

Sam Spangler: Virginia has seen tremen- 
dous progress in the commercial as well as 
the purebred cattle business over the past 
15 years in the total cow numbers as shown 
in this sheet. Today there are 350,000 beef 
cows in Virginia as compared with about 
152,000 in 1952 and that is progress, these 
figures show, and I can truthfully say, that 
more than a great share of that increase is 
from the percentage increase of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 

At that time it was a rare thing to see a 
black herd in the fields of Virginia. Today 
I think approximately one-half of the cattle 
in Virginia are black. That is progress. 
That was due to promotion and due to the 
fact that good cattle were sent in and 
brought in and pretty soon it helped that 
neighbor you spoke of, realize that the 
black hide had something that offered the 
producer an opportunity for greater profit. 

We have been through a period in the 
past three or four or five years that jeopar- 
dized our position a little in that every fe- 
male that was born to a registered sire and 
dam, found a ready market and was sold 
as registered stock cattle. We have them 
on hand today. 

As breeders and members of the local 
association we have a responsibility to clean 
up that situation and in cleaning up that 
situation we can improve and increase the 
commercial situation in these areas. A lot 
of what we have to clean out can’t make a 
profit for the commercial men or in sales 
we have to put on. However, I believe we 
can straighten out our pedigrees. We can 
straighten out our quality and we can offer 
to the public commercial cattle with pedi- 
grees that don’t suit our program but whose 
blood is good, and we can assure the com- 
mercial man he will have good black calves. 

Question: What is your sales program in 
Virginia? 

Sam Spangler: In Virginia we have three 
or four commercial sales a year. Eighty 
to 90 per cent of these cattle are from pure- 
bred herds, but sell as grade cattle.

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Question: You take the chains off don’t 
you? 

Sam Spangler: We leave the chaining on, 
that tells him it is a purebred cow, but 
cancel the papers on all that sell. 

Question: How do you market the calves? 

Sam Spangler: In the past five or six 
years we have state graded feeder calf 
sales. These sales are organized by local 
areas. This year there were 28 sales in the 
fall and approximately 30,000 calves were 
sold.

Question: Do you get more for the feeder 
calf at the feeder grade sales than if you 
sell them to the local market? 

It would be safe to 
say it is from three to four cents a pound 
more, 


Question: [sn’t that a good incentive to 
induce a man growing commercial cattle to 
provide a good market for these calves? 

Sam Spangler: Until you have done some- 
thing about a method of marketing the 
product, there is not too much sense in try- 
ing to sell the man the plant. 

Professor Duncan: That is right. I would 
like to ask George a question if he is here. 
George, in the selling of Angus feeder 
calves in East Tennessee the past few years, 
have they sold up to prices of other breeds? 

George Wheeler: They have not. 


Professor Duncan: Why? 


George Wheeler: Well the principle rea- 
son, there has not been as many Angus 
calves in the feeder sales and for that 
reason the Angus calves have been penal- 
ized. However, when there has been as 
many Angus calves, they have sold as well 
or higher. For instance, in the Morristown 
sale last fall it was the second highest sale 
in the State of Tennessee. 

Professor Duncan: We need volume of 
Angus calves in these sales? 

George Wheeler: Apparently we do. When 
the Angus sales are short, we are penalized.

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short and they sold two to three cents low- 
er than other calves. 

Professor Duncan: The sale at Morris- 
town where the Angus calves sold well, did 
it put a little heart in those breeders? 

George Wheeler: Yes, that is right. 

Professor Duncan: What are our plans in 
East Tennessee for placing these black 
calves next fall? 

George Wheeler: Well, the major project 
for the East Tennessee Association this 
year is to promote an all Angus feeder sale 
at Morristown. Quite a number of the 
calves consigned to that sale will come from 
purebred herds and they wili be sent in from 
all over East Tennessee. We want to have 
somewhere between 500 to 600 Angus 
calves. 

Professor Duncan: Let’s have 700 or 800 
Angus calves. 

George Wheeler: Suits me. 

Professor Duncan: I want to ask our 
panel now if you have any finishing state- 
ments you want to make? We have just 
had time to scratch the surface here. 

Professor Duncan: Mr. Gauger, you are 
sold on the value of commercial herds and 
promoting Aberdeen-Angus in these chan- 
nels. 

Mr. Gauger: Without the commercial 
cattle industry I believe there is no purpose 
of raising your purebred cattle because 
after all the commercial cattle supply the 
beef for the people. If we think that we can 
increase purebred breeders constantly with- 
out increasing commercial cattlemen, I 
think we are way off the beam. 

Professor Duncan: Thank you Mr. Gaug- 
er. I am sure we can all prescribe to that 
cow gospel. 

Sam Spangler, do you have a clinching 
statement you want to make? , 

Mr. Spangler: Yesterday we talked about 
FFA and 4-H club work with these steers. 
We want to get behind that program. 

Mr. Pingrey: Some of the very best 
friends the Angus breed has in Mississippi 
are men with good high grade bred cattle 
of another breed. For one reason or an- 
other, maybe they are losing too many 
calves from these heifers. Maybe they got 
tired of dehorning, but at any rate for some 
reason or another they will try one black 
bull. 

Mr. Pingrey: We sold better than one- 
half of our commercial bulls to one fellow 
who is running cows of another breed. 

Mr. Williams: I just wish to say I think 
Albany, Georgia, is about as big a steer 
market as there is in the Southeast. They 
run 1,200 to 2,500 steers every Wednesday 
and four times during this last winter some 
black calves with white faces that a man 
got induced to make the cross, topped that 
auction four weeks in a row. 

Professor Duncan: We feel we have a 
great breed of cattle and a lot of what we 
have to do is to get it into the commercia! 
field and ring the bell and tell the public 
our story.

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Producing Bulls 


For the Commercial Cattleman 


by John Gauger, Shady Lane Farms, 
Clear Lake, South Dakota. . . 


Certainly a fellow like me wonders why 
he is speaking to you, especially when you 
have these professors and men of note who 
have done something great in this cattle 
world. 

I came the nearest to having a college 
degree yesterday when the professor said 
anybody that comes to this institution is an 
alumnus. Anyway I did pretty well in com- 
ing here. 

Some of the people who are associated 
with your college in this area are direct 
descendants of South Dakota. You folks in 
this area must have more money because 
we educate the professors and then you 
get them down here, so I will still have to 
be pretty careful what I say, because I am 
right at home in many respects. 

I will say this Charles Hobbs and J. W. 
Cole and several of you fellows came direct 
from our college. I happen to be on the 
advisory board of our college—I guess they 
want somebody who doesn’t know anything 
about college to help administer it. 

They have given me a subject, of course, 
that naturally is very dear to my heart, be- 
cause I believe the production of bulls is 
the most important aspect of the cattle 
business. 

Without the commercial industry, there 
is no reason why we should continue to pro- 
duce registered Angus cattle. The bull in- 
dustry is the way Black cattle will be 
spread over this great area. We realize we 
are a younger breed than the other breeds, 
therefore, we are at a disadvantage. We 
have to show by proof whether or not we 
have something superior to any other kinds 
of cattle. This can only be done by the pro- 
duction of the kind of beef cattle that will 
stand out and do the job better than some 
other breed. And this is our job. 

I suppose if there is any one thing I am 
happy about it is the subject you gave me, 
“Producing Bulls for the Commercial Cattle- 
man.” That’s been important in our family 
and our organization. And if there is any- 
thing I do know something about, it is the 
production of bulls. 

Why we talk it and live it and eat it. A 
number of years ago a visitor at our place 
asked, “Do you ever get tired of all the bull 
you get?” And my wife said, “No, I eat 
bull for breakfast, dinner and supper,” and 
today she has gotten so used to eating bul! 
all day she doesn’t even notice it! And per- 


haps, that has something to do with why we 
are interested in the production of bulls. 

It is quite different here, I do know, as I 
travel around over the eastern part of the 
United States. And I, by the way, have 
seen many of your herds. I am sorry only 
a few of you folks here have been out to 
visit South Dakota herds. Perhaps you 
have heard so much about South Dakota 
and the bad conditions there and the 
drought and so forth, which we don’t have— 
except occasionally—that you think it is 
awful. I will say we can produce hardy 
cattle in South Dakota. 

In my discussion about the commercial 
cattleman I am not thinking about the com- 
mercial man who says, “I need 50 Angus 
bulls.” I am thinking of the commercial 
Angus man who is making a living raising 
steers for commercial feeders. I am think- 
ing of that man who is particular about the 
kind of cattle he is raising. That is the 
man, of course, who is very concerned with 
the bulls he is getting. 

I wish today that each one of you could 
come out to the farm and see the kind of 
bulls these commercial men are buying on 
contract a year ahead of time. They are 
looking for good bulls and they are willing 
to pay for them. 

I hope you don’t think this is a bragging 
statement, but in order to show you these 
commercial men will pay for bulls, if they 
can get them, so far this year we have sold 
over 50 bulls at a price of over $1,000 each. 
So it gives you an idea that what the com- 
mercial men will pay and what they are 
paying. 

A few years ago we had several com- 
mercial men who were paying an average as 
high as $1,500 for a group of bulls and con- 
tracting them for delivery a year later. 
They pick these bulls in the fall when they 
are calves and we grow them 12 months 
more. The bulls are delivered when they 
are 18 months old or older. 

We follow a simple formula to determine 
the price of our bulls. This is based on a 
comparison of prices paid by our customers 
for bulls over the past six or seven years 
with the prices they have received for their 
steers over a corresponding period. The 
price comes out $1,250 and this was the 
contract price for delivery at 18 months of 
age.

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These bulls are kept in during the winter 
and fed. The following spring we put them 
out on grass and grain. That is the way 
these bulls are grown out. If you don’t 
think you can get size in that way, I wish 
you could come up and see the kind of bulls 
commercial cattlemen are buying. 

I am sure our customers wouldn’t be com- 
ing back to buy bulls, if they weren’t get- 
ting results. They are getting an extra 
three cents and four cents a pound for their 
calves. And if I might add this, they are 
having pretty good luck with these bulls 
they are buying for $1,250. 

Now you might ask: what are they look- 
ing for in these kind of bulls? I think they 
are finding what they are looking for, and 
our bulls are pleasing a lot of these pure- 
bred fellows too. You can buy bulls for 
$500 in our part of the country but our 
cattlemen are not looking for that kind. 
They have a set of standards for these good 
commercial bulls. You don’t sell them good 
bulls; they buy them. By that I mean, we 
have conditions that are quite different 
from yours. I know you will all agree that’s 
been brought out several times. 

In the eastern part of this country you 
talk “families.” Our former fieldman, who 
is now retired, made this remark to me. He 
said, “John give them hell down there and 
tell them we are raising cattle out West.” 
These fellows who buy our commercial bulls 
don’t usually ask how they are bred. If you 
come into our herd today, we would say this 
is the dam, this the grandam, and this the 
sister, and so forth. If they like the bull 
they buy it, and if they don’t, they leave 
him alone. 

I have given you an idea how to produce 
bulls. The range territory is where we sell 
bulls. There is one thing I want to say to 
you fellows. I think you fellows have been 
looking for new territories to sell bulls. I 
know there are thousands of bulls in this 
eastern country. Some have come out to 
our area. We have one man, he will hold a 
sale next Monday, where he will sell 180 
bulls. He has done that for several years 
now. Most of our bulls have come from our 
territory. I suppose I can say this. Very 
few of our bulls have found their way East. 


We sold one bull to New Jersey and sev- 
eral top bulls have gone into Iowa. In this 
connection, maybe it won’t hurt me for say- 
ing this but I wish some of the bulls you 
send out West would never get there. I say 
that for this reason. They are not the kind 
of bulls we ought to have. I think if you 
ever want to hurt the progress of the Angus 
breed, just send out bulls that don’t belong. 
Anytime we send bulls into a territory, 
which is primarily a beef cattle producing 
country and the bulls are not as heavy as 
the breed in the area, then we are working 
against our own breed. 


I know you don’t have to send that kind 
of bulls. You are selling a lot of bulls at 
$200 and $300. I honestly think you would

CENTRAL ILLINOIS ANGUS ASSOCIATION — 
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late Senator Lantz relates that the history 
of the organization goes back to November 
23, 1938 when a group of 25 Angus breed- 
ers in the Central Illinois area held their 
first meeting on Senator Simon FE. Lantz’s 
Dells Valley Farm at Congerville, Illinois. 
R. L. Steiger was elected president of the 
group while Forrest Lemons was elected 
vice-president, C. A. Bruer, treasurer, and 
Senator Lantz, secretary-manager, a posi- 
tion he filled until he resigned in June of 
1952. 


For several of his individual private sales, 
Senator Lantz had earlier invited a few of 
his neighbors, breeders who had purchased 
foundation cattle from the Lantz herd, to 
consign a few head. This gave newer breed- 
ers a chance to merchandise their cattle 
without great individual expense. It was 
from this idea of collective promotion that 
the Central Illinois association sprang up. 

There were at the time, four half-century- 
old breeders in the Central Illinois area: 
A. A. Armstrong & Son of Carmargo; 
Stanley R. Pierce & Sons of Creston; Wade 
& Son of Clinton; and Senator Lantz. These 
men along with several others gathered to- 
gether and accepted the responsibility of 


setting up an organizational meeting. 


After organizing, the new Central Illinois 
Angus Association decided to hold several 
annual auctions with the first such pro- 
duction sale totaling $10,827. Since then 
the total head of livestock sold has number- 
ed well into the thousands, amounting to 
nearly $3,000,000 in both auction and pri- 
vate treaty sales, proving the objective of 
the association to produce “More of the 
Better Kind.” 


In 1945 the association decided to build 
its own sales pavilion. A wooded tract 
was purchased from Dells Valley Farms 
along U. S. highway 150 and stock was 
issued to the membership at $75 per share 
for the construction of the building. With 
members also sharing in the actual labor 
of construction the heated barn with full 
facilities soon took shape—“right out of the 
timber”, as George Meeker, a past president, 
commented. There were 110 members at 
the time and this has since grown to over 
the 225 mark. Dues are $1 per year plus 
25 cents per head for each female over six 
months of age and a charge of $2 per head 
is made for each animal in a sale. The 
remainder of the expense is allocated.

Central Illinois lies within the heart of 
the Midwestern corn belt area and as a 
result most of the land is in constant crop 
rotation with little, if any, permanent 
pasture.

that they would be healthy. In the latter, the deductive method, 
we would use what may be considered the ecological approach. In 
this, by studying Nature’s pattern of animal placement in its 
different areas, or on soils of different fertility levels according 
to the ecological pattern, we would learn the soil fertility differ- 
ences representing causes, via the crops, of animal presence and 
animal absence according to the natural processes of evolution of 
them. 

This latter is a qualitative attack on the problem of growing 
healthy animals, not a quantitative one. It notes the presence of 
or absence of health, or the prevalence of certain tabulated ail- 
ments. We may well begin our study of animal health in relation 
to the soil fertility and our management of the soil for that objec- 
tive by using mainly the deductive or the ecological method. We 
may well observe and investigate Nature’s pattern. Then, by both 
ecological deductions and experimental inductions, we may find 
reasons for Her locating certain animals on some soils and not on 
others. Therefrom we might possibly deduce the roles played by 
different soil fertility elements in building protein, for example, in 
plant nutrition, and thereby putting that into animal nutrition. 
We might thereby learn more about why “All flesh is grass.” 

As a basic premise from which to reason, or to attack the prob- 
lem of growing healthy animals by judicious management of the 
soil under the forages feeding them, we shall accept the American 
bison’s presence in great herds upon the Plains as evidence of 
good fertility in the soil there for healthy animals. We shall con- 
sider it as good fertility for growing the virgin forages of the 
chemical composition representing nutrition for good animal health. 
It avoids the distorted view of nutrition which is so often serving 
mainly in a fattening process, and even then of a castrated male 
with a much shortened life span which is demonstrating little of a 
nutrition for the procreation and survival of his species. 


By selecting within the larger soil pattern, as the starting point 
and guide, this particular section which was of sufficient fertility 
to guarantee the survival of the bison, one is immediately im- 
pressed with the limited grass areas which made the buffalo flesh. 
Or conversely, one is disturbed by the large land areas of virgin 
soils of fertility levels too low, or too deficient in at least one or 
two respects, for survival of this quadruped, which is not widely 
different from the cow. We should also be impressed by the ap- 
plicability of those ecological facts to the nutrition and health of 
our cattle herds and other livestock when the bison nourished on 
those soils was duplicating, in many details, their physiological 
complexities. These include the physiological processes (a) of body 
growth, (b) of protection against disease, and (c) of reproduction 
in sufficient fecundity for survival of the species without the help 
(or hindrance) of man and his modern, economic and technological 
agriculture. When the soil area suited for raising the bison was 
so limited, or rather when so much of the country could not sup- 
port the buffalo, should we not expect to have health troubles with 
our animals when we put them on soils outside the virgin grass 
area inhabited by the buffalo? Should we not anticipate more cf 
those troubles with increased years during which those soils have 
been mined of their fertility? 


Let us then examine the concept that the grass crop was the 
guarantee of the survival of the bison. We may well also look 
with question into the belief that a grass agriculture any where 
else in the country should be good nutrition and good health for 
cattle, when they, like the bison, are ruminants and meat-makers 
too. Let us look at the areas of our own country as the livestock 
practices are meeting up with more diseases, or less of them, to 
suggest (a) that the different climatic settings have made differ- 
ent soils from the original rocks or parent soil materials; (b) that 
some climatic force, like wind, has been blowing in some new 
minerals to keep the soil reserves renewed for protein production; 
and (c) that the soil rather than the particular crop species per se

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has been the factor determining the health of the animals. Perhaps 
an examination of the soil as it has been developed under the 
varied climatic forces to feed, or to fail, our protein-producing 
crops will not only give pattern to the soils of the United States, 
but will also be the pattern for the production of our cattle and 
other kinds of livestock in better health. 


The Mid-Continent Stands Out 


One needs only to look at the maps of the states drawn to the 
sizes they represent in the amounts of beef they produce and in 
the amounts of pork, our two major meats, to see that it is the 
mid-continent of the United States where the soils are growing 
the feeds by which these animals are produced. The growth of the 
beef (Figure 1-1) which represents a higher percentage of protein 
in the carcass, is in the western Mid-continent. It duplicates the 
areas of the bison. The production of the pork (Figure 2-I) is 


where the grass is still “natural”, and where the virgin grasslands 
and the bison were a “natural” combination too. There the cattle 
raise themselves. There they are “naturally” fed and are “nat- 
urally” healthy. Hogs, however, might seem ill-placed on the grass 
map were one not reminded that corn too is one of the grasses. It 
grows now where the massive amounts of big bluestem covered 
the prairies.

It is a significant coincidence that the combined two maps of 
beef and pork productions cover the same area represented also by 
the portion of the United States with the highest concentration of 
farms on the land area (Figure 4-1). We might be tempted to 
believe that the original grasslands were reason for the produc- 
tivity making much soil tillage or farming and thereby much live- 
stock possible, or vice versa. These combinations of maps center

If we are given to the belief that “All flesh is grass,” then the 
readiness with which the maps of beef and pork superimpose 
themselves so accurately on the area of the virgin grasses (Figure 
2-1) would tempt one to believe that the grass causes the ecological 
and climatic setting for the livestock.

Correlations Are Not Necessarily Causes 


It is significant that the maps of beef and pork superimpose 
themselves also accurately on the map of highly efficient con- 
ductivity of electricity by the soil, especially with the combined 
areas of “excellent” and “good” radio reception as mapped by the 
National Broadcasting Company (Figure 5-1). While in the pre- 
ceding correlations we might mistake the grass as reason for many 
cattle, and they in turn as reason for many farms, none of these 
can be mistaken as reason for the excellent and good radio recep- 
tion, or the high conductivity by the soil. 


Quite the reverse, the soil conditions representing “excellent” 
and “good” conductivity correlated with grass, cattle and concen- 
tration of farming may properly be considered as the cause within 
the correlation. The former one is the cause of the latter three. 
The three, namely grass, livestock and concentration of farms, 
are related because they have a common cause, namely the electro- 
chemodynamic conditions of the soil which are exhibited in the 
radio and also in the production of the protein-producing crops 
serving in the nutrition of animals and man. 


These soil conditions include chemically active and thereby elec- 
trically active salts in the soil for the conduction of electricity when 
the soil is one arm of the radio circuit while the air with its elec- 
trical waves is the other. Those conditions include also moisture, 
since dry salts are neither ionized nor chemically active in elec- 
trical conduction. Those are the same soil conditions required for 
plant nutrition when the salts include those of calcium as the 
major portion of the mixture, supplemented by those of magnesium, 
potassium and others. 


They are the conditions including and emphasizing water. Thus, 
with the higher rainfall in the Eastern and Southeastern States 
where the soil fertility elements have been leached out, there is 
ample water but not enough of the fertility salts for either good 
radio reception or for production of protein-rich crops. There the 


virgin pine trees are the extreme of low-protein crops. In the more 
arid West, the alkaline salts are ample but the mositure is deficient 
for the electro-dynamic behaviors by which either good radio 
reception or significant protein production by crops may be pos- 
sible. It is in the salts of soil fertility and the soil moisture as the 
result of the balance of the climatic forces for this particular de-

service for nine or ten years, depending, of 
course, on production and quality. Most re- 
cent additions to the herd bull battery of the 
Kreyciks are bulls from the Woodlawn herd 
at Creston, Illinois, and Otto Frank at 
Manilla, Iowa. 


Although the Kreyciks have operated as a 
unit down through the years, 1954 brought 
about a division of the ranches because of 
individual families, although cattle will con- 
tinue to be sold as a unit until the variation 
of bulls brings about a change. The herds 
now go under four separate brands with 
Jim Kreycik operating the Willow Grove 
Land and Cattle Company unit along with 
his sons Jack and Hale. George Kreycik runs 
the Angus Valley Ranch while Joe runs the 
Lost Creek Cattle Company and John the 
Lazy Trails Angus Ranch. The units com- 
bined take in about 21,000 acres and are 
just west of Wood Lake, Nebraska, the 
ranches being bisected by U. S. Highway 20. 


Jim purchased the top pen of three bulls 
from Lew Pierce of Woodlawn Farm at Den- 
ver last year, bought another later on and 
added three more Pierce bulls this past fall. 
Jim now owns four Woodlawn bulls with 
brother Joe owning three, George is current- 
ly using Wilkinson and Frank bulls with 
John using Gauger Brothers bulls purchased 
in South Dakota. About 1,000 head of cows 


are bred each year by the Kreyciks with 
anything calved after June 15th being held 
over as yearlings. The steer calves are sold 
with the top end of the heifers going back 
into the herds. Last season’s steer crop went 
to the Mommsens at $28.25 across the line. 
The yearlings were purchased for $22.25. 


The Kreycik ranches are in typical Sand- 
hill country — rolling hills of productive 
grassland with scattered valleys and hay 
meadows. The annual cutting of hay pro- 
duces about three-quarters of a ton per acre 
and is the sole feed, along with cottonseed 
cake supplement, that takes the herd 
through the winter months when the grass- 
land is beyond grazing. Latest trend in the 
Sandhill country is the fertilization of the 
hay meadows which is resulting in increased 
production. 


Jim Kreycik was the former secretary of 
the Willow Grove Land and Cattle Company 
when operated as a unit by the Kreycik 
family, but is now owner and president of 
the separate unit since its division. Jim is 
assisted by son, Jack, who is foreman and 
secretary of the operation, Jack, a leader in 
4-H work for eight years, was runner-up for 
Nebraska’s Junior Chamber of Commerce 
award for Outstanding Young Farmer for 
1954. In addition Jack has been presented 
with a number of civic and county letters of 
recognition and won the Skelley Agricul- 
tural Achievement Award for operation of 
the 4,532 acre Cherry county cattle ranch

he was able to purchase Criterion Bardolier 
24th from the Triple-A-Ranch, Jonesburg, 
Missouri, owned and operated by Bill An- 
heuser. It was this great bull that really 
“put West in business” and it is a fact that 
most of those who have seen the get of the 
“24th” are strong in their conviction that 
never has a bull stamped his calves like this 
great bull of West’s. They are as alike as 
“peas in a pod” and the winning cattle in 
West’s show herd have been almost exclu- 
sively the get of this Bardolier bull. 


Unfortunately, this great bull came to 
an untimely end in April, 1955, as the re- 
sult of an accident at the farm. But, in his 
four short years he had enhanced the An- 
gus breed with a good many calves, thanks 
to the practice of artificial insemination. 
West figures that using the bull artificially 
gave him a real “head start” for he had a 
good many calves from the “24th” before 
he died, many more than he would have had 
if he had used the bull naturally, At the 
same time, the “24th” sired many good 
calves and among those that West held on 
to was an October, 1953 son out of Erica 
Erlata W 31, Bardolier DW 2401st. This 
bull is just about a carbon copy of his sire 
and West is planning to keep him for his 
herd sire, using the bull artificially during 
the past show season so that the bull could 
be shown in his final year of eligibility. 


The West herd has run into a good deal 
of real stiff competition at the many shows 
here and in Canada and has been able to 
come out very well, some of the top win- 
nings being the Supreme Championship at 
the 1955 Western Futurity at Salem, Ore- 
gon where West’s bull Bardolier DW 2401 
was victorious. At the 1956 National West- 
ern the West herd took top honors in the 
“best 10 head” class, this being the largest 
display of Angus “best 10 head” at any 
show in the country. A total of 22 herds 
competed, exceeding by five the previous 
all time high. In 1955 West’s herd manager 
for the past four years, the well-liked Royal 
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Campion, took the herd to Canada where, 
at the Calgary show they took the reserve 
championship in the bull class and eleven 
out of 12 possible firsts in the show. At the 
show in Edmonton West’s herd winnings in- 
cluded the grand championship in the bull 
class and another group of eleven firsts. 
The big show at Saskatoon was the Golden 
Anniversary event and attracted more than 
200 Angus cattle. At this Show West had 
the Junior champion bull and also had the 
reserve junior champion bull, grand and re- 
serve champion female and the senior and 
junior champion females. 


Dale West’s potato business takes up a 
great deal of his time and most of the re- 
sponsibility for the operation of the Angus 
herd falls upon the capable shoulders of the 
herd manager, Royal Campion, Campion is 
considered one of the better showmen in 
the business and the West show herd is al- 
ways something special to behold at the 
various shows and fairs. 
Not to be forgotten in this little story 
about the West herd is the rest of Dale’s 
family, his wife Lucille and their 13-year- 
old daughter Sara, who, by the way, has for 
her 4-H project Southdown sheep.

we'll have to back-track a bit. W. J. (Wib) 
Harrer was born a little more than fifty 
years ago in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
where his father was an engineer and there 
he might have stayed if it were not for the 
failing health of his father, this condition 
making for a move to the western part of 
the country. In 1909 the Harrer family came 
to Montana, “Wib” at that time being seven 
years old and the eldest of seven children. 
The Harrers settled on a small dairy farm 
in the Gallatin Valley. When Wib was in his 
sophomore year at Adrian College in Adrian, 
Michigan his father died and Wib came 
home to operate the family homestead. 

It was while he was at Adrian College 
that Wib met Esther McCaslin an Indiana 
girl who was later to become Mrs. Harrer. 
After finishing school Esther taught for a 
while back east and for a short time after 
her marriage she taught in a little country 
school in Montana, Despite her eastern 
origin Esther is now a dyed in the wool 
Montanan and a real rancher’s wife, being 
on hand at many of the shows and sales at- 
tended by her husband. 

In 1935 Wib Harrer became interested in 
Angus cattle, although he had been using 
Angus bulls on his Shorthorn cows that he 
had in conjunction with his dairy herd up 
in the Gallatin Valley. In 1937 Harrer “real- 
ly got hot” on Angus and during 1937 and 
1938 he made purchases that finally brought 
into being the famed Hyalite Angus herd on 
Hyalite Creek, this outfit being the fore- 
runner of the now famous Green Meadow 
Ranch.

and the first purchase made by this partner- 
ship was 10 head of Angus of Blackcap 
Revolution breeding from the Arch Davis 
herd that was located near Gallatin at that 
time. In 1938 the firm bought thirty head of 
registered Angus at the Hartley Stock Farm 
at Page, North Dakota and they also bought 
the commercial herd of Jim Bradley of 
Bozeman, Montana. 


The partnership lasted until 1947 when 
Wib, ill with undulant fever, probably con- 
tracted while doing his own veterinary work 
during World War II, decided to curtail his 
operations and move to a small place where 
his strength would not be taxed, for he 
wanted to continue to run “a few head of 
Angus”. While looking for this “small place” 
Wib came upon the ranch that is now his 
Green Meadow Angus Ranch, but it was far 
from “small” for it was the famous 4,000 
acre place formerly operated by H, W. 
Child, the fabulous founder of the Yellow- 
stone Transportation Co, and park conces- 
sionaire at the Yellowstone National Park. 
The ranch is located only a stone’s throw 
from the city limits of Helena, Montana, the 
state capitol. 


The ranch is in Lewis and Clark county, 
in a section known as the Prickley Pear 
Valley and is two miles northwest of 
Helena’s center. It is situated on two high- 
ways, No. 10 that runs East and West 
through Helena, this road being a major 
northern trans-continental road, while No. 
91, which runs north of Helena leads up to 
good cattle country where many bulls are 
sold. On nearing the ranch it would be ex- 
pected that the first object seen would be 
Angus cattle, but the dominant physical fea- 
ture of the place is the massive barn, a 
structure that can be seen from the high 
land around Helena. 


This structure is “one in a million”, 450 
feet long and about 30 feet high. The build- 
ing was originally built for horses in 1915 
and is constructed of granite and hand-hewn 
timbers, being built to last indefinitely. The 
place was designed by and construction was 
supervised by the same architect who de- 
signed Old Faithful Lodge in Yellowstone 
Park. The barn is built on Swiss lines and 


its peculiar rounded shingled roof readily 
sheds snow and water. Harrer uses the front 
two sections of the building for a cattle barn 
and it easily stables sixty head of cattle un- 
der ideal temperature conditions, being cool 
in the summer and warm in the winter 
months. The third section, formerly a buggy 
barn, is now used as a machine shed by the 
Harrers. 

H. W. Child, the original owner of Green 
Meadow ranch was a lover of the best of 
anything and when he decided he wanted a 
ranch he began to look for the best land 
obtainable. Where Harrer’s Angus now roam 
was formerly the home of a great Shorthorn 
herd of the past, for Child developed a herd 
of cattle that made a great name for itself 
all over the United States. His great Short- 
horn bull, Ringmaster, was a three-time In- 
ternational Champion Shorthorn and his 
cattle went into the show ring in grass fat 
condition, this giving proof to the unusually 
good feeding qualities of the native grasses 
and pastures at Green Meadow. 

At the present Harrer’s pastures consist 
of blue grama, western wheat grass, and 
mountain fescue, with bluejoint. Fescue and 
brome is found in the hay meadows. As 
mentioned above, the feed values of these

on calves starting with stillborn and follow- 
ed a varying age pattern up to dwarfs over 
two years old. Our findings have included 
many glaring of malnutrition. 
Every calf has shown deficiencies that can 
only be classed as nutritional, Every calf 
we have autopsied has shown mineral defi- 
ciency. These deficiencies have shown up in 
the bone structure, the blood and in the 
teeth. Most of the animals that were chronic 
bloaters were deficient in rumen organism. 
Others showed under glandular 
development in various areas of the body; 
still others carried hemorrhagic lesions. We 
also found partial terminate destruction in 
the nasal passage. 

All of these findings can be traced to 
faulty nutrition, but hardly could have any 
connection to a faulty or dwarf gene, by 
the wildest imaginative investigator. 

Now, look further into the nutri- 
tional picture and see if we can justify what 
the autopsies have revealed. We must ac- 
cept the fact that all things that live must 
live on that which comes from the soil, 
either directly or indirectly. This means 
that the soil holds the life-giving elements 
that sustain us. But each year as a crop is 
taken from the soil, some of those elements 
go into the crop, and this is responsible for 
the fact we live in a world of diminishing

proportions. Farmers everywhere are aware 
of soil depletion. This affects pastures as 
well as cropland. 

As the fertility diminshes from the land, 
so also does the feed energy of our grains 
and feeds. This in turn lowers the vitality 
level of the animals that consume it and 
this in turn sets the stage for the ailments 
and afflictions of our livestock—and even 
our own lives. 

Now, let’s turn back to the dwarf and his 
relationship to certain blood lines. It is ac- 
cepted that some people have a much high- 
er vitality level than others and that the 
vitality level undergoes changes under 
many conditions. This then is also true in 
animals and certain blood lines carry weak- 
nesses that others do not. A bull of a low- 
vitality blood line mated to cows of an aver- 
age vitality could be responsible for a dwarf 
and this mating could repeat with a dwarf 
or, due to nutritional changes, may produce 
a normal calf. A bull known to sire dwarfs 
in one herd may prove clean when mated to 
high resistant cows, in another herd. 

In my opinion, if more attention were 
paid to the requirements of our livestock 
and an honest effort were made to balance 
the rations fed our cattle, it would be pos- 
sible in the next few years to practically 
abolish dwarfism. 

To do this, though, it is going to mean 
that you just cannot accept the so-called 
balance that various feed companies will

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propose. It will require an analysis of your 
land and the blood of various blood lines in 
your herd. Once a pattern is established, it 
will not be difficult to supply the necessary 
ingredients in your rations and at the 
proper levels. 

We are carrying on research experiments 
along these lines on positive dwarf-produc- 
ing animals and our results up to this point 
are most gratifying and show promise of 
end results that will be an inspiration to the 
cattlemen everywhere. 

IN CONCLUSION, I would like to point 
out that this condition has been building up 
over a long period of years. In view of this, 
you cannot expect to abolish dwarfism in 
your herd over night. It is going to take a 
few years of honest effort on your part and 
even then you must be very careful that yeu 
have sound, dependable advice. There wh 
be exploiters ready to take you “for a ride.” 
Your herd should be checked regularly by 
men of proven ability.

minor problems. Throwing them all together 
they are of very little economic importance. 
So why should any beef cattle breeder get 
too excited about them. About every so 
often for selfish reasons some one or some 
groups will start a new smear campaign on 
some one of the minor problems and some 
people get panicky and begin to believe that 
this one problem is all that matters. These 
things always run their course and are even- 
tually forgotten about. Meanwhile some 
damage is done to the breed and some 
breeders get side tracked. Just look down 
the road and keep in mind the big things 
about cattle breeding. The people who fall 
for this nonsense get hurt a great deal more 
than the intended victims of the campaigns. 
Most of you young folks will live to see 
the day when Angus cattle dominate in the 
Midwest and the Plain states including 
Montana, You are in a very good business 
and don’t let other people’s confusion—con- 
fuse you. Stick to the fundamental, big 
things and you will get along real well.

and it is hoped that the outfit will be able 
to conduct an annual production sale at 
which around fifty head will be offered. But, 
let’s take a look at the work and planning 
that preceded even the establishment of this 
cattle industry in the hot part of this 
country. 


The big factory in the development of 
this area has been water. The artificial ap- 
plication of water to growing crops has been 
known since time immemorial in Europe as 
well as in Asia and Africa. Irrigation is 
mentioned in the Old Testament and it has 
been practiced on a small and large scale all 
over the world. Eastern and midwestern 
rainfall is heavier and more evenly distrib- 
uted than in the western and southwestern 
states and consequently irrigation is not 
necessary in those more favored areas. Even 
in this country irrigation is nothing new, 
for settlers from Spain practiced irrigation 
in the southwestern part of the country 


more than 250 years ago. At present it is 
estimated that there are more than 22,000,- 
000 acres under irrigation in this country 
and the acreage is increasing each year. Ir- 
rigation today is usually on a rather large 
scale because of the initial investment 
necessary. 


The Yuma Valley, where Newcomer’s 
ranch is located, comprises about 60,000 
acres of land of which 56,000 acres is under 
water rights. Originally irrigation in this 
area got under way in 1906, but the new and 
more active era began in 1930 and the 
valley played a big part in the food produc- 
ing program during World War II. The soil 
in the Yuma Valley is wonderful, lacking 
only water to make it a high food producer. 
Being a silt drawn from a wide area over 
millions of years the soil has all the neces- 
sary elements including the trace elements 


so often lacking in other areas and soils.

southwest and west that have provided the 
fresh vegetables for the American table 
during the months when the growing of 
these items is impossible in other parts of 
the country. The acreage operated in the 
Yuma valley by Newcomer and his asso- 
ciates totals little less than 5,000 acres, 
but by double cropping it is possible to pro- 
duce around 6,000 acres of crops each year. 

Typical of the crops in various stages of 
growth at the time of our visit were 640 
acres of cotton, 1,560 acres of cantaloups, 
550 acres of watermelons, 900 acres of 
alfalfa and 800 acres of barley. 

As is the custom in other parts of the 
country, crop rotation is practiced on this 
big place. After cropping the land for five 
years it is turned over to alfalfa and cattle 
for three years, thereby keeping the area in 
a high state of production. The various pas- 
tures where the cattle are kept are made up 
of plantings of brome, birdsfoot trefoil, alta 
fescue, alfalfa and sweet clover and the 
prodigious amounts of water necessary for 
the operation of this big spread come from 
the preferred water rights the firm has on 
the mighty Colorado River. 

With a business such as this and the pro- 
duce being a highly perishable item, it is 
necessary that labor is on hand at the exact 
moment it is needed and for this reason this 
firm is fully self contained. Field workers 
are furnished permanent and suitable lodg- 
ings and the workers are served hot meals 
daily. As the work is sporadic due to the 
various dates of the crop ripenings and be- 
cause speed of harvesting is essential in or- 
der to get the maximum crop, top-notch 
workers are wanted and kept. 


Naturally, in an operation of the dimen- 
sions this is, there is a good deal of vege- 
table waste and one of the outlets for this 
refuse is in the feeding and fattening of cat- 
tle. Quality feeder cattle are handled at the 
Yuma feedlots and they are bought mostly 
in Oklahoma, New Mexico, Arizona and Ore- 
gon. Buying weights ranging from 475 to

Forbes of the Western States Meat Packers 
Association, Inc. 


Proposals to exempt livestock auction 
markets from supervision of the Packers 
and Stock Yards Act is not exepected to get 
far. The powerful Farm Bureau, among 
other groups, is against the idea. 

“Exemption of auction markets,” Farm 
Bureau leaders told Congress, “is not in 
the best interest of livestock producers and 
feeders. Moreover such exemption would 
be discriminatory, as auction markets and 
terminal markets are now under super- 
vision ... 

“Since the Act was written, the relative 
volume of livestock marketings handled 
through auction markets has increased, 
which would indicate that it is more neces- 
sary now than it was originally to have 
such activities supervised ... ” 

Bureau spokesmen say the USDA is 
aware that “an inequitable situation exists 
where some stockyards are subject to post- 
ing under the Act and some are not,” but 
that funds are now available to straighten 
this out. 


The National Beef Council, by the time 
you read this, may have put across its 


program for voluntary deductions from 
cattle sales to finance country-wide beef 
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promotion. Following Senate hearings, an 
amendment to present law was introduced 
by Sen. Mundt of South Dakota to allow 
the checkoff.

Increases were com- 
mon in Southern and Eastern states, with 
little change in the Corn Belt. There were 
declines in the Great Plains, but some in- 
creases in the West, where California 
values registered a 5 per cent gain. 

A change coming in the trend? 

Real estate people over the country, re- 
porting to USDA, think so. They are by 
no means unanimous, but most of them 
predict that values over the country will 
show a slight decline for the six months 
ending October 1. 


New and improved primary and secondary 
farm-to-market roads are in the offing, the 
result of the giant roads program approved 
recently by Congress and the President, 
and described as the “largest program of 
road-building in the history of this or any 
other country,” by Sen.

States have 
more flexibility than in the past in 
expenditure of federal funds, allowing more 
attention to rural roads where needed.

Participation 
in the bank has been more widespread than 
had been expected, and payments to farm- 
ers will be funneling out of Washington at 
a great rate during the weeks prior to the 
election next November. 


It would appear that the GOP Adminis- 
tration, which is in charge of the money, 
will benefit. This may be the case. In 
Iowa, certainly, where thousands of farm- 
ers have banked good corn land, and will 
collect substantial payments, things look 
much better than when hog markets were 
dragging the ground. 


The bank is expected to be of more help 
in the Midwest than elsewhere, although 
farmers in drought areas also will benefit. 
Small farmers in the deep South will reap 
little harvest from the bank this year. They 
don’t grow commercial corn and wheat, the 
payment rate on peanuts is low, and cotton 
acreage already has been cut back sharply. 


However, the South is not the GOP’s 
main worry. Republicans are primarily 
concerned in holding the Midwestern states 
that normally fall to them. 


The Democrats argue that they had 
proposed a soil bank under a different 
name some while ago, and the credit there- 
fore should go to them.

The bank is expected to be of more help 
in the Midwest than elsewhere, although 
farmers in drought areas also will benefit. 
Small farmers in the deep South will reap 
little harvest from the bank this year. They 
don’t grow commercial corn and wheat, the 
payment rate on peanuts is low, and cotton 
acreage already has been cut back sharply. 


However, the South is not the GOP’s 
main worry. Republicans are primarily 
concerned in holding the Midwestern states 
that normally fall to them. 


The Democrats argue that they had 
proposed a soil bank under a different 
name some while ago, and the credit there- 
fore should go to them. They further point 
out, and rightly, that Mr. Benson and his 
aides accepted the bank idea with great 
reluctance. But arguments as to who should 
get the credit are not expected to be as 
convincing as the obvious fact that it is a 
GOP-controlled Administration which is

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Ten Year Review of 


Constructive Breed Promotion 
1946 


Ten years ago the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association printed a monthly bulletin. Mr. 
W. M. Tomhave, then secretary, appointed a Publication Committee to study the possibility of the Asso- 
ciation producing a Breed Paper in competition to the JOURNAL and other livestock magazines used by breed- 
ers for individual herd promotion. 


This committee made an extensive study of costs of such a project. Their agent was in our office 
for several weeks to learn what the JOURNAL was doing to assist with Breed Promotion. The committee 
reported to the Board of Directors that for obvious reasons the recording Association should not enter the 
publication field. 


However, certain suggestions were made to improve the format of the Journal. These were 
adopted and are still in force today. It was agreed that a substantial savings in printing, addressing and 
mailing costs could be eliminated by carrying the Bulletin as a regular feature in the Journal. 


We agreed to furnish the space and engravings for illustrations and since May 1946 the Bulletin 
has appeared regularly. In August 1954 a special section was produced showing the activities of the As- 
sociation’s Publicity Department, and this section was illustrated with the two-color reproductions of the 
various posters they provide for breed promotion. 


In August 1955 the Journal printed the report of the First Annual Conference, and also in August 
1955 the Journal founded a western edition (1) to further promote the sale of bulls in the range country as 
well as help promote the registered herds in the western area. The Association helps sponsor this edition 
by contracting for a full page ad each month, we in turn, provide space and engravings for their Western 
News Bulletin.

As we complete the full ten year period we find a considerable amount of space (2) and engravings 
have been provided in the interest of Association publicity. The issue you hold in your hands contains more 
than thirty-five pages devoted to reporting the Second Annual Conference and the regular News Bulletin. 


With this issue the combined circulation (2) of the National and Western editions places the Asso- 
ciation Bulletin and our advertiser’s publicity and promotion into the hands of a greater number of cattle- 
men than read any other beef breed magazine.

HOMESTEAD ANGUS FARM 

Situated on the south edge of Central 
Point, on U. S. Highway 99 just three miles 
north of Medford, the Homestead Angus 
Farm of John Cupp is located in one of the 
most beautiful and picturesque spots in the 
state. In so far as can be seen, the Rogue

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River Valley is completely surrounded by 
mountains, with lush green vegetation 
growing on them the year round, Towering 
high above other mountains thirty miles to 
the northeast, Mt. McLoughlin, snowcapped 
the entire year, rises to the picture book type 
of peak thousands of feet above the sur- 
rounding mountains. Table Rock, another 
picture book type of mountain, lies directly 
north of the farm about two or three miles. 

Homestead Farm, owned for many years 
by the Cupps, consists of 136 acres, all un- 
der irrigation. The fertility of the soil is 
attested by the fact that four cows can be 
pastured to the acre during the eight month 
growing season and the eighty animals in 
the herd are maintained in pastures imme- 
diately adjacent to the highway. With about 
twenty acres in permanent pasture, sixty in 
alfalfa from which about 250 tons of hay 
will be put up, forty acres in grain, and a 
small peach orchard of six or seven acres, 
farming operations are conducted by Man- 
ager Emery Abel. 

Some four or five years ago the Cupps, 
after observing the tremendous growth and 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus in the west, 
decided to establish a breeding herd of reg- 
istered animals. Dispersing their Tennessee 
Walkers, Mr. Cupp devoted a great deal of 
time to the study of the Angus business, 
visiting herds and shows not only in the 
west but throughout the east and midwest 
as well. Finally, after some two years of 
preparation, he made his first purchase, a 
young bull—Homeplace Eileenmere 402d— 
a son of Homeplace Eileenmere 52d who 
was by the “487th” and out of the cow, Miss 
Burgess of Glyn Mawr, which sold when 12 
years of age for $3600.00. The “402d”, now 
four years old, has developed into the cat- 
tleman’s kind of bull—good head, good bone, 
meaty, and great thickness which carries 
from his shoulders all the way back. After 
selecting and purchasing his herd sire, Mr. 
Cupp began the purchase of his breeding 
herd, buying bred cows and heifers and 
keeping in mind at all times the bloodlines 
which should nick with his herd sire, His 
first calf crop by the “402d”, dropped in the 
late spring and early summer of 1955, gives 


conclusive evidence that his care in select- 
ing his herd sire and brood cows paid off. 

With quite a number of daughters of the 
“402d” approaching breeding age, Mr. Cupp 
was faced with the problem of whether to 
mate them to a half brother or to find a 
junior herd sire. Finally deciding on the lat- 
ter he selected a son of Eileenmere 1100th 
which was selling at the Ash Row Herd Dis- 
persion sale at Kirksville, Missouri in early 
June, topping the sale there in acquiring 
Eileenmere 1353d, The “1353d”, out of Bar- 
baramere 33d, by Eva’s Bandolier Lad and 
out of Barbara of Rosemere 148th, became 
two years old on May 9, 1956, and possesses 
all the desirable characteristics demanded in 
a herd sire. In addition to the bull, six fe- 
males were acquired for Cupp’s foundation 
herd at the Ash Row Dispersion—three Bal- 
lindalloch Jilts, one Georgina, one Elluna, 
and one Edwina, four of them being daugh- 
ters of Eileenmere 1532. 

Herdsman Bennie Peek has ten yearling 
bulls and a few heifers, all by the “402d”, 
which he is readying for the various asso- 
ciation consignment sales throughout the 
Fall and Winter months, Mr. Cupp having 
decided to dispose of them at several loca- 
tions in order to show the quality of his 
product over a large market area. He an- 
ticipates consignment to such sales as the 
Oregon Association Sale at Salem Novem- 
ber 14th, the Pacific International, the Cow 
Palace, Red Bluff Bull Sale, and the Sacra- 
mento Regional. 

The writer believes Mr. Cupp is on the 
right track and that his sale consignments 
will be well received.

We also selected 4 heifers: a Miss Burgess and an Erica, sired by Pearlstone of Gaidrew out of Keystone 
daughters; and another Erica and a Juana Erica by Black Bishop of Sandon. The cattle are now at our 
farm, and are settling down nicely. We are pleased at the interest which prominent breeders from both 
sides of the border have shown in this importation.

ly WAS NOON, but we couldn’t buy a bot- 
tle of pop or a “bite-size” hamburger any- 
where on the grounds, The state fair ave- 
nues were crowded with cattle trucks 
rather than with curious people, The tem- 
perature was reaching ninety, but the barn 
was still dark and cool. It was strangely 
quiet too. The Angus and Herefords that 
had moved in were just standing, becoming 
accustomed to a few new sights and sounds. 
Occasionally a low bawl would echo down 
the wide empty aisle, Tack trunks were still 
locked, feed pans stood in orderly columns, 
and a week’s supply of grain, hay, and 
straw swelled out of the extra stalls. 

Out in the late August heat calloused men 
and women were assembling their booths of 
legitimate business. They unpacked their 
miracle face creams, hair restorers, and 
vegetable slicers. Bare spaces blossomed 
into panoramas of dazzling, gaudy color 
radiating from painted plaster-of-paris dolls 
and over-stuffed pandas. Cheap-looking 
women would be striking platinum blondes 
tomorrow, babbling about “tell-tale” wrin- 
kles to a gathering of gullible people. They 
should have been seen today in faded pedal- 
pushers, with poorly peroxided hair wrap- 
ped up in a fish net, and minus three layers 
of make-up. But, all this is a part of a state 
fair. 

The confusion of moving in surrounded 
everyone, but the noise was routine prepara- 
tion, and no one heard it. It takes thousands 
of spectators shouting and laughing, side- 
show barkers yelling into “mikes”, music 
from the merry-go-round, and hundreds of 
other things to make a fair grounds live for 
one week each year, Tomorrow would be the 
beginning of that one glorious week. 

It was early when we walked through the 
gate, but hundreds of others had flocked to 
the park before us. A carefree jungle of 
people confronted us at every step, and the 
endless parade of youngsters was already 
smeared with ice cream and sticky-sweet 
cotton candy. The sight-seeing buses chug- 
ged through the maze blowing horns that 
were sometimes heard. The exhilaration of 
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the morning and the freshened spirit of the 
people on a day’s vacation swept through 
the fair grounds like a welcome breeze on a 
sultry day. This was wonderful. In one day 
the empty stands were crowded, the barns 
were friendly and busy, and the babble of a 
thousand voices became the triumphant 
cheer of life. 

All kinds of people come to a fair. They’re 
young and old, they’re well and crippled. 
You see people who stare at apartment 
buildings, paved streets, and neon signs 
everyday. The city’s society is at the fair 
for a fling, and there’s always people from 
back home. You also meet the card sharks 
who travel the fair circuit. Three of these 
fellows had set up a canvas-covered booth 
near the beef barn, pitched a striped lawn 
unbrella, and were in business. Business 
consisted of a trick deck of cards that would 
work for anyone who cared to push a dollar 
across the table top and make a purchase. 
People came from everywhere to watch 
some guy pull a jack of diamonds out of 
fifty-two cards, And people bought those 
cards all week long. 

They were just three guys who had play- 
ed their share of small night clubs and 
county fairs, and finally made a few top 
spots and TV programs. They'd been play- 
ing state fairs for several seasons now, and 
evidently found it profitable. We kept shar- 
ing our folding chairs with them, and found 
out they were human, in a different way 
possibly, but human. The fellow with the 
plate in his leg was quite clever in produc- 
ing abstract animals from various balloons. 
He could have sold them (he had in the 
past), but he gave them to me. I decided 
you meet some nice people in some odd 
places. 

For a true blend of wonderful people, 
however, you have to know the cattlemen. 
The “boys” were a cheerful group gathered 
from the flat land in Illinois, the hills of 
Minnesota, and the lake country in Wiscon- 
sin, plus a few drawling characters from 
points farther southwest. Cattle was their 
life, and they could spot a good quarter of 


beef across a pasture. The high excitement 
of show day that mingled with their blood 
infected everyone in the barns, Every step 
and action was motivated by the spirit of 
competition this morning. We cculd see the 
tension in every swift, but precise, brush 
stroke applied to a thoreughly-scrubbed an- 
imal. The show halters were frost-crisp 
white against the black sheen of the Aber- 
deen-Angus, The prod sticks glinted cold, 
sharp steel in the ever advancing sun, The 
wide aisle was cluttered with spray tanks 
of cattle dip, a collection of brushes, rubber 
combs, lining combs, scotch combs, and men. 
The public address system kept clamoring 
for attention. It was competing with an 
army of electric fans, a rasping motorcycle 
ring on the south side of the barn. and a 
multitude of jabbering people. Occasionally 
a voice would break through this “sound 
barrier” and frantically announce a class. 
Seems they were always waiting for entry 
abe in that show ring. Nobody in the barn 
appeared worried about not getting into the 
Coliseum. 


A few additional brush strokes, a quick 
oil rag across the heifer’s head, and she’s 
ready to bow to Wisconsin society. Slide that 
rubber comb into your pocket! Don’t forget 
your entry numbers! The chain on the halter 
snapped tight and animal and showman be- 
gan the long trip around the concession 
stands toward the Coliseum entrance. 


There was a tense silence in the show 
ring, most of the foot-falls being carpeted 
by the spicy-smelling tanbark. The building 
housed an array of western boots, broad- 
brimmed Stetsons, and pearl-buttoned, gam- 
bler-striped shirts and pants. The middle of 
the ring held approximately two dozen im- 
portant looking people who were standing 
there doing nothing except looking impor- 
tant. The judge ambled aimlessly about un- 
til the entries were all in the ring, and then 
he settled down to business. Look every 
heifer over with the judge. Watch every 
showman. Hold your breath until that final

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Those “Chronic Bloaters” 

At one time or another most owners have 
had cattle, either calves or adults, that were 
“chronic bloaters”. This condition is very 
serious, for practically all affected animals 
either die in a short time or eventually be- 
come so stunted that they’re worthless. 
There are several possible causes. 


Ulcers of the rumen are sometimes to 
blame, often being started by a sudden 


change from roughage to grain. Trouble of 
this kind seems more likely when barley 
forms a large part of the ration. 

Another possible cause involves infection 
of the so-called Torus pyloricus, a thickened 
fold of lining where the stomach connects 
with the small intestine. Swelling of this 
fold. may then close off the intestinal open- 
ing to prevent normal emptying of the 
stomach. 

Var-ous types of stomach worms will also 
cause chronic bloat, probably through irrita- 
tion that eventually causes swelling of the 
Torus pyloricus. 

Foreign bodies or indigestible materials 
in the rumen frequently cause chronic bloat, 
with hair, after-birth, feed sacks, paper, 
coarse hay, and spoiled silage being involved 
in such cases. 

Highly fitted show animals often remain 
bloated most of the time, due to crowding 
of the digestive tract with fat. 


Beef calves that are kept on nurse cows 
until they are a year old or more may bloat, 
probably because the milk interferes with 
normal actions of the rumen bacteria. 


The use of milk substitutes or other ar- 
tificial feeds may also have the effect of 
changing or destroying normal stomach 
bacteria so that bloating results. The same 
thing may be caused by the prolonged use of 
sulfas and antibiotics intended for the con- 
trol of diseases. Since these rumen bacteria 
are absolutely necessary for normal diges- 
tion, any interference with their activities 
can easily show up as chronic bloating. 


Pail-fed calves may bloat because they 
suck each other or on parts of their pens 
after feeding. The bloating may also be due 
to excessive drinking of water or greedy 
gulping of milk from a pail. Such gulping 
interferes with digestion because the milk 
then becomes large lumps of curd in the 
stomach, while slower eating results in 
smaller curds that are more easily digested 
with less gas formation. 

The treatment of chronic bloat will nat- 
urally depend on the primary cause, and in 
some cases the surgical removal of the in- 
digestible stomach contents represents the 
only procedure likely to improve the condi- 
tion. However, efficient management prac- 
tices will prevent a great deal of chronic 
bloating, and you'll do well to:

Sharon Miner Shows Increase from One Cow to Now 16 Head 


What started as a 4-H beef breeding 
project with one registered Angus Heifer, 
has developed into a foundation herd of 16 
head for Sharon Miner, who lives four miles 
southeast of O’Neill, Nebraska. 

It all started back in 1949 when her 
grandfather, Floyd Whitaker a prominent 
Holt County Hereford breeder, furnished 
Sharon with the original Angus heifer, Ban- 
dolier Barbara the 13th. 

It was not unusual for Whitaker to do 
this since he had the policy of furnishing 
each of his grandchildren with a top quality 
beef heifer of their choice. That’s why he 
selected an Angus instead of a Hereford for 
Sharon. The fact that her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Everett Miner, had an Angus herd for 
several years no doubt had some bearing on 
her preference. 

Sharon’s heifer was purchased for $105 at 
the first special consignment of calves for 
sale to 4-H members and Future Farmers of 
America, in connection with the Holt Coun- 
ty Angus Breeders Association Annual 
Spring Sale in 1949. The special consign- 
ment for 4-H and FFA was inaugurated, ac- 
cording to Ray Siders, president of the As- 
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sociation at the time, to stimulate interest 
among the youth to establish purebred beef 
herds. To date some 50 head of top quality 
Angus cattle from this sale have found their 
way to 4-H and FFA beef projects. 

Sharon’s heifer was among the animals 
first sold at the sale and was raised by 
Harry Ressel, of O’Neill, then vice-president 
of the Angus Association. Resse] has since 
been very active in the 4-H and FFA sale 
portion of the Association’s annual spring 
sale. For the past two years he has served 
on the Holt County Committee which in- 
spects 4-H beef projects. 

Since starting her beef project in 1949, 
Sharon has had some type of beef enterprise 
continuously. The success of her projects 
can be seen by the fact she has continuously 
come up with purple ribbons at the Holt 
County Fair and exhibited the champion 
Angus bull in 1953. She won a red ribbon at 
the state junior futurity in 1954 at Colum- 
bus and showed the sixth place heifer at 
that show in 1956. 

In addition to her beef projects, Sharon 
also has completed projects in rope, riding 
horse, and home economics. She has won 


purple ribbons with her 4-H saddle horse 
project at the Holt County Fair and the 
Nebraska State Fair in Lincoln in 1955. For 
the past two years she has held offices in 
the Eagle Hustlers 4-H Club, Page. Before 
that she was a member of the Fancy Ropers 
Club at O’Neill. 

She also has developed a high degree of 
perfection in rodeo competition, having 
placed first in the barrel racing event at the 
annual rodeo held at Fairfax, S. D. Last 
year she tied for eighth place in the National 
High School Rodeo at Harrison, Neb. In 
state rodeo competition she placed second in 
the cutting horse event, fourth in pole bend- 
ing and fifth in barrel racing. She was a 
queen candidate at the Burwell rodeo and 
Was queen of the Lone Star rodeo. 

A junior at O’Neill High School this year, 
Sharon elected as her 
freshman and that

The operation of a purebred cattle herd has many facets and 
circumstances dictate the number of facets in the operations of 
each and every herd. Some owners maintain a registered Angus 
herd without maintaining a show string. Others find the size of 
their herd limited by their ability to spend money to operate the 
project, while others find the lack of farm or ranch land a limit 
setting control on their herd. Still others have apparently little 
limit to the size of their herds, while they maintain a sizable show 
string as well. But, in no sense of the word does the fact that an 
owner has only a small herd mean that he is a “small operator”. 


Take the herd of Angus at La Salle, Colorado for instance. It 
is known as the Aberdeen Acres herd and is owned and operated by 
Dr. and Mrs. H. R. Dietmeier. The Aberdeen Acres herd is of 
modest dimensions, the brood cow herd numbering less than 50 
head at the present, but this does not mean that the herd is not 
very well known, for it has been seen at the various State Fairs in 
the West during the past couple of years, as well as at the National 
Western at Denver, but in 1955 the Aberdeen Acres herd was the 
only Colorado herd represented at the International Exposition in 
Chicago, where it placed two of three entries in the top third of 
the classes entered. 


The Dietmeiers have not always been Angus breeders, but the 
enthusiasm they have for their operating at the present indicates 
that they will be Angus breeders for some time to come. 

H. R. Dietmeier was born at Freeport, Illinois, on a dairy farm, 
and chose the medical practice for his life’s work, receiving his 
medical education at the Northwestern Medical College in Illinois. 
After finishing at Northwestern, Dietmeier came to Colorado, in- 
terning at the Denver General Hospital. He then set up his prac- 
tice in Longmont, Colorado, less than 50 miles from Denver, and 
for 31 years maintained his practice in that community. 

Dietmeier’s love for cattle was maintained during his schooling 
and his years in Colorado and it was not long before he had a Here- 
ford herd on a place in eastern Colorado. For sometime though, he 
had been thinking of changing to Angus cattle and in the fall of 
1950 he made the change, partly because of the fact that his wife 
preferred the Blacks and partly because he had just about come to 
the conclusion that the Angus were a coming breed in the West. 
Dietmeier’s first Angus purchase was at private treaty when he 
bought eight females from Dana Burr who is a retired undertaker 
now living in Boulder, Colorado. 

Quality individuals were what Dr. Dietmeier wanted and in the 
Spring of 1951 he made the trip back east to the Marycrest sale at 
Maloy, Iowa, where he was able to purchase five granddaughters 
of the famed Penney and James bull, (Please turn to page 290 
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For the breeder of purebred beef cattle, 
and I see no reason why the same rule 
should not apply to other breeds of live- 
stock, there is nothing of more importance 
than the use of the right kind of a sire. 
By the right kind is meant the kind that 
will improve the quality of the herd. If 
a breeder can continue to find this kind of 
a sire, his success is assured. But on the 
other hand, if he is unfortunate enough 


that has the same faults that are plainly 
noticeable in the females. But if one is 
anxious to succeed in improving his herd, 
he should go further than just the indi- 
viduality of the animals themselves. He 
should determine, as nearly as possible, 
how they came by their characteristics. If 
they have the conformation that is desired 
and this conformation is the result of 
careful breeding in their ancestors, such 
an animal is pretty sure to be well endowed 
with the genes which are responsible for 
his own characteristics. And if this par- 
ticular animal is also the result of careful 
line breeding from ancestors of outstand- 
ing merit, it is reasonably certain that he 
will pass his own characteristics on to his 
offspring. To get the best results, of

to be unable to find such sires, it is only 
a question of time until he will be forced 
to recognize that he is in the wrong busi- 
ness. 

We hear a great deal about a certain sire 
nicking with the females with which he is 
mated and others which do not nick with 
the females that are assigned to them. 
From a strictly genetic point of view, 
nicking or not nicking is the result of the 
genes with which both the male and female 
are endowed. If both carry a _ prepon- 
derance of the right kind of genes, such 
a mating is pretty apt to produce good 
results. On the other hand, if one or both 
of the animals are deficient in the genes 
which produce the qualities which we seek 
in our animals, the results are likely to be 
disappointing. 

The serious question is, how is one to 
determine the number and the kind of 
genes a certain animal possesses. I don’t 
believe science has an answer for this 
question. If there is one, I should like 
very much to have it. 

Fortunately there is a guide that is fairly 
accurate as to how certain animals are like- 
ly to nick. First, one should consider the 
individuality of both the prospective sire 
and the females with which he is to be 
mated. Under no consideration select one 
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course, the female must also represent the 
same careful breeding and the same good 
qualities. 

The selection of a sire on the above basis 
really means placing a great deal of em- 
phasis on pedigree because the pedigree 
represents the ancestry. And by studying 
the merits ef the ancestry, one can pretty 
accurately determine how the animal in 
question is likely to pass on his own quali- 
ties to his offspring. If one does find by 
study of a pedigree that the ancestry is 
only mediocre and that the oustanding 
merit of the present animal is more or less 
accidental rather than the result of the 
influence of prepotent ancestors, I would 
advise against selecting him for a sire 
regardless of how good an individual he 
might be. However, on the other hand, 
one should not select an individual deficient 
in the characteristics which one is trying 
to establish in a herd regardless of how 
good his ancestry might be. 

I have frequently had the following 
questions put to me with regard to the 
vitally important subject of selecting herd 
sires. (1) How important is the pedigree; 
(2) Is individuality the best guide; (3) Is 
seeing the proof which is his progeny, best; 
(4) How importantly should price enter 
into the picture; (5) Is it better to pay too 


much than too little for a sire; (6) Is it 
important to buy a sire from a well known 
and a well advertised herd; (7) How im- 
portant are show records. 


Answering these questions categorically, 
a pedigree is of the utmost importance if 
properly interpreted as it represents the 
ancestry of the animal in question. One 
must know something about the animals 
which make up the pedigree in order to 
intelligently determine its value. One 
should keep in mind that the immediate 
animal passes on to its offspring the 
characteristics of its ancestors whose in- 
fluence diminishes as they recede in the 
pedigree. Individuality is an extremely im- 
portant guide. However, in my opinion, 
not the best guide as animals occasionally 
come by outstanding individuality by what 
we might call accident. A good individual 
should have a good pedigree. They go to- 
gether and when an animal does have both, 
he is a pretty safe bet. Seeing the proof 
of the ability of a sire is probably the best 
way of all to appraise his value particularly 
if he is to continue to be mated to the 
same kind of females. The place price plays 
in the selection of a sire is a difficult 
question. In a way it has no bearing on 
the results given by the sire. On the other 
hand, it is important. As a rule, the kind 
of a sire that one is looking for as an im- 
prover of his herd can not be had at a 
sacrifice price. The saying is pretty true, 
one gets about what one pays for. I be- 
lieve that many pepole lose sight of the 
truth of this adage when looking for sires 
for their herds. They are not willing to 
spend enough to get a real good one. On 
the other hand, some people place too much 
emphasis on price. They seem to think 
that because they paid an extremely high 
price that he must necessarily be a great 
sire. They do not realize that they may 
have paid too much. I recall an incident 
which illustrates my views in this respect. 
The manager for a certain inexperienced 
breeder was fortunate in securing, at an 
extremely moderate price, a young bull 
which turned out to be an unusually pre- 
potent sire. 


After this bull had been used successfully 
in the herd for several years, the inex- 
perienced owner decided to buy the next 
sire himself and he bid one off in a sale at 
a fabulous price. When this bull arrived 
at the farm it was found that he was no 
better as an individual than the sire which 
had been used successfully and which had 
been secured at a bargain price because of 
the manager’s good judgment of breeding 
and values. Not-withstanding this, the 
owner insisted that the old bull be disposed 
of on the grounds that the herd could not 
afford to use a sire which had cost as little 
as they had paid for him. This was done 
but according to the manager’s later ver- 
sion, as he told it to me, when the calves 
came from the extremely high priced bull 
they were not as good as those of the sire

In this day of mechanization, it is diffi- 
cult to conceive of any business increasing 
its man hours of labor by 25 per cent, with 
no increase in production, and still survive! 
Yet, this is essentially what we are expect- 
ing of the livestock business. Prior to World 
War I, feeding and caring for livestock ac- 
counted for less than 30 per cent of the man 
hours on the farm and ranch; today, it ac- 
counts for 40 per cent. There are two pri- 
mary reasons for this apparent increase in 
labor; namely, (1) crop production has been 
highly mechanized, while the mechanization 
of livestock production has lagged, and (2) 
animal numbers have increased. 

By classes of farm animals and poultry, 
here are the labor requirements, as recently 
reported (Statistical Bulletin 161) by the 
USDA:

Poultry 
(1) Chickens (laying &

The poultry industry has made amazing 
progress, especially in turkey and broiler 
production. It has traveled a long way from 
the days when the old hen brooded the baby 
chicks; which were tenderly cared for by 
the farmer’s wife, who fed them on table 
scraps and the unaccounted for grain from 
the crib. But no comparable progress ‘has 
occurred with our four-footed friends! 

Seventy-five per cent of livestock work is 
still hand labor. Through mechanization and 
modernization at least one-fourth of the 
hours spent in animal production could be 
alleviated, despite the well recognized fact 
that animals cannot ever be as completely 
mechanized as crops. 

Many manufacturers consider it a sound 
investment to mechanize if by so doing they 
can alleviate the services of one man for 
each $40,000 spent. In this period of lower 
farm prices and higher operating costs, 
labor saving is mighty important. Perhaps 
it is time that we mechanize more of the 
operations; that we progress from the “set- 
ting-hen-way” of doing business. 

A DWARFISM QUESTION 

Several of the readers of this column have 


asked that I explain how the use of “clean” 
bulls will, eventually, almost eliminate 


dwarf carriers from a herd, I am glad to 
do this. 

Here is the theoretical maximum progress 
if clean bulls were used generation after 
generation on 64 cows—all of which were 
carriers to start with, but with a complete 
turn-over of the females each generation.

Of course, no dwarf calves would be born; 
and, as noted, on the average only one car- 
rier would be born from every 64 calves in 
the sixth generation, And so on and on, un- 
til in the 15th generation there would be 
only one dwarf carrier out of 32,768 head. 

In actual practice, progress will be much 
slower than indicated above. Thus, assuming 
(1) that 32 females are replaced each year 
(based on a 100% calf crop and half heifer 
calves from the 64 cows), (2) that some of 
these female replacements are carriers (16 
carriers the first year), and (3) that the 
previous generation of females is replaced 
each year, the fifth generation would con- 
sist of 58 clean cows and 6 carriers. 

American vs. Danish System 

Quite a battle is raging over the Amer- 
ican versus the Danish system of awarding 
show-ring premium money and ribbons, es- 
pecially in junior livestock shows, The 
Danish system derives its name from the 
country of its origin, in which it is custom- 
ary to award blue ribbons to each of several 
top animals, red ribbons to all animals in 
the second group, and white ribbons to the 
third ranking group. No attempt is made to 
rank the animals within each of the three 
groups; nor are there any champions, In the 
American system, however, the animals are 
ranked in one, two, three order; and usually 
a champion and a reserve champion is se- 
lected from among the first and second 
place winners. 

In the name-calling that has followed, 
some advocates of the American system 
refer to the Danish system as communistic, 
of failing to teach youngsters that they 
must learn that most things in life are 
ranked, of not adequately compensating for 
superior effort and ability, of being ribbon 
happy, etc. 

On the other hand, those who favor the 
Danish system over the American system

and dusty climate that exists in the Yuma 
Valley. 

The Brangus herd is bred for confirma- 
tion and is culled and sorted very closely 
and have a reputation for producing cattle 
of Angus-Brahman crosses that have shown 
high dressing percentages. Some of the 
market topping steers at Los Angeles have 
dressed out from at least 60% to better than 
65% and have graded from good through 
choice and prime, most of them making the 
choice and prime grade. In June this outfit 
marketed a load of black steers, half-bloods 
(half Brahman and half Angus) that were 
not more than 15 months of age, that aver- 
aged 1,180 lbs. on the inspected Stockyard 
scales at Los Angeles. The daily gain made 
by these steers in the feedlot averaged near- 
ly three and one-half pounds. 

The Yuma Valley Cattle Company has 
done a great deal to prove to doubtful folks 
that full-blood or cross-blood Angus cattle 
do well in the hot climate of the southwest- 
ern part of this country.

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Puere is an old saying in the livestock 
trade to the effect “that the time to ship 
cattle is when the stock is fat, when out of 
feed or when the mortgage is due.” 

With supplies of steers for June running 
the largest for the month since the drought 
period of 1934 and arriving at the heaviest 
average weight on record for a June period, 
it is evident that many stockmen again did 
not heed the first of the trio of the afore- 
mentioned rules. 

The average weight for steers for June 
is estimated at 1143 pounds, or 32 pounds 
heavier than a year ago, This makes it very 
evident that many beeves have overstayed 
their regular marketing period in the hope 
of selling at more renumerative prices. 

This tremendous volume moved to the 
Chicago market when the nation underwent 
a lengthy period of hot and humid weather. 
The extra-generous receipts of cattle and 
heat wave proved more than enough to add 
pressure not only to steers, but hogs and 
lambs as well, Virtually all classes of cat- 
tle underwent a sharp downward price ad- 
justment as killer demand narrowed con- 
due to the restricted action in 
wholesale houses. 

One of the features of the month was the 
quality of the steer run. The lion’s share of 
the offerings consisted of choice steers, In 
fact, it turned out to be the biggest number 
of choice steers for a June period in several 
years. This class making up approximately 
75 per cent of the total receipts. However, 
there was a slight increase in the number of 
prime cattle. These kinds were making up 
five to seven per cent of the supply, the 
most in three months. 


siderable 


A depressing factor was the inability of 
prime steers to show aay price headway 
despite the fact that this class proved rather 
scarce. 

High choice and prime steers declined to 
a point where they were selling about on 
par with the better grade heifers and in 
some instances heifers sold even higher. 
Those in the industry, however, are looking 
for a much improved market on the upper 
crust cattle after the first of July. 

High choice and prime steers are expect- 
ed to pull away from steers that are lack- 
ing some in either quality or finish, With 
the arrival of cattle showing signs of grass, 
this price spread is expected to become more 
and more apparent. 

Chicago buyers paid an early June top of 
$24.00 as compared with the $27.00 paid in 
May. The $24.00 was paid for a load of 
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1437 pound Illinois-fed Angus steers, Late 
in the period the top dropped down to $23.00, 
the lowest since July 1953; otherwise dating 
back to government price regulation days 
of September, 1946. 

While the trade witnessed a scarcity of 
prime steers, strongweight heifers sold up 
to $22.75, the highest of the year. This price 
also set a new high for heifers since last 
October. 

The bulk of the steers, grading mostly 
choice, moved into killer channels at rates 
ranging from $20.00 to $22.00, Buyers took 
the limited showing of steers grading high, 
good and below at $19.50 and down. 

Heifers showed some weakness near the 
close, but generally throughout the month 
of June they proved pretty good property. 
Most of the choice to low prime heifers sold 
from $20.50 to $22.00. Scattered loads of 
high prime kinds sold at $22.25 and $22.50. 

After reaching their highest levels since 
last summer in the middle of May, cow 
prices began to show a gradual price decline 
right through to the final sessions. A sea- 
sonal movement of grass cows, particularly 
from the Southwest became more apparent 
as the days went by. 


With the cattle run for June hovering at 
near-record levels, somewhere near the 
190,000 mark, reports from inspected pack- 
ers at the major centers showed the slaugh- 
tering of cattle for May totaling 1,645,813 
head. This was the biggest volume since 
January when the number was 1,696,893. 
It set up a new May record, compared with 
the former peak of that month of 1,559,973 
established last year. Early indications of 


another huge total for June was apparent 
when the first three weeks was running 
ahead of a year. The five-month slaughter 
also set a record at 7,936,891 head against 
the former peak set in 1955 at 7,370,406. 


While the cattle feeding industry in re- 
cent years has been at a break-even or even 
unprofitable levels, cow herd owners from 
all reports were not yet ready to cut their 
numbers. As stated in the paragraph above, 
butchering of steers was holding at record 
levels while cows slaughtered by inspected 
packers was running the smallest in three 
years. 

Figures for the first four months of this 
year show 1,722,000 cows slaughtered, a re- 
duction of 176,000 head, or 9.2 per cent from 
the same four months last year. In these 
same months, steer slaughters was 22.5 per 
cent larger than the corresponding period 
a year ago. April cow slaughter was down 
eleven per cent. 


Hog producers fell under the same killer 
pressure as did steers during June, The hot 
and sultry weather through all of June was 
mostly the blame for the general average 
level of the hog market showed a price 
decline. 


Hogs feeders could still hold an opti- 
mistic outlook, however, as the USDA re- 
vealed that the 1956 spring pig crop would 
total 53,085,000 head, a decline of eight per 
cent. The department also predicted a fall 
pig crop of 35,000,000 head, down eight per 
cent from the same period of last year, The 
number of sows farrowing this spring to- 
taled 7,650,000 sows which was also eight 
per cent less than sows farrowed last spring.

point out that many animals are so close as 
to be ranked differently by competent 
judges, thus lending support to the think- 
ing that they merit the same ribbons; and 
that the Danish system is better adapted to 
teaching the market grades of fat animals, 
because all animals of a given market grade 
can be awarded the same kind of ribbon— 
thus, all Prime steers receive blue ribbons, 
all Choice steers get red ribbons, and all 
Good steers white ribbons. 

Unfortunately, there appears to be little 
give and take between the two schools of 
thought. Further, it appears that the ma- 
jority of the breed registry associations and 
purebred breeders favor the American sys- 
tem; whereas most county agents, FFA in- 
structors, and 4-H club leaders prefer the 
Danish system. 

In my judgment, it is time for a com- 
promise; to take that which is good from 
each system. I feel that the following rec- 
ommendation recently adopted by the 
Northwest Hereford Breeders Association is 
sound and deserving of support: 

“The Northwest Hereford Breeders As- 
sociation strongly recommends (1) that 
all animals be placed in 1, 2, 3 order, (2) 
that ribbons and premium money be

awarded according to placings, in 1, 2, 3 
order, (3) that, following placings, mar- 
ket grades be applied to fat animals if so 
desired, and (4) that champions and re- 
serve champions be selected from among 
the first and second place winners.” 

This recommendation embodies the best 
provisions in both the American and Danish 
systems; namely (1) grouping fat animals 
by market grades, (2) ranking animals in 1, 
2, 3 order, and awarding premium money 
and ribbons in keeping therewith, and (3) 
selecting champions and reserve champions 
from the first and second place winners. 

I would be pleased to receive the reac- 
tions of the readers of this column to the 
recommendation given above. 

The Steer of Tomorrow 

There can be little doubt that the steer of 
tomorrow must be a roughage burning ox; 
one that will consume the minimum amount 
of concentrates in reaching market age and 
finish. And, as those who have tried to sell 
two-year-old steers can attest, he should not 
weigh over 1,000 pounds when marketed. 
Also, the little wife, who does most of the 
shopping, is exercising her perogative by 
demanding leaner cuts of meat, Fortunate-

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But is it possible that Production Tested 
cattle—animals that are selected primarily 
on the basis of rate of gain and feed effi- 
ciency—may be getting too big to meet con- 
sumer preference; that they will not mature 
and be ready for market until they exceed 
1,000 pounds in weight? Without in the 
least wishing to be an alarmist, may I point 
out the big-type hogs, which swept the coun- 
try from 1915 to 1925, made fast gains and 
were efficient in feed utilization, but they 
failed most miserably in meeting the re- 
quirements of either the packer or the pro- 
ducer—being too slow to reach maturity and 
requiring too heavy weight in order to reach 
market finish. From this, the swine pro- 
ducers of the nation learned a never-to-be- 
forgotten lesson; the need to include carcass 
work in their Production Testing and Type 
Conferences. 

Perhaps cattlemen, and sheepmen too, 
might well take a page from the history of 
the swine industry and increase the amount 
of carcass work!

The first of June brought about a change 
in the classification of consignments to the 
sheep market. By custom, the trade has set 
the first trading session in June as the day 
when old crop lambs are referred to as 
yearlings, and the springers, or new-crop 
offerings as lambs. 

Limited receipts and broad demand set 
lamb prices sharply higher during the first 
half of the month. The top for prime lambs 
worked up to $28.50 at the outset. Like cat- 
tle and hogs, lambs fell under heavy pres- 
sure by killers following drastic price re- 
ductions in lamb meat cuts. Rates fell $3.00 
to $5.00 near the close. Prime offerings 
managed to hold on to a $22.75 late in the 
month. Yearlings declined in sympathy with 
fat lambs. The best were quoted up to $17.00.

and this tends to help hold the water table 
of the surrounding area at a fairly high 
level. There is also a fine well on the place 
and from this well 100 acres of crop land 
are watered by overhead sprinklers. Diet- 
meier also gets water from another reser- 
voir, the Milton, this giving him water for 
an additional 150 acres. Because of the pro- 
longed drouth in Colorado, the water from 
the Milton reservoir was limited in 1954 for 
the first time in 45 years, but the Dietmeiers 
were able to do well with the water that 
was available. , 

Since his retirement from the medical 
practice several years ago, Dr, Dietmeier 
has been able to devote more time to the 
personal management of the herd and his 
enthusiasm has increased with the closer 
relationship. The same can be said for Mrs. 
Dietmeier, who never fails to make the 
various shows with the show herd. 

With the removal of the Dietmeier herd 
from Littleton to La Salle it was decided 
that a good culling program was in order 
and the herd’s numbers were cut back sharp- 
ly in order to hold the quality at the highest 
level. Then after the move was made some 
purchases were made as replacements, these 
including five females from the Mrs. R., T. 
and Mel Davis herd at Wheatridge, Colo. 
These females were Gammer Ermine D 2d, 
Blackeap Bessie D 5th, Erla Juanah, Jilt 
D 3 (a Ballindalloch), and Barbara D 24, 
the latter female being a McHenry Barbara. 

Plans for the future at Aberdeen Acres 
include the establishment of a permanent 
pasture that will consist of Orchard grass, 
brome, several fescues and intermediate 
wheat grass, with tall wheat grass to be 
used on the wet soil. As far as the Angus 
herd is concerned the Dietmeicrs will hold 
to around 50 brood cows, but will insist on 
the very best quality in their herd.

his series on their laboratory research on 
this problem. 

Other laboratories are also working on 
the problems of normal reproduction. Vary- 
ing levels of protein and carotene on the 
normal reproduction in cows are being 
studied at the Beltsville, Maryland, USDA 
Research Center. Preliminary studies at 
this station have shown that normal 
reproduction in cows requires an ade- 
quate quantity of carotene. The New 
Mexico Experiment Station has a project 
(with two years’ completion) whereby the 
carotene level in range cattle and forage is 
being studied to determine the effect on pro- 
duction, This project is under the super- 
vision of Professors W. E. Watkins and 
Ward W. Repp of the Animal Husbandry 
Department. There are ten cooperating 
ranches from all sections of New Mexico 
that are furnishing the cattle for blood 
sampling and grass samples for analysis. 

Many problems we have faced in the past 
have been solved scientifically. Remember 
“Bangs” and the test and slaughter program 
that was replaced by vaccination? 

The future of the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal depends on the future of this breed. We 
are not about to close our minds, or our 
columns in presenting any research reports 
that may possibly result in improvement of 
our breed. We will not intentionally pub- 
lish anything that we think is detrimental 
to our breed, but also want it strictly under- 
stood that publication of any research ma- 
terial does not constitute any endorsement 
by this magazine, nor any of our staff.

1. Change gradually from roughage to 
grain, using a week or two for the job. 

2. Follow a program aimed at control- 
ling stomach worms, particularly in regard 
to rotation of pastures used for young stock. 

3. Feed rations and supply minerals so 
that cattle don’t eat filthy bedding, rags, etc. 

4. See that fresh cows aren’t allowed to 
eat their “cleanings”. 

5. Supply cattle only with good quality 
roughages. 

6. Be careful not to overdose cattle with 
sulfas or antibiotics. 

7. Don’t allow calves to suck cows for 
excessively long periods. 

8. Stanchion calves so they can’t suck 
each other after feeding. 

9. Smear pine tar on mangers or parts 
of pens where calves try to suck. 

10. Use nipple pails for feeding to pre- 
vent gulping of milk. 

11. Stop using any feeds that show a 
tendency to cause bloat. 

12. See that calves don’t drink a lot of 
water right after they have had their milk.

which had been bought for a very much 
lower price. 

Not-withstanding the foregoing, I am 
of the opinion that many breeders make 
mistakes by refusing to pay what a good 
sire should be worth to their herds. 

A sire produced in a well known and well 
advertised herd has the advantage of lend- 
ing prestige to the herd into which he 
goes. And as a rule, it is easier to find 
buyers for his progeny because of the 
prominence of his breeder. 

Show records vary in importance. A 
sire with an outstanding show record of 
his own would have more value than would 
one with a mediocre record or one without 
any showyard accomplishments at all. What 
would add still greater value, however, 
would be a consistent show record on the 
part of his ancestors for several gener- 
ations back. It should be borne in mind 
that individual show records confirm the 
individuality of the animal alone and that 
they have no bearing on the pedigree. How- 
ever, a consistent show record of an ances- 
tral line does apply directly to the pedigree 
because ancestors are what constitute a 
pedigree. Therefore, animals with good 
show records add value to the pedigree in 
which they appear.

easy, but there isn’t too much guessing with 
a bull of the character and breeding of the 
champion. Especially interesting will be the 
results from the thick, rugged daughters of 
Eileenmere of Woodbarr.

be better off by keeping those for steers 
and selling only your good bulls. When 
they go out, they will do you some good. 


Quite often when you sell out of a group 
of bulls, what happens? Someone picks the 
top bulls and the bottom go into some other 
commercial herd. 


There was a statement made to me which 
illustrates very clearly what I am talking 
about. It is an actual fact. This year when 
we were going from the hotel down to the 
Chicago International Livestock Exposition 
riding with a taxi cab 


we were colored 


driver, and I teld him he was a very nice 
driver. I said, “Well, mister, you are a very 
careful cab driver.” He said, “Mister, why 
shouldn’t I be? I am riding in this thing.” 
You know how true that is. We are all 
riding as one group of breeders, together 
to get better Angus cattle, so be careful. 


Another thing, I was very careful of 
when I was asked to appear on this pro- 
gram. I was told, “John, I would like to 


have you tell about this bull proposition. I 
would also like to have you give a little 
story of your particular herd of cattle. I 


know it is very closely combined with your 
production of bulls.” It certainly is. After

bulls. So I would be very happy to tell you 
about our operation. 

This is the first time I have ever given 
the history of our bulls publicly, and of our 
cattle. I have related the story many times 
to young boys who came out to the farm to 
buy females. And I will tell you why I do 
this. They have looked through the Angus 
catalogs and the Angus Journal. They see 
John Jones has sold a female for $8,000 and 
another for $10,000 and another lot of them 
for $2,000 each. And he thinks boy this is 
the business for me. 

I don’t know whether you like this part of 
it or not, but here is what I usually tell 
these youngsters. Boys, if you are starting 
out in the Angus business and are trying to 
do it with the money you have in your 
pocket, you better buy several really good 
females and a good bull instead of paying 
so much for one female. It is possible by 
the time you get going, they might not be 
good any more. I think a lot of those boys 
will stay in the cattle business much longer 
than those who pay two or three thousand 
dollars for one female because she had an 
awfully good pedigree. 

I am going to give you this story and I 
will give it quite briefly. First I want to 
say if I use the word “I” it isn’t meant 
that way because in our particular organi- 
zation we have a family group. I have a 
brother Milton who is a lot bigger than I 
am. Then we have three boys. My brother 
has a boy back from the Army now, and 
working with us. My boy is in the Army. 
Then Milton has another boy coming up so 
you see we intend to keep this family or- 
ganization going. 

Naturally our herd had its beginning. It 
started when I was 15 years old in 1917. 
You can figure out my age. I am not a 
woman so I don’t care if you know my age. 
My brother is eight years younger than I 
am. 

While I was attending high school my 
dad called up one night and said, “I have 
a chance to buy two Angus heifers and 
some steer calves. Shall I buy them?” I 
had always wanted to buy Angus cattle but 
we had 15 or 16 non-descript cattle. I can 
remember I saw brindle-colored, red and 
what not in our herd. Dad wasn’t much of 
a cattleman and he didn’t pay much atten- 
tion to them. He did like horses, however, 
and we had some good ones. 

He bought two heifers in the group, at 
the big price of $50 apiece. Sounds rather 
small, doesn’t it? What do you get now 
for $50 apiece? But anyway that was the 
start of our cattle. I just happened to see 
Colin Kennedy come in here and [| will read 
a letter that I received from him back in 
1940. It was written by request when some- 
one found out we had a herd that was pro- 
duced from two females. I will read of the 
letter: 

“Although the registration numbers do 
not suggest it the two cows—Evadia 210876 
and Patricia Bernice 224711—both trace to 
the cow Forest Grove Bernice 118707.

D. A. Harkin of Sheldon, Iowa, and William

“These cows trace back to the imported 
cow, Anita 11425, a daughter of one of the 
most famous early Angus sires brought to 
this country, namely Knight of St. Patrick. 
This bull was imported in 1882 by Gudgell 
and Simpson of Pleasant -Hill, Missouri, 
after making a great record in the Robert 
Auld herd in Scotland. Anita, a daughter, 
was bred by Mr. Auld and imported at a 
somewhat later date. 

“Your two foundation cows trace back to 
the herd of Peter Dunn of Alford, Scotland, 
who was active in the 1870’s. The founda- 
tion female of his herd, or rather the one 
to which your cattle trace, was Elspet 2487, 
whose dam was a black cow in the herd of 
one of the founders of the breed, William 
McCombie. 

“As for family name these cows belong 
to the Ann of Wester Leochol tribe, origi- 
nated in the Dunn herd. [I find no mention 
of this family in American sources but it is 
a recognized family in Scotland, although 
apparently not very numerous in number.” 

The two females that have made the most 
influence on our herd today are those two 
heifers my father bought and were men- 
tioned in this letter. 

The question was asked yesterday what 
is a family-sized farm? And they said, 
“You can’t get less than one cow.” It was 
brought out this morning about 50 females 
represent a family herd. Today we have 
about 328 cattle in our herd. I suppose 
that represents about 260 females and by 
the way everyone of those females trace 
back to these particular cows. So,you can 
see through the years how many have de- 
veloped and we still have a family-sized 
farm. 

We have a unit of about 2,000 acres. The 
land sells in the neighborhood of $150 to 
$200 an acre, but this will be continued as a 
family unit because we are all in it. 

I say it is a family unit for this reason. 
No one has ever registered a cow on this 
place unless it was me. I made out every 
pedigree application that comes from our 
farm. It is still a family herd because we 
do our own fitting and our own showing. 
In fact, everything is done through our 
family and so I guess you call it a family 
type farm. 

Now I might say as we have gone through 
the period of time with these two females 
in the development, we went on just raising 
cattle. We hit some hard times and pretty 
fair times. We made no effort to adver- 
tise other than our show herd. I noticed 
in some of the records that it was necessary 
for me to look up a few years ago when 
Colin Kennedy was asked for this informa- 
tion by Carl Oldsen. We found that we 
didn’t keep a lot of these females for var-

ious reasons. When I looked it up, I had 
written on it “not good enough.” Without 
question we have eliminated the cattle we 
didn’t want in this herd. 

About 1927 things did look pretty tough. 
So we started milking for a little while but 
we still kept a few black cows as we went 
along. In 1934 we hit a drought and we 
were paying $25 a ton for hay that we had 
to ship in. In our particular case we mowed 
all of it. We raked up a lot of this hay of 
Russian thistles, etc., but we kept our 
cattle. We did back the herd up to a size 
we could handle with the feed we had. 

I don’t believe it hurt us any. I think 
it did us good because I think we got bet- 
ter cattle today. Because certainly we 
didn’t cull the good ones. In the late 30’s 
my wife and I would take the truck and go 
out to show a few head at the county fairs 
just because we liked it. We had a tent 
with us and had lots of fun doing it. Then 
we went on to 1937 and my dad passed 
away. My brother and I got Shady Lane 
Farm. We sold a number of the cattle to 
pay out the balance of the estate. 

About 1946 again we made our appear- 
ance in the show ring. Perhaps our cattle 
were somewhat different as they probably 
still are today. 

We had the reserve grand champion fe- 
male in Denver, and she went on to do well 
at a lot of shows. Out of 11 shows, she 
was grand champion seven times and never

females we sold 12 and they averaged $650 
If you use these figures as a basis, 
and I assure you we don’t sell the best fe- 
males, the average annual income from 
those cows was a little over $1,003 per year. 

I presume from this $175 bull we have 
actually sold around $200,000 worth of 
cattle. We have sold part of these cows, 
but we still have 25 left. I am just speak- 
ing of this one particular bull. I am trying 
to illustrate that it doesn’t matter where 
you buy, but what you buy. 

We now have in our herd the influence of 
100 females that are daughters of this par- 
ticular bull. We haven’t paid high prices 
for our bulls. What we do is try a bull out 
for awhile before using him extensively. I 
think we have on the place right now about 
10 bulls in the process of developing and 
testing. A few of them cost us more than 
$175 by the way. All I am trying to em- 


apiece. 


phasize is that we should tell some of these 
young fellows who are starting out in the 
cattle business that they can make a living 
with Angus cattle. 

With a $100 original investment, in cattle, 
a lot of time and a lot of individual work, 
we have today a unit that represents about 
320 purebred cattle. 

No additional capital was ever added to 
our unit, and dad bought the first quarter 
section at $12.00 an acre paying 12 per cent 
interest. We have about a $50,000 invest- 
ment in machinery. In addition to that we 
now have better than 2,000 acres of land 
with four sets of good buildings. All of 
this has been developed—and we take our 
hats off to those first two females—by one 
farm family through Angus cattle. 

That is our story and there is no doubt 
that the production of bulls for commercial 
herds has helped our success. 


The Breeder's Role 


In Club Work

The subject that I have been assigned is 
“The Breeder’s Role in Club Work.” I have 
often wondered just what is the Angus 
breeder’s role in club work, especially in 
the heifer club project which this associa- 
tion has been sponsoring for several years. 
This association of Angus breeders can well 
be proud of the attention it has attracted 
from the agricultural population in the de- 
velopment of the heifer program as the ul- 
timate in livestock projects for farm boys 
and girls. The heifer program is not a new 
one, it was really started some 30 years 
ago in Iowa by Carl Oldsen, then secretary

of the Iowa Beef Producers Association, and 
later a fieldman for this association. Many 
of the fine beef cattle herds in Iowa and 
neighboring states today are the result of 
those early heifer projects. The program 
was given added meaning in the East in 
1948 when O. B. Ross, county agent in Am- 
herst County, Virginia, started a heifer 
program along with other 4-H Club activi- 
ties. The program has grown and spread 
all over Virginia with the generous help of 
such farsighted breeders as L. W. Turner, 
Lee D. Butler, and others.

no cattle, and at that time I had not been 
convinced that a lifetime of breeding Angus 
cattle was the way of life for me. To con- 
vince the youngsters of this is precisely 
what we hope to accomplish through heifer 
club work. 

Certainly I hope to expose my son to the 
advantages of Angus cattle as a way of 
life by the time he is grown. By being ex- 
posed to the great adventure and challenge 
that it is, I believe you can predict what his 
decision will be. 

As I see it then, the idea of this heifer 
program is “to encourage interested boys 
and girls on adapted farms, to secure, grow 
out, and breed ‘Yegistered Angus heifers, 
and gradually expand the enterprise so that 
when they reach maturity they will own 
small Angus herds of their own.” If we 
can help them to accomplish this, we will 
have helped them to own a stake in Ameri- 
can agriculture and in the future of this 
greatest of all beef breeds. 

I would not detract from the value or im- 
portance of the steer feeding projects. But 
with the trend toward grassland farming, 
and away from overly fat prime cattle, it 
seems to me that a heifer can more nearly 
fill the bill as the practical project in so 
many parts of the country. A heifer project 
can teach young people all the things that 
a steer project does, and many more. Sev- 
eral state extension agents in my area 
agree with me that this is true. 

First, in working with these youngsters, 
let us never forget that Angus cattle are 
raised primarily for food, for beef, the best 
food yet discovered by man; and all beef 
cattle, whether purebred or grade even- 
tually end up as such, even though we may 
use them for reproduction for several years. 
In our work with the boys and girls let us 
teach them beef production first and pure- 
bred herd management and marketing 
second. 

This country will always need farmers, 
good efficient farmers, and good beef cattle 
producers. It is up to us then to guaran- 
tee our own future and that of our chosen 
breed, by seeing to it that it is left in the 
hands of the “cream of the crop” of Ameri- 
can youth who are on their way with an 
Aberdeen-Angus herd when they are ready 
to take their place in life. 

Beef cattle production is a way of life, 
in which all engaged can realize the many 
benefits of an independent, uncontrolled, 
and free enterprise. What better way is 
there to instill this into the minds of young 
farm boys and girls than with a cattle busi- 
ness of their own, started with an Angus 
heifer project. 

What are you doing to see that Angus 
cattle will continue to attract the “cream of 
the crop” of young people who enter the 
field of livestock production as a way of 
life? What. are you doing to see that Angus 
cattle continue to be the best cattle in your 
community, your state, and in your country ?

keep in mind is to establish a sound Angus 
cattle program, based upon the profitable, 
practical production of Angus beef, rather 
than the expectation of selling purebred 
breeding stock at fantastically high prices. 
If we are to teach these youngsters some- 
thing through heifer projects, we must see 
to it that their program is kept sound, prac- 
tical, economical, and down to earth—and it 
behooves us as Angus breeders to help them 
keep it that way. I know of no better way 
than through beef animals, and especially 
the continuity of an Angus heifer program 
to build character, self-reliance, self-con- 
fidence, and good sportsmanship, all of 
which are so important to young people 
growing up today. 


Now, just what is your role in the heifer 
project? 1 believe the first and greatest 
thing you can do is to organize, with the 
help and cooperation of your extension 
people, a local Angus heifer club in your 
community. Hunt up some good club boys 
and girls who are floundering around and 
looking for a challenging project, and ex- 
plain to them the value of starting a heifer 
project. When you have convinced them 
and their parents of the merits and advan- 
tages of the heifer project, help them select 
a heifer, and see to it that they are suc- 
cessful.

ability, to help the youngsters in the many 
and complex problems of production and 
management of an Angus breeding project. 
Help them to avoid some of the costly er- 
rors that many of us make when starting 
our Angus herds. Help them to select the 
right kind of foundation heifers; heifers of 
proper type, conformation and quality, as 
well as heifers with acceptable pedigrees 
and breeding. 


I firmly believe that the youngsters 
should plan to “pay their way” and pur- 
chase heifers at a fair market value. We 
do not do right by the youngsters if we 
subtract from the price of the heifer we sell 
them, and add on something extra to the 
price of the product they sell. Sell them a 
good heifer at what it is actually worth, 
and one that will be a good sound invest- 
ment. Work through your state and local 
associations to see that the various fairs 
and shows include a classification for the 
club heifers. Encourage the extension 
people to include heifer classes in the shows 
that are held for the club steers. 

For example, the Virginia extension 
people are holding seven district heifer 
shows and one state heifer show this spring 
and one big state show at Richmond in the 
fall. A youngster must have shows to de- 
velop competition and a desire to win. 

When his heifer is ready to breed, let her 
come back to be settled to the service of 
one of your bulls. Not just any bull, but

make the service of a good bull available. 
Is this asking too much? [ think not. This 
is the best way to be sure that the heifer 
you produced gets bred to the best bull in 
the world—the one you have on your own 
farm! Getting these heifers bred is not an 
insurmountable problem, as some breeders 
have claimed. Breeding several club heifers 
to your bull each year may be the best in- 
vestment in bull use you can make. When 
the heifer club member’s herd grows to 
maturity and full production, be quick to 
accept its offspring for your production sale 
or local consignment sale. 

I would like to set this goal for us to 
shoot for. Let’s have each Angus breeder 
start one boy or girl with a heifer project 
every year. Either your own children, those 
of your neighbor, or someone else in your 
community. Just one. At that, the num- 
ber of new Angus breeders would soon run 
into figures too big for our present registry 
office to handle. One a year is not too big 
a goal for each of us to shoot for. Of all 
the many and varied things Angus breeders 
accomplish each year, this would not take 
too much of our time. 

You can easily see that there are many 
indirect benefits to the reputation of your 
farm and herd resulting from club work. 
Wouldn’t it be nice to claim that your cattle 
do well for others, even for young, inex- 
perienced cattlemen? Give the junior heifer 
program your full support, it will come 
back te you many times and in many ways. 
I know we will never hear of an Angus 
breeder doing otherwise. Remember that 
you can play an important part in building 
and training these boys and girls into the 
men and women of tomorrow, in skills and 
know-how, in self-confidence, pride of own- 
ership, and in directing their attention to- 
ward agriculture and Angus cattle. You 
serve two additional purposes by your par- 
ticipation in the Angus heifer club work. 
You serve the Angus breed by directing at- 
tention to the profitable possibilities of 
Angus cattle, and you serve your own farm 
and herd interests by your active participa- 
tion in the program. 

I would be shortchanging the youngsters 
if I did not mention something about this 
foreigner, the Danish system of judging, 
that has invaded our midst in recent years. 
There are some among us, in so-called im- 
portant positions, who profess to be helping 
teach our young people how to do a better 
job with beef cattle. Yet these same people 
would tear down the very thing that has 
made American agriculture great from the 
beginning, that is, the American way of 
competing for top honors in a beef cattle 
show. 

Isn’t the American way good enough for 
us? I am sure it is. Isn’t the spirit of 
competition, the striving to be the very best, 
a good way to have our youngsters grow 
up? I think it is, and so do all others who 
believe in the spirit of competition as the 
way to the top.

way to kill off the baby beef shows, the 
heifer club shows or any other beef cattle 
show. I commend this association and the 
other breed associations for the stand they 
have taken against this un-American way 
of placing classes. I, for one, have no time 
for such a silly, pointless method of fooling 
the youngsters, one which penalizes superi- 
ority and initiative, and puts a premium on 
mediocrity. There are some who say it is 
a way to teach beef cattle grading. But 
when they try to combine this grading with 
judging the animals, they accomplish 
neither purpose. Let us, as Angus breed- 
ers, see that this abominable practice 
ceases, and help move the youngsters to- 
ward the top by inviting competition and 
using the American way to become even 
greater. 

I am certain this association will con- 
tinue to sponsor this most worthy cause. I 
firmly believe it can well guarantee the 
future of this breed. I know that in the 
near future this association will publish and 
distribute a booklet, devoted exclusively to 
the heifer projects. This has been sug- 
gested and requested by many of the fine 
extension people in my area. Perhaps our 
approach to the problem would be valuable 
to the club members and leaders. 

Perhaps a movie devoted to this work 
should be on the future agenda. I hope we 
will see fit to continue to distribute some 
of our prize money to the heifer club shows 
throughout the country. Perhaps your state 
association may want to recognize the out- 
standing boy or girl in heifer club work in 
your state by sending them to the National 
4-H Club Congress held in Chicago each 
year at the time of the International. 

The future of the Angus breed is indeed 
secure when young people lead out classes 
like they did at the Atlantic Rural Exposi- 
tion in Richmond last fall, at Bill Brainard’s 
club show in New Jersey, in southeastern 
Pennsylvania, at the State Heifer Show held 
in Virginia last month, with nearly 70 head 
of excellently fitted heifers led out by 
children as young as one 8 year old girl. 
Those heifers were all grown, fitted, and 
shown by the club members and it should 
make some of you older breeders a bit 
envious of the energy and ability of these 
youngsters. 

So let’s all get behind these heifer pro- 
grams in our home community, give it a 
big boost this year, and help these young- 
sters to live up to their motto which is “To 
Make The Best Better.”

increased number of commercial and pure- 
bred cattle in the Southern and Southeast- 
ern states. And to note that most of those 
states too are represented by their state 
cattlemen’s association in our committee. 

We have token support also from the 
purebred associations—the Angus, Short- 
horn, Hereford and even the Brahmas—and 
our work is in support of the whole indus- 
try: purebred and commercial. 

We also represent the sheep people and 
the thoroughbred horse people to the extent 
that their interests are identical to the 
cattlemen’s. 

In making a report to you on the work of 
this tax committee in this short time, it is 
going to be impossible really to do more 
than just hit the high spots of some of the 
income tax problems which concern the live- 
stock industry. 

The first job we had back in 1943 was to 
counteract efforts by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue to do away with the inventory sys- 
tem of accounting which the industry used 
largely. Traditionally since there has been 
income tax livestock raisers have had the 
privilege of two choices to follow in filing 
their income tax returns. 

They have been purely on the cash basis 
in which they charge off all expenses ex- 
cept those items of purchase such as the 
purchase of animals. The purchase of farm 
machinery happens to be capitalized and 
they show no inventory on their return. 

That is the cash basis, or the use of in- 
ventories in which they will show opening 
and closing and together with expenses and 
receipts, determine the income. The cattle- 
man generally, if he used inventories, 
valued these inventories at a fixed price. 
He would value his cows at $75, his heifers 
at $50, and steers at $35. He would have 
fixed prices which he would keep the year 
throughout. This wasn’t good accounting 
but was simple and over a period of time 
would reflect his income. 

We fought it out with the bureau and ob- 
tained recognition in the regulations of this 
method. Then they moved into the capital 
gains controversy with which you are all 
familiar. Industry and taxpayers generally 
are permitted to reflect profit on the sale 
of factory or plant at capital gain rates. 
But for a long time the livestock industry 
was not permitted to reflect the profit on 
its plant, namely its breeding herd at capi-

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The livestock industry also benefited by 
new methods of depreciation and new al- 
ternatives on how to figure depreciation. 
This is alittle technical and it is hard to 
explain in the limited time I have allocated, 
but traditionally a person figures deprecia- 
tion on the so-called straight-line basis. You 
take your cost. You take the salvage value, 
what the article will probably be worth 
when it has ceased being useful and divide 
the difference between the two by the antici- 
pated number of years of useful life. This 
resulted in arguments with the revenue 
agents who would always try to cut down 
your depreciation by lengthening the useful 
life. They argue that a cow should last 10 


years while you would argue it would last 
four or six years. 

The revenue agents would also say when 
the cow is worn out it will be worth $100, 
and you would say it would be worth only 
$50. I can remember when they sold for 
$8.00. 

There was room for argument on every- 
body’s return and a means by which the 
revenue agents would cut down your capital 
gains. There is still room for argument 
perhaps but not so much under the new 
methods that can be adopted. The so-called 
declining balance method and the so-called 
sum of the digit balance could be explained 
as follows: In the declining balance method

you start off with twice the usual rate ot 
depreciation. You don’t take salvage value 
into consideration at all but you apply the 
percentage to the remaining cost each year 
instead of adding it to the original cost. 

The sum of the digit method is more or 
less the same sort of thing. It achieves the 
same purpose of writing off the animals 
faster in the early years, so that there is 
really less to argue about in the issue of 
useful life. 

These two methods of depreciation can 
be applied only to animals acquired since 
1953 and used for the first time by the tax- 
payer since then. There is a problem as to 
what constitutes the initial use. Suppose 
you buy a bred heifer. I think it is quite 
arguable that in your hands that animal is 
getting its first use and that the seller 
probably bred that heifer for purpose of 
sale and not for the purpose of producing 
a calf. In other words you are the first 
user of that heifer. 

The regulations, however, are not out on 
that subject and it is a possible subject for 
debate. 

The new law recognized the right of a 
rancher to use a hybrid accounting system 
as long as it reflects income and is used 
consistently. 

A rancher for instance can use inventor- 
ies, yet be on a cash basis for all other pur- 
poses. 

The Revenue Act of 1954 recognized the 
principle of involuntary conversion with re- 
spect to animals that are destroyed or die 
through disease. Involuntary conversion 
principle has been included in the law for a 
long time where a taxpayer is forced by 
circumstances beyond his control to sell an 
article and where he uses the cash to buy 
some other article. It seems unreasonable 
to require him to pay a profit on that. The 
law is recognized where your property is 
destroyed or where it is condemned by the 
government and you take the proceeds and 
buy a similar article with that, there is no 
income tax on the profit. 

The Revenue Act of 1954 extends that 
principle to livestock destroyed or sold be- 
cause of disease. 

We come up now to the present problems. 
I am sometimes a little amazed at the con- 
tinued interest in income taxes by the live- 
stock industry because I know you are not 
making any money. You haven’t been mak- 
ing any money for a long time. 

The continuing interest in income taxes 
on the part of livestock people simply 
amazes me because I doubt if very many of 
you are paying too much on your ranch- 
ing operations. Perhaps you are just think- 
ing back to 1951 when you really did make 
some money and really did pay some tax, 
and you resent the fact that you have been 
losing more money since then than you 
made in 1951 and why couldn’t you in some 
way get back the tax you paid in 1951. 

That is related to the provision in the 
income tax law on Carry Over and Carry 
Back, which technically doesn’t fit the pres-

The principle of the Carry Over and 
Carry Back is that a person shouldn’t have 
to pay income taxes on a good profitable 
year if there were other lost years of more 
than enough to absorb the good year. When- 
ever you have an income tax loss in one 
year, the law now says you can carry that 
loss back two years and get a refund on the 
If that 


absorb the earlier loss, 


taxes paid in the earlier years. 
doesn’t completely 
you can carry that into the future for an- 
other five years. Unfortunately, that two- 
year carry back came into the law in 1954. 


Prior to that it was only a one year carry 


back. Your 1952 losses could be utilized 
against 1951 but the 1953 losses couldn’t be 
carried back there. 

Now you have losses from ’52, ’53, ’54 and 
55 and looks like 56 and probably lots of 
you haven’t had enough income in those 
years to absorb all of the losses of those 
years. 

If the cattle prices continue bad into ’57— 
we think there should be an amendment to 
the code to stretch out this Carry Over loss 
provision, so that you will ultimately offset 
your losses against a profit year before you 
have to pay any tax on it. That’s only 
reasonable.

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where you are forced to sell livestock be- 
cause of disease or where they die and you 
recover insurance money, but that it should 
apply to sales which are forced by drought, 
floods or blizzards. Unfortunately, the 
drought situation is most common, We 
have been discussing that matter with 
Congress for a long, long time and just last 
week the Senate Finance Committee amend- 
ed a bill, HR 6413, by attaching to the bill 
a provision which would imply involuntary 
conversion principles. Not to the extent 
that we think it should apply, but at least 
to the major one, drought. And, if that 
goes through the House at least, that equity 
will have done the livestock industry some 
help and we can then extend that to floods 
and blizzards and other disasters of nature 
which should be protected against. 

It is a very limited protection. As the 
bill is drawn it applies only to breeding 
herds. Not to the steers, the animals that 
you would sell anyway. Just to the breed- 
ing herds which are sold solely because of 
drought, and only in an area which has been 
declared a disaster area by the President 
and by the Department of Agriculture, sub- 
ject to the purchase of surplus feeds. And 
only if the proceeds of the sale are rein- 
vested in the same kind of animals after 
the drought is past. 

It is very limited relief and is designed 
to take care of only the extreme actual 
hardship of drought. 

Also there is pending in Congress a bill 
that appeals to us. This will permit the 
averaging of income over a five-year period. 
Livestock producers perhaps even more 
than other businesses, but typical of lots of 
small businesses have an extreme fluctua- 
tion of good and bad years and it seems 
unreasonable that in an extremely good 
year you should have to pay a tax at a very 
high percentage rate whereas before or 
afterwards for a period of time you don’t 
realize much income and are in a very low 
bracket. 

Those are legislative matters that we are 
interested in. We are also always on the 
defense. The bureau, or certain individuals 
in the bureau, have never accepted the capi- 
tal gains provisions and are always trying 
to get it repealed or whittle down its value 
by attacking the accounting methods which 
give you the greatest capital gains advan- 
tage, such as the cash basis, or low inven- 
tory values. They are also attacking 
through regulations on depreciation and 
salvage value. 

We are always on the alert there. We 
have to watch the new regulations as they 
come out. 

There is a new set of regulations on de- 
preciation in the mill. There is pending a 
new revenue ruling which will summarize 
and review inventory methods and depre:ia- 
tion and salvage values and try to coor- 
dinate all the provisions scattered through 
the regulations into one little pamphlet. 

This will be a very helpful thing and the

We feel that the challenge of breeding pure bred 

Angus cattle necessitates a planned breeding and sales 
program. We have one that is simple; we breed the 

best cows to the best bulls obtainable, then replacement 

of our present cows with their top daughters. Many of 
the cows selling have produced heifers that will make up 
our brood cow herd of the future. The value of a bull can 
best be seen by the kind of brood cows he leaves in 
your herd. Now due to the fact that our facilities have 
been cut down we have to make a decision, either to sell 
brood cows or our replacement heifers. In order to main- 
tain our breeding program we have decided to offer this 
fine lot of breeding cattle to the public. These cows 
are the right kind! They have the qualities essential 

in real good breeding females; they are uniformly 

bred and have done a good job of breeding 

for us. See the foliowing pages for details. 
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bureau has given us the right to work with 
them on it. If they work sympathetically 
it will be extremely helpful for the industry. 
If they work unsympathetically it could be 
disasterous. 

There is always a threat of a provision in 
the code which would deny to a taxpayer 
the right to use a loss from a losing busi- 
ness as a deduction against income from 
another source. 

There is a feeling on the part of many in 
Congress and the bureau that a man with 
outside income, dividends, salary or some- 
thing of that sort should not be permitted to 
take advantage of a loss from farming. 
From cattle raising, from horse raising, 
from ranching. Provisions along that line 
or bills along that line are continuously be- 
ing introduced. We think that is wrong. 
We think that the man with outside income 
has been a help to the livestock industry 
and it would be utterly foolish to deny him 
the right of reducing his income from other 
sources by perfectly legitimate farm losses. 

How can you tell what is a legitimate 
farm loss and what isn’t? 

It takes years to build a herd. The reve- 
nues are already protected by principles to 
the effect that if you go into ranching for 
pure hobby you can’t deduct those losses, 
but if you go into it as a business, legiti- 
mately you can utilize those losses against 
other income subject to a very elaborate 
provision called the Marshall Field Amend- 
ment whereby if you lose as much as $50,000 
each year for five years, they will treat it 
as if this were a hobby loss. They will deny 
the deduction. There are bills to reduce 
that $50,000 to $5,000. We think that is 
wrong. We think people can very easily go 
into business at the wrong end of the cycle 
and loose $5,000 each year for five years. 
There is no hobby efforts on that, so we 
will continue to ride herd to the tax situa- 
tion for the livestock industry. But we are 
trying throughout to follow the fundamen- 
tal principles of asking for no special bene- 
fits. We are trying to fit the livestock in- 
dustry into the overall pattern of the in- 
come tax law. And to ask for no other 
thing where the livestock industry is con- 
cerned, than to ask for those things other 
taxpayers enjoy. 

Other taxpayers can offset losses from 
one business against profits from another. 
Other taxpayers get involuntary conversion 
on depreciation or confiscation of property. 
Other taxpayers get capital gains from the 
sale of their plants. Other taxpayers get 
choice of depreciation methods. Other tax- 
payers get all of those things that we are 
asking for. We are not asking for any- 
thing more except that we are asking that 
the law be specific so as to apply these 
principles to the special situations of live- 
stock. 
And that livestock accounting be main- 
tained as simple as possible. Those are our 


objectives.

Questions from the Floor on Stephen Hart's Talk 


Chairman Lyle V. Springer: I think we 
have time for several questions. 

Question: Talking about capital gains. I 
have a purebred breeding program raising 
cattle for breeding purposes. Am I correct 
in understanding that if I raise cattle over 
a year of age and sell them that I can, as 
far as income taxes are concerned, take 
capital gains on the profit of the animal? 

Mr. Hart: No, it is not that simple. The 
way to explain the capital gains law in my

opinion is to go back to the fundamentals. 
Fundamentally, a person, another taxpayer, 
gets capital gains when he sells his plants. 
He doesn’t get capital gains when he sells 
the product of the plant. In order to get 
capital gains on livestock you have to sell 
your plant—your breeding herd. 

It is harder to determine in the case of a 
livestock producer what his plant and what 
his products are than it is with respect to a 
manufacturer. But the same principle ap- 
plies. You get capital gains only when you 
sell those animals which you either have 
used in your own breeding herd or intend to 
use in your own breeding herd. 

There is the secondary requirement that 
you have had those animals for over a year. 
In order to get capital gains you have to 
meet both requirements. 

You have to have held the animal over a 
year and you have to have either used it in 
your breeding herd or plan to use it as a re- 
placement in your breeding herd. 

Now if you have kept an old cow for sev- 
eral years and had several calves, there is

no problem. If you have kept an old bull 
for a long time, using it in service, a num- 
ber of times, there is no problem. The only 
problem arises on the heifers or the young 
bulls, and the bureau takes a very strict 
position in requiring proof from you that 
the young heifers you sold and claimed as 
capital assets, you really intended to keep 
for your own production rather than sell it 
some other way. 

Dr. L. M. Cropsey: I wonder about a sit- 
uation where a bull is used four or five 
times in a herd. After selling this bull can 
capital gains reasonably be claimed? 

Mr. Hart: I think so. I don’t think that 
a person—a sound livestock producer—is 
going to keep a bull and use him three or 
four times unless that was his primary pur- 
pose. You aren’t going to waste four or 
five cows or heifers in your herd for serv- 
ice to this bull unless you really thought 
the bull was worthwhile trying. And so I 
think if you have used a bull at least a sub- 
stantial number of times that is good proof 
that the use of that bull is its primary pur- 
pose. If you wanted to sell him you would 
have sold him without using him. 

Dr. Cropsey: Some people make a routine 
practice of using a bull three or four times 
for proof of his fertility before selling him 
and if the bureau could prove that they 
were proving the bull fertile before the sale, 
then would it be different ? 

Mr. Hart: Yes, and it is the same way 
with respect to heifers. If a man is in the 
business of selling breeding heifers and he 
customarily breeds his heifers before he 
sells them, then his breeding the heifers 
isn’t any proof that he intended to keep it. 
On the other hand, if he customarily sells 
open heifers, then the fact that he bred a 
few of them or bred a particular group of 
them would be pretty good proof that he 
wanted to keep them for his own herd. 

It is a question of going back to intention 
and that can be proved largely by the pat- 
tern of your operations.

ing system is a living, working, and effec- 
tive part of the free enterprise system. 


The American Bankers Association is, in 
itself, an organization principally devoted 
to education. Ninety-eight out of every 
hundred banks in the country are members 
of the Association. It includes 35 working 
groups (the Agricultural Commission being 
one) specializing in the various aspects of 
the banking business. In these working 
groups are numbered some of the leading 
bankers in the country who give of their 
time and effort so as to be of help to all 
banks. 


The Agricultural Commission has a rec- 
ord of over 40 years’ service to country 
bank members of the A. B. A. We try to 
keep abreast of all agricultural develop- 
ments in order to be better able to assist 
member banks in maintaining adequate 
credit service for the American farmer. The 
Commission, composed of a representative 
farm-minded banker from each of 12 re- 
gions, and cooperates with indi- 
vidual banks and with agricultural commit- 
tees of state bankers associations. Through 
the state committees, 3,000 county key 
bankers have been appointed who, with the 
600 state committee members, form a force 
of 3,600 bankers working for agricultural 
improvement and cooperation be- 
tween bankers and farmers.

The primary objective of the Agricultural 
Commission is to help keep agriculture fi- 
nancially sound. This means that banks 
must have an understanding of the prob- 
lems of agriculture and recognize agricul- 
ture as one of the most important segments 
of American business. 


The Commission recognizes the magni- 
tude of the livestock industry and its im- 


portance to the entire economy. Our Live- 
stock Committee, one of the more important 
committees we have, working in coopera- 
tion with committees of state bankers as- 
sociations, has endeavored to assist in the 
development of a sound livestock industry. 
In the furtherance of this objective, bankers 
are urged to participate in activities such 
as the following: 

1. Take advantage of opportunities to 
learn about the place of livestock in 
the profitable operation of farms. 

2. Evolve lending practices to fit the 
needs of financing livestock produc- 
tion and pasture development. 

3. Recognize the importance of livestock 
production by financing the develop- 
ment of breeding herds, pastures and 
forage crops. 

. Cooperate with the state agricultural 
extension service and other educa- 
tional agencies in developing balanced 
grassland and livestock programs. 
Assist livestock marketing groups and

. Encourage a program of selective 
breeding and culling for the produc- 
tion of better quality livestock. 

. Encourage the proper use of lime, fer- 
tilizer, and seed mixtures to improve 
pastures. 

. Improve the quality of forage from 
pastures through better management 
practices. 

. Promote soil management practices 
designed to conserve water for grass- 
land farming. 

. Emphasize pasture forage as an im- 
portant factor in profitable livestock 
production. 

. Promote the full utilization of pas- 
tures. 

. Support various research programs in 
agricultural experiment stations for 
the purpose of developing livestock 
farming. 

3. Emphasize the need for balanced live- 
stock and crop enterprises to estab- 
lish a higher and more stable income. 


. Support farm youth and their or- 
ganizations in improving livestock 
production. 


. Support all efforts in the promotion 
and marketing of beef and beef prod- 
ucts. 


So you see, these are some of the ways of 
furthering the livestock industry of a bank’s 
territory—an industry that accounts for 55 
percent of all farm income. There are ex- 
amples of bank activity that could be given 
for each of the points listed, which is one 
indication that banks are fulfilling their ob- 
ligations to cattlemen. 


Both banking and the livestock industry 
have changed a great deal in recent years. 
They have changed in their relationship to 
each other, and internally as well. A per- 
son’s figure changes through the years, re- 
quiring, at intervals, new styles, new ma- 
terials, and different accessories to bring 
out its best points. So it is with the live- 
stock business. It, too, has changed and 
must be clothed, or financed, at different 
stages of growth and development with the 
“style” which will bring out its best points. 


Banks differ as much in their complexion 
or internal make-up as do producers or 
other elements of the livestock industry. 
What a bank can do in working with live- 
stock producers is determined by the size 
of its deposits and its capital structure in 
relation to its loans, as well as the character 
and fluctuation of its deposits. Some banks 
in certain areas have deposit fluctuations 
over a yearly period of as much as 50 per- 
cent. Livestock loans on other than just a 
short-term basis would not fit advantage- 
ously into the portfolio of such banks. 


Some banks, particularly city banks, are 
physically able to provide longer-term 
credits than others. Through an increased 
correspondent relationship, our banking 
system is in a better position to meet the 
full credit requirements of the livestock in-

Increas- 
ed interbank relations have unlimited possi- 
bilities in financing the credit needs of 
farmers. Agricultural lending on an inter- 
bank basis allows the country bank to re- 
tain the account relationship of its farmer- 
customer and permits the local bank to 
meet practically all the agricultural credit 
requirements of its trade area. By such 
arrangements, a country bank can become 
as large as any city bank from the view- 
point of the service it renders to individual 
borrowers.

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Due to the variations in types of breeders 
over the country, banks must approach their 
contacts with individuals in various ways. 
Sound lending principles must be adhered to 
for each type of borrower. These may be 
classified along the following lines: 

(1) The experienced cattleman who spe- 
cialize in raising cattle and who have 
little or no other business interests. 

(2) Stock farmers who combine cattle 

raising with other phases of agricul- 
ture. Loans to this type of borrow- 
er are usually for combinations of 
crop and livestock needs. 
Residents of towns or cities who are 
principally professional men but who 
have undertaken a cattle-raising ven- 
ture. Sometimes the venture is pure- 
ly a pastime or hobby, but usually it 
is with the profit motive in view. An 
unfavorable feature is that the bor- 
rower can rarely devote time or at- 
tention to the cattle, but must depend 
on an employed manager. This is 
not always a handicap, however, as 
the owners in some instances are be- 
ginners in the cattle business and 
possibly less capable of handling 
cattle than are the managers. Each 
case must be appraised individually. 
The final classification is the rank 
beginner in the cattle business. Many 
inexperienced people were attracted 
by the fact that cattle raising enjoyed 
a period of almost uninterrupted 
prosperity from 1934 to mid-1952. 
Many will be attracted by future 
prosperity cycles. 

These newcomers constitute the most 
hazardous risk group to banks as creditors, 
for they are undergoing a course of in- 
struction that can become expensive. Banks 
must exercise extreme caution in order to 
hold the beginner’s operations within 
bounds proportionate to his invested cash 
and his pasture-carrying capacity. 

We hear much talk these days concern- 
ing intermediate-term credit for agricul- 
ture. The demand for such credit is ex- 
panding with the increasing capital needs 
for semi-permanent types of investments 
which produce income over a number of 
years. Farm machinery, soil conservation 
measures, and irrigation systems are ex- 
amples. The need always becomes greater 
at times of declining prices and rising costs 
when farmers find themselves unable to 
finance such expenditures from one year’s 
net earnings. It is especially pressing at 
present because of the rapid growth of such 
items needed on farms, 

Some of our banks are making inter- 
mediate-term loans at present. We are in 
process of studying their techniques, and 
we hope the results of this study will per- 
mit this type of lending throughout the 
banking system. We need to know more 
about the methods best adapted to such 
lending before it will become commonplace 
in agriculture as it is in industry.

end their responsibility in serving the farm- 
er. Many banks are working closely with 
extension and soil conservation services, 
with farm bureaus and granges, livestock 
and commodity groups, and all others that 
function for the advancement and in the 
interest of better farming. 

Through the years, the credit needs of 
the average community have been handled 
mainly by the commercial bank, which 
gathered the savings and surplus funds 
from those who had an excess and loaned 
them on the security of real and personal 
property, or on financial statements, to 
those who could profitably use them. Thus, 
through a system directed by the commer- 
cial banker, the American community has 
been securely developed as the foundation 
stone of our great nation. 

Times change and with them, apparently, 
the tastes and needs of the people change. 
American initiative has promoted new 
credit needs which seemingly are being 
filled by agencies other than commercial 
banks. In the farm field alone there has 
developed a whole host of government and 
government-sponsored agencies to look after 
the financial welfare of the average farm- 
er and, as such, are competitors of the com- 
mercial banks. The subject of government 
competition with private enterprise is one 
that concerns not only the commercial 
banker, but every thinking American who 
cannot help but be alarmed about the many 
activities of our Government which touch 
those of our individual businesses. 

Banks, as never before, are eager to meet 
the full legitimate credit requirements of 
their communities. Banks, too, are anxious 
to help keep agriculture financially sound 
so that there will be no serious pressure to 
bring Government further into the picture. 
We must do a lot of thinking about the 
long-term consequences before we request 
or acquiesce to further government inter- 
ference of our business, whether it be in 
banking or in farming. We cannot reap 
profits from the use of the taxpayers’ 
money without bowing to the domination of 
Government. This means the loss of our 
freedom—the penalty that will certainly 
follow.

produce better Angus, but to everyone in- 
terested in improving the entire beef cattle 
population of this nation. 

You all know it is still possible to make a 
good living breeding the right kind of 
Aberdeen-Angus. And the successful breed- 
er is more and more recognized as one of 
his community’s most substantial business- 
men—but his profession is getting more 
complex every day. 

We could say simply there are two main 
steps to success in breeding registered 
Aberdeen-Angus: 

A. First, producing high quality cattle 

which are backed up by a good, sound 
breeding and management program. 

B. Second, selling the surplus stock each 

year for a profit. 

Actually, you all know it isn’t quite as 
simple as it sounds. For the first step of 
producing high quality breeding stock can 
involve a lifetime of constructive effort plus 
a broad knowledge of all phases of beef 
cattle production and management. 

The second step is no less important be- 
cause you can breed the best beef cattle in 
the world, but you have to sell them for a 
profit to stay in business. Here’s where 
public relations comes in to play a starring 
role. 

Now what do we mean by public relations 
as it affects this business in which we are 
engaged? 

Public relations of the Angus business is 
the sum total of all impressions made by 
the national association, all other Angus 
organizations, and the more than 32,000 
breeders in this country. 

Your public relations are developed by 
situations, acts, or words that influence 
people. Your public relations effort is 
what every breeder and every association 
representative does each day to earn or to 
lose the public’s good will and confidence. 

You can’t avoid public relations. 

The purpose of a planned public relations 
program is to gain and keep for our breed 
the public’s interest. The objective of our 
public relations effort is to develop in- 
creased appreciation of our breed and to 
continue the snowballing expansion until 
Aberdeen-Angus becomes the dominant 
breed in this country. 

I would like to outline and discuss briefly 
some of the more important tools of public 
relations: 

1. Participation in the Activities of Local

2. Publicity. Publicity which is a part of 
any good public relations effort must be the 
kind which is helpful to the press, radio, 
and TV. We don’t need any old-style press 
agent stunts to publicize our business... . 
but we want news of Angus activities re- 
ported to the press and radio promptly. 
Also copies of news items should go to the 
public relations department of the national 
office. Another phase of helpful Angus 
publicity is the showing of the association 
movies at every meeting you can where 
cattlemen are present. 


Associations. 


Very few breeders can 
get the most out of their surplus stock 
without a definite advertising program. 
Your advertising program may vary pro- 
portionately with the of your opera- 
tion and the produce of your herd. 

4. Road Signs. They are cheap adver- 
tising, and help greatly in directing custom- 
ers to your farm. Everyone can use a good 
sign to an advantage.

5. Correspondence. Your prompt atten- 
tion to correspondence even if you are sold 
out of surplus stock builds good will that 
usually draws interest in future sales of 
cattle. Use a letterhead. It may carry a 


picture of your herd sire, if you have a 
good picture available, or a picture of your 
farmstead. Some breeders just run the 
farm name, address and telephone number 
in dignified type. A letter written neatly 
on printed stationery impresses your cor- 
respondent in a business-like way. 

6. Booths: An information booth at every 
fair and livestock event in the nation staff- 
ed by local groups helps expand our breed. 
The national association supplies posters 
and request cards for literature with a 
small quantity of the publications available. 

7. Good Sportsmanship. If you have a 
good sale thank the buyers. If you have a 
poor one, don’t make a public display of 
your dissatisfaction. Be thankful for the 
buyers who were present—it would have 
been worse without them. 

8. Service to Your Customers. Keep on 
hand a few association publications to hand 
your customers. Help them with their first 
applications for registrations. Give them a 
copy of “How to Register.” 

9. Spread the Angus Gospel by Word of 
Mouth, This is the most common tool we 
can all use in our public relations effort. 
Pass the good word along. Visit every 
breeder of registered and commercial beef 
cattle in your community. 

Public relations in the Angus business 
begins on each farm where there is an 
Angus herd, be it purebred or commercial.

It should be a project of every county, 
state and district association. It is a way 
of life for our entire society of Angus 
breeders. Although strong leadership is 
essential, the job itself is not one for a 
single individual. The public relations man 
can guide, counsel, and prescribe techniques, 
but the effectiveness of a program is 
measured by the combined impressions 
made by the entire membership of 32,000 
Angus breeders. 

Public relations like morale, is com- 
pounded of many little things. Often 
things that count most are the things you 
cannot count. The day to day contacts of 
individual Angus breeders with other breed- 
ers, potential customers, and agricultural 
organizations are more important in mold- 
ing public opinion than group pronounce- 
ment. 

The Golden Rule . . . “Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto you”... is 
the way to all public relations success. 

Public relations is a continuing program. 
The maintenance of a good public relations 
program takes a continuous and aggressive 
effort. It can result in a greater expansion 
of the breed, an improved position for the 
beef cattle industry, and a satisfactory 
profit from our business. 

We have the best beef breed in the world. 
Our breeders have increased four-fold in 
the past decade. With a continuing pro- 
gram of good public relations, the Angus 
breed can in the foreseeable future lead the 
entire beef cattle industry.

The state of Montana is large, third in 
area of these United States and for most of 
its early years was noted for its hunting 
and mining, hence its nickname the “Treas- 
ure State”. It was not until after 1875 
that the state became noted for its cattle 
raising and now this is one of the greatest 
cattle raising states in the country. With 
the cattle production in Montana a major 
industry it is a fact that the increase in the 
number of Angus cattle in the state has 
been just short of phenomenal. Al! of these 
Angus are not in the hands of new cattle 
men, as many of the older herds have 
“changed color” in the past few years. 


Montana is a “natural” for cattle raising 
as there are many sheltered valleys among 
the mountains and water is plentiful de- 
spite the fact that the average precipitation 
for the state ranges from 10 to 15 inches 
on the plains to about 20 inches in the 
northwest. Added to this in the mountain 
valleys is the runoff from the quite heavy 
snows that cover the mountains in the 
colder months. Grass is abundant over 
much of the state and the big increase in 
the irrigation program of the state has 
created much more grazing land and cattle- 
men are being attracted from other states. 


Our article concerns one of these “trans- 
planted” cattle outfits, that young herd 
known as the B & D Ranch, now located 
just about five miles west of JSozeman, 
Montana. It is operated by Burl and 
Dwight Winchester, the latter living on the 
place year round, while Burl is kept busy 
with his work in the extension department 
of the state university. 


The Winchester name is not new to the

tanbark trail of the various shows in the 
western country, for the partnership of 
Oscar Winchester and Sons, Waukomis, 
Oklahoma had been heard from on many 
occasions at the shows, but only in connec- 
tion with sheep and lambs. It was during 
the time that Dwight Winchester was show- 
ing lambs that he decided he would like to 
show a steer and he selected the Angus 
breed. He did well and it was not long 
before the elder Winchester bought his first 
Angus cows and thus the Winchester herd 
in Oklahoma was formed, now being six 
years old. 


Meanwhile, Burl Winchester had gradu- 
ated at Oklahoma A & M and had taken his 
master’s degree in genetics at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin at Madison. He taught 
there for awhile, then moving over to the 
North Dakota Agricultural College at Fargo 
where he remained until he took over the 
management of the Goldberg Stock Farm 
at Moorhead, Minn., an Angus herd owned 
by Max Goldberg. It was during this 
period with Goldberg that Burl began to 
develope the Winchester herd that now 
operates as B & D, for Goldberg allowed 
Burl Winchester to acquire an interest in 
part of the herd as part payment for his 
services. Nearly six years ago Burl left 
Goldberg to take a position with the govern- 
ment’s “point four” program and he was 
sent to Turkey where he remained for three 
and one-half years.

This was just what Dwight wanted, to work 
with a good registered herd and when Burl 
returned to the U. S. the partnership of the 
two boys was really brought into being,

Dwight operating the herd on a rented 
place near Belgrade, Montana, while Burl 
went about his new job in the extension 
department at the Montana State College. 


When the herd was moved from Okla- 
homa to the place near Belgrade, long- 
range plans for operation of the venture 
were laid out and it was not expected that 
the B & D Ranch would be seen on the tan- 
bark trail for simetime to come. But, fate 
had not been reckoned with and she was 
good to the B & D outfit when on April 2, 
1953 their cow, Buxom Maid of Moorhead, 
a Buxom Maid Miss Burgess female, drop- 
ped a bull calf by Prince 105 of Lakeview 
2d. The moment this calf hit the ground 
it was apparent that he was going to be a 
“real one” and Dwight called Burl and 
and several other Angus people in to give 
their opinion, which was no different than 
Dwight’s initial thought. 


This was not the first bull calf dropped 
by Buxom Maid of Moorhead, as Prince 105 
of B & D, as he was subsequently named, 
was the third bull calf of this cow, and up 
to the moment she has had a total of five 
bull calves. The first of these bull calves 
was to Oklahoma A & M and now is in 
service with that herd at the experiment 
station, where he has been turning out the 
top gaining calves, calves which are also 
rated high in quality and type. The second 
of these bull calves is owned by another 
Winchester brother, Delbert, who is using 
the bull in his herd in Missouri. The third 
bull calf was Prince 105 of B & D, control- 
ling interest of which is now in the hands of 
the Fair View Angus Ranch at Melville, 
Montana. The fourth and fifth bull calves 
are still in the B & D herd. 


Prince 105 of B & D was brought along 
carefully by the Winchesters and he was 
first shown at the Fort Worth, Texas show 
where he placed fourth in the summer 
junior calf class in 1953. In 1954 he was 
selected junior champion at the Northern 
Montana State Fair at Great Falls and he 
was second in his class at the Midland Em- 
pire Fair at Billings, Montana a short time 
later. His next appearance was at the Na- 
tional Western show in Denver in Jan., 
1955 where he placed second in a very 
strong class of 23 junior yearling bulls, 
being beat out by Haystack Angus Ranch’s 
Shadow Isle Prince Eric 85th. The decision 
by the judge at that time came only after 
a great deal of comparison. He later was 
Grand Champion at the Montana Winter 
Fair at Bozeman, Montana. Since then the 
controlling interest in the bull has been sold 
to the Fair View Angus Ranch and he has 
appeared in two shows up to the writing of 
this article. He was reserve champion of 
the Northern Montana State Fair, losing 
out to Dale West’s great son of Criterion 
Bardolier 24, Bardolier DW 2401. At Bil- 
lings the B & D bull was crowned grand- 
champion of the show. 


As was mentioned earlier, the B & D out- 
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fit is still in its infancy, but thanks to the 
reputation gained by the production of 
Prince 105 of B & D and his subsequent 
sale, the herd is in a stronger position and 
has been moved to a new, although smaller 
place near Bozeman. It is here that the 
real work of going on with this coming herd 
will be done, for at the moment sons and 
daughters of “105” are showing up as brood 
cows served by him have calved. He is 
passing on his blocky and low-set type, 
furnishing his get with depth of quarter and 
typiness that he is so well supplied with. 


The brood herd at B & D at the moment 
consists of only 46 cows to breed this year. 
These cows are closely selected as only 
quality is desired on this place. Eventually 
a brood cow herd of 160 to 175 head of high 
quality Angus will be maintained by B & D 
and their intention is to conduct their own 
annual production sale. 


B & D Ranch has done a good deal of 
line breeding as they realize that it gives 
a strong concentration of type. Dwight and 
Burl are not afraid of this practice of line 
breeding, but are ready to make a change 
if it is ever proven that the practice is im- 
practical. On the ground at the moment is 
one of the calves by Prince 105 of B & D. 
The cow is out of the first son the Buxom 
Maid Miss Burgess had and is bred back to 
her half brother. This calf is a very typy 
little bull, as are most of the sons and 
daughters of Prince 105 of B & D. 


One of the surprises on arriving at the 
B & D Ranch is the fact that the place, 
being only 80 acres is well able to support 
the more that 50 head of cattle now seen in 
the wonderful pastures. In fact there is a 
portion of the pasture that my mid-August 
had not even been opened to the cattle and 
still the feed on the balance of the place 
was well ahead of the ability of the cattle to 
utilize all available pasture. 


The secret of this excellent pasture is the 
abundant water supply as the soil igs sub- 
irrigated and despite heavy snows during 
the winter months the grass is a rich green 
as soon as the snow thaws. Also the place 
is fortunate in having an ever running 
supply of drinking water for the livestock 
as a year-round creek runs through the 
pasture, having its origin just a very short 
distance away. 


Plans for the future call for a good deal 
of rebuilding of the physical parts of the 
B & D place and soon the old pole fences 
will giveway to new ones and bigger bull 
pens will be installed. Mr. and Mrs. Dwight 
Winchester live on the place with their 
three boys, Rickey, Scotty and Billy, rang- 
ing in ages from five months to six years. 

The B & D outfit will be seen at some of 
the shows in the near future, but it will be 
some time before they will have a full show 
herd. The brood cow herd includes numer- 
ous “family” cattle, among these being 
Chieftan Trojan Ericas, Georginas, Bar- 
baras and Miss Burgesses.

HAVE SUCCESSFUL FIELD DAY 

The Western Ontario Aberdeen-Angus 
Association held its Annual Field Day at 
the farm of Mr. and Mrs. Otto Zimmerman 
on Saturday, June 30th. About 250 Angus 
breeders and friends turned out for a full 
course dinner served on the beautifully shad- 
ed lawn at the Zimmerman farm near Ker- 
wood, Ontario. 

The afternoon program featured an in- 
teresting talk by Mr. Robert McCubbin, M. 
P. for West Middlesex and Parliamentary 
Assistant to the Minister of Agriculture for 
Canada. He spoke of the impressive way in 
which Ontario cattlemen were increasing 
their production of beef to help take care 
of the immense increase in population that 
Canada is experiencing.

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Article I 


_ The Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Coopera- 
tive Association will sponsor each year a great Show 
and Sale of Kentucky-bred Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
stock. 


The object and purpose of this annual Show and 
Sale is to encourage the improvement of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed of cattle in Kentucky and to im- 
prove the demand for breeding stock bred by Ken- 
tucky breeders. 


The annual Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus Show and 
Sale will be held at the new State Fair Grounds in 
Louisville. This Show and Sale shall be advertised 
ot knewn as “The Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus Sweep- 
stakes” 


The Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus Sweepstakes (Show 
and Sale) shall be open for the following entries: 


(1) All registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle sired by 
any bull owned, kept and used by the owner in Ken- 
tuecky, provided the calf to be entered was dropped in 
Kentucky and registered by the Kentucky breeder; 


(2) All registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle if the 
dam of the anmial at the time the calf was dropped 
was owned by a Kentucky breeder and the calf was 
dropped in Kentucky and registered by the Kentucky 
breeder; 


(3) All registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in any 
other State or Canada, if the animal was sired by a 
bull bred in Kentucky or if the dam of the animal 
was bred in Kentucky by a bull owned by a Kentucky 
breeder and the service bull was kept in Kentucky at 
the time of such service. The term “bred in Ken- 
tucky”’, as herein used, shall be construed to mean 
that the sire or dam must have been calved in Ken- 
tucky and registered by the Kentucky breeder although 
subsequently sold by the Kentucky breeder. Successive 
sales need not have been by a Kentucky breeder if the 
first sale of the sire or dam was made by a Kentucky 
breeder, who was the first owner 


(4) In any case where a breeder operates a farm, 
farms or breeding establishment outside of the bound- 
aries of Kentucky and another or others within Ken- 
tucky, Aberdeen-Angus cattle owned by such breeder 
may not be entered in the Show and Sale unless the 
dam was kept in Kentucky and was in Kentucky both 
at the time bred and at the time the calf was dropped. 
Provided, however, that such breeders, to the extent 
that they may qualify under Paragraph 2, may enter 
for the Show and Sale cattle qualifying under Para- 
graph 2. Paragraph 2 shall apply on equal terms to 
owners of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Ken- 
tucky and in any other State or Canada, if the animal 
to be entered was sired by any Kentucky bull (owned 
and kept in Kentucky) or if the dam of the animal 
was “bred in Kentucky”, as hereinabove defined. 


All animals consigned to the Sale must be shown. 
Any breeder or owner nominating more than one (1) 
animal to the Sweepstakes must consign to the Sale 
and sell at least one-half (14) of the number of an- 
imals nominated. Any fractions will be in favor of 
the Sale. For example, if three (3) animals are nom- 
inated, two (2) must be sold; if five (5) are nomi- 
nated, three (3) must be sold. At the time the breed- 
er or owner nominates the animals, he will indicate 
on the appropriate nominating forms which of the 
animals are being consigned to the Show only and 
which consigned to both the Show and Sale. Animals 
consigned to the Show only will not be catalogued for 
the Sale. 


Article I 


The Commonwealth of Kentucky has appropriated 
and made available $6,000.00 for each of the years 
1957 and 1958. Of this State appropriation, $2,000.00 
will be used for advertising and promoting the Show 
and Sale. It is confidently expected that the nomi- 
nation fees will at least equal the State appropriation. 
On that assumption, $2,000.00 of the nominating fees 
will be used in advertising and promotion, for the 
printing of the official programs, for the sale cata- 
logues and other Show and Sale expenses. That will 
leave a net balance of at least $8,000.00 per year 
for premiums for the show. The exact amount and 
the distribution of the premiums wiil be determined 
by the Committee with the approval of the Board of 
Directors of the Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion. It will be one of the rgest premium funds of 
any one breed show in any State. In addition to the 
premiums which will be provided, there will be hand- 
some trophies provided by Ke ntuc ky merchants, manu- 
facturers, business men one individuals for the win- 
ners of each class, for the Grand Champion bull, for 
the Grand Champion female, and for the winner of 
the Get-of-Sire and the winner of the Junior Get-of- 
Sire.

Article UI

and prospective buyers. Small breeders will be af- 
forded an unusual opportunity to participate and win 
sizable cash premiums, attractive trophies and an ex- 
ceptionable opportunity to sel] their better bulls and 
heifers. This will apply to small breeders not only in 
Kentucky but in nearby or adjoining States who may 
participate on equal terms in this program with their 
off-spring of the Kentucky-bred bulls and females. 
No other similar show or sale in any other State now 
offers comparable premiums or comparable promotion 
and sale opportunities through the consignments. 


Kentucky Aberdeen- Angus breeders have agreed to 
furnish their services in a combined effort to direct 
this program without any compensation or reinburse- 
ment for expenses. 


Article IV 


All nominations for the Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus 
Sweepstakes (Show and Sale) to be held on March 23 
and 24, 1957, must be delivered to the Chairman and 
the applicable nominating fees paid on or before Jan- 
uary 1, 1957. Entries for nominations will be closed 
on January 1, 1957, for the 1957 Show and Sale. 
The nominating fee for each anima] is $40.00 whether 
the animal be entered in both the Show and Sale or 
only in the Show. Out of the funds derived from the 
nominating fees, all sale expenses will be paid, in- 
cluding advertising, catalogues, auctioneers’ fees and 
other sale expenses. The nominators and consignors 
will be required to pay the normal stal! fees. The 
only deduction that will be made from the sale price 
of each animal consigned to the sale will be $5.00 
for each consignor who has not previously, during the 
year 1957, paid his annua] dues as a member of the 
Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Cooperative Asso- 
ciation.

Aberdeen-Angus breeding stock at a State Fair or 
show of at least an equivalent rating:

(2) Novice Class for adults 18 years or over (man 
or woman) who has never exhibit Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding stock at State Fair or show of equivalent 
rating: 


Novice Class 3—Best bull of any age that complies 
with either of the open classifications. Each animal 
must be duly nominated as provided for the nomina- 
tion of animals in the above open classes. Each an- 
imal may be shown in the open classes as wel! as in 
the Novice Class. 


Novice Class 4—Best female of any age that com- 
plies with either of the open classifications. Each an- 
imal must be duly nominated as provided for the nom- 
ination of animals in the above open classes. Each 
animal may be shown in the open classes as well as 
in the Novice Class. 


(3) Novice Class 5—Grand Champion Novice Bull 
to be selected from the winners of the above Novice 
Bull classes with juniors and adults competing against 
each other. 


Novice Class 6—Grand Champion Novice Female to 
be selected from the winners of the above Novice Fe- 
male Classes with junior and adults competing against 
each other. 


Article VII 
For 4-H Club and F. F. A, Boys and Girls 


All 4-H Club and FFA boys and girls attending the 
Sweepstakes will be provided with cards on which to 
write their names and addresses. A box will be pro- 
vided in which they may drop the cards. Immediately 
preceding the Sale, the cards will be shaken up and 
two (2) or more cards drawn. The boy or girl whose 
name is first drawn wil] receive a credit of $300.06 
to be applied on any anima] purchased by that boy or 
girl in the Sale. The boy or girl whose name is drawn 
second will receive a credit of $200.00 to be applied 
on ad animal purchased by that boy or girl in the 

Sale. $500.00 of the nomination fees will be set 
aside to cover those credits. The rights will not be 
transferable. The boy or girl with the winning credits 
must be present at the Sale, and to obtain the credit, 
must purchase an animal in the Sale which must be 
transferred to the winning boys or girls. If the same 
boy or girl owns the animal at the next annua! Sweep- 
stakes in 1958, and the animal is shown at that time, 
any premium or premiums won by the anima! in the 
open show wil! be doubled. 


Article VIII 
No exhibitor may receive more than two (2) prizes 
or premium money in any one (1) class. 


Specific rules and regulations for effectuating the 
fore-going Plan and Program will be promulgated 
and circulated as early as possible. 


All breeders both within und without Kentucky who 
will have animals which are eligible for the 1957 
Sweepstakes are urged to begin now to prepare and 
fit such animals for the 1957 Sweepstakes.

Angus Futurity so far as available Kentucky appro- 
priation is concerned, and so far as the Kentucky 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders are concerned.
